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Introduction 


THIS  volume  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  Massa- 
chusetts covers  two  General  Courts  of  the  Province  of  three  and  five 
sessions,  respectively,  all  eight  of  them  held  in  Boston.  The  first  of  these 
General  Courts  His  Excellency  Jonathan  Belcher  dissolved  on  April  26,  1733; 
the  second  almost  exactly  a  year  later,  April  19,  1734.  Students,  even  casual 
readers  of  this  volume,  will  be  astonished  at  the  small  amount  of  actual  business 
accomplished  —  at  least  such  as  are  not  schooled  in  the  dodges  and  delays 
which  even  now  have  not  altogether  vanished  from  political  life.  What  prin- 
cipally impaired  the  power  for  action  of  the  General  Court  was  the  deadlock 
between  the  executive  and  the  legislature  on  the  question  of  a  fixed  salary  for 
the  former,  the  Governor  holding  to  his  Instructions  from  London,  the  House 
equally  determined  to  control  the  purse  strings  and  pay  His  Excellency  accord- 
ing to  his  deserts.  This  dispute,  persistent  and  often  personal  and  peevish, 
was  to  bedevil  the  major  portion  of  Governor  Belcher's  eleven  years'  tenure  of 
office. 

As  if  an  obstinate  difference  of  opinion  over  matters  of  money  were  not 
enough  to  diminish  the  usefulness  of  an  English-speaking  legislature,  the  two 
General  Courts  of  the  years  173 2-1 734  had  to  deal  with  the  delicate  problem  of 
paper  money, ^  domestic,  as  well  as  foreign ;2  with  boundary  disputes  between 
Massachusetts  and  all  four  bordering  colonies;^  and  with  preparations  for  and 
rumors  of  a  new  war  with  France.*  Indeed,  French  aggression  at  Crown  Point 
was  early  a  matter  of  discussion,^  and  almost  at  once  occasioned  a  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  proper  procedure  between  House  and  Council.®  When  the  out- 
break of  the  war  of  the  Polish  Succession  in  1733  made  the  danger  of  a  general 
war  imminent,  the  House  was  immediately  deluged  with  petitions  for  pro- 
tection from  the  frontier,  as  well  as  the  towns  along  the  coast;  ^  and  disputes 
arose  as  to  who  was  to  pay  for  the  repair  of  dilapidated  forts. 

Although  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  period  under  consideration  the 
Province  was  officially  insolvent,  owing  to  the  stalemate  between  Governor  and 
House  ^  as  to  methods  of  "getting  and  spending"  of  money,  the  reader  can 
follow  with  reasonable  facility  the  course  of  such  social  and  economic  legisla- 
tion as  was  accomplished.  If  the  sum  total  of  actual  achievement  in  bills  ap- 
proved at  the  end  of  any  one  of  the  eight  sessions  was,  in  reality,  small,  the 
variety  and  quantity  of  subjects  brought  up  for  discussion  illuminate  the  life 
of  the  Province. 

Governor  Jonathan  Belcher  has  not  been  a  favorite  with  historians:  ®  perhaps 
more  was  expected  of  a  native-born  son  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  than  any

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man  could  possibly  have  performed  in  the  given  circumstances;  that  he  was 
subsequently  more  happy  and  successful  as  Governor  of  New  Jersey  is  perhaps 
not  without  significance.  If  he  got  his  office  by  intrigue  and  lost  it  abruptly, 
if  he  was  vain,  and  violent  in  speech/  it  should  be  remembered  that  he  was 
only  one  of  a  series  of  more  or  less  unhappy  buffers  between  London  and  Boston, 
the  most  gifted  of  whom,  also  American  born,  had  his  house  sacked  before  his 
eyes,  and  his  books  and  papers  scattered  to  the  four  winds.  In  going  through 
the  best  of  the  Governor's  speeches  and  messages  to  the  House,^  one  feels  a 
certain  sympathy  with  this  man,  burdened  with  responsibility  but  deprived  of 
power.  Even  tact  could  not  have  bridged  the  gulf  between  the  Royal  In- 
structions (sections  i6,  27,  and  30)  and  the  interpretations  of  the  Province 
Charter  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  There  was,  in  addition,  the  dispute 
as  to  the  Attorney  General,  who  Belcher  insisted  should  be  appointed  by  him- 
self and  the  Council,  and  the  House  maintained  must  be  elected  by  the  General 
Court.  Controversies  were  complicated  by  appeals  to  London  which  in  them- 
selves occasioned  dissension  between  the  Council  and  the  House. ^ 

The  previous  General  Court,  it  will  be  recollected,*  had  been  prorogued  to 
meet  on  Wednesday,  March  29,  1732,  but  the  Executive  Records  of  the  Coun- 
cil show  that  on  March  18,  1732,  it  was  advised  that  the  General  Court  be 
further  prorogued  to  Wednesday,  April  12,  1732.  In  the  Legislative  Records 
of  the  Council  is  the  copy  of  a  proclamation  issued  by  Governor  Belcher,  March 
31,  1732,  stating,  in  eflfect,  that  as  there  seemed  to  be  nothing  that  required 
the  sitting  of  the  Court  on  April  12,  the  Court  be  accordingly  dissolved.  He  had 
recourse  to  a  similar  method  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1729-1730.  But  just 
two  months  after  Governor  Belcher's  proclamation  a  General  Court  met  in 
Boston,  May  31,  1732,  eighty-four  towns  being  represented  out  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-four,  among  the  fifty  delinquents  being  Brookline,  Manchester, 
Chilmark,  Medford,  Easton,  Provincetown,  and  Biddeford.^  A  year  later,  it 
is  interesting  to  notice,  out  of  ninety-six  members  present,  eighty-seven  towns 
were  represented,  two  were  temporarily  vacant,  and  fifty  had  sent  "none," 
and  were  accordingly  subjected  to  the  ordinary  fine  of  £20,^  according  to  the 
act  '  that  every  town  within  the  Province  having  forty  families  should  be  en- 
joined to  send  a  "Person  to  represent  them  in  the  General  Court."  The  sub- 
sequent excuses  of  towns  failing  to  elect  and  the  exemptions  granted  them  are 
instructive.^  Members  actually  elected  and  absent  from  the  House  were  fined 
five  shillings  a  day  ^  by  the  General  Court  of  1733-1734- 

In  both  General  Courts  John  Quincy  was  elected  Speaker  of  the  House, 
in  1732  unanimously,  and  John  Wainwright  Clerk  "by  a  majority."  Of  the 
twenty-eight  Councillors  elected  by  the  House  Governor  Belcher  negatived

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the  choice,  in  1732,  of  Isaac  Little,  Esq.,  from  the  "Territory  formerly  called 
New  Plymouth,"  ^  and  in  1733  refused  to  approve  the  choice  of  Pain  Mayhew, 
elected  "at  large."  ^  Colonel  Isaac  Lothrop,  a  representative  from  Plymouth, 
having  been  duly  chosen  a  member  of  the  Council,  the  House  ordered  a  new 
election  for  that  place,  directing  that  the  deputy  report  to  the  Speaker  on  or 
before  Tuesday,  June  20,  1732.^ 

As  might  have  been  anticipated,  the  Governor  disallowed  the  election  of  the 
Attorney  General  by  the  House  in  June  of  both  years  (1732  and  1733),  de- 
claring, in  the  second  case,  that  he  did  so  because  he  had  one  appointed  as 
provided  by  the  Royal  Charter.^  When  John  Overing,  Esq.,  petitioned  for 
his  pay  as  Acting  Attorney  General,  appointed  according  to  Royal  Instructions, 
the  House,  it  is  interesting  to  notice,  turned  him  down.^  The  choice  of  Mr. 
Edward  Shove  as  Collector  of  Excise  was  similarly  disallowed  by  Governor 
Belcher  on  June  23,  1733.  Differences  of  interpretation  of  the  Royal  Charter 
of  1691  were  not  confined  to  questions  of  finance,  although  the  salary  question 
was  the  most  frequent  and  spectacular  source  of  dispute  between  Governor 
Belcher  and  the  Legislature,  Here  it  should  be  noted  that  the  Governor 
endeavored,  more  or  less  successfully,  it  would  seem,  to  drive  a  wedge  between 
the  Council  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  answer  of  the  latter  body 
to  his  message  on  the  "Bill  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,"  complains  of  his 
not  having  included  the  Council  in  his  rebuke,  adding  that  it  would  have  been 
"just  and  reasonable"  to  address  his  message  to  "the  other  Branch  of  the 
Legislature  as  well  as  to  the  House,"  for  the  "honourable  Board  being 
His  Majesty's  Council  did  concur  the  aforesaid  Bill."  ^  Whereupon  the  House 
voted  "by  a  great  Majority"  that  the  Charter  did  not  "forbid  this  Court 
supplying  the  Treasury  in  the  Way  and  Manner  proposed  by  the  Bill  lately 
passed  by  both  Houses."  ^ 

This  bill  Governor  Belcher  had  felt  it  his  duty  to  return  was  the  outcome  of 
his  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  session  calling  attention  to  the  scandal  of  the 
empty  treasury,  as  a  consequence  of  which  the  Province  could  not  pay  its 
officials  or  its  just  debts,^  this  reference  to  a  source  of  constant  anxiety  being 
crowded  in  with  urbane  proposals  for  cooperation  with  a  Scottish  Society  for 
Propagating  Christian  Knowledge  by  means  of  missionaries  at  the  frontier 
forts,  recommendations  for  a  more  equitable  division  of  ungranted  lands,  and 
a  new  act  which  should  place  a  "larger  Excise  on  Rum  which  being  put  in 
Execution  I  believe  would  have  a  good  tendency  for  promoting  Virtue  and 
Sobriety."  ^  The  Christians  in  Scotland,  it  may  be  added,  sent  out  their 
missionaries  with  the  proviso  that  these  be  made  chaplains  at  Fort  Dummer, 
Richmond  Fort,  and  Fort  George,  and  thus  receive  in  their  dual  capacity  pay

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from  both  Society  and  Province.^  This  characteristic  proposal  was  accepted, 
the  House  voting  £ioo  a  year  to  each  for  four  years,  designating  their  residences 
and  their  duties  as  chaplains  as  well.- 

An  empty  treasury,  it  might  be  supposed,  would  at  least  prevent  quarrels 
over  the  spending  of  public  moneys;  but  a  committee  of  the  House,  on  exam- 
ining the  Treasurer's  account,  found  subjects  for  exception  in  the  past  year. 
Payments  had  not  only  been  made  without  authority,  but  contrary  to  express 
command;  ^  and  in  reporting  to  the  House  this  committee  saw  fit  to  recom- 
mend for  the  future  particular  appropriations  for  specific  purposes.^  Soon 
afterward,  on  June  30,  1732,  an  answer  to  the  Governor's  Speech  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  General  Court  was  read  and  accepted  by  the  House.  Stripped  of 
its  verbiage,  it  presents  the  quarrel  between  the  executive  and  legislature  under 
six  heads.  In  the  first  place,  the  proposal  for  a  permanent  salary  of  £1,000 
sterling  is  bluntly  refused.  As  to  the  empty  treasury  the  House  declares  that 
bills  redressing  this  grievance,  without  infringing  on  the  liberties  of  the  sub- 
jects, have  been  disallowed  by  the  Governor  and  the  King.  After  citing  what 
might  have  been  called  an  "elastic  clause"  in  the  Charter  of  1691,  the  House 
goes  on  to  complain  that  sums  of  money  previously  raised  by  the  House  on  the 
people  had  been  spent  illegally.  Not  only  was  the  money  bill  recently  vetoed 
in  complete  conformity  with  the  Charter,  but  the  Crown's  objection  to  the 
examination  of  accounts  was  unwarrantable.  A  seventh  section  goes  on  to 
declare,  in  effect,  that  all  other  matters  were  subjects  of  agreement  and  con- 
gratulation.^ Perhaps  it  was  this  afterthought  that  persuaded  His  Excellency 
to  sign  the  bills  for  the  Council  and  the  House  when  the  Great  and  General 
Court  adjourned  to  the  first  day  of  the  following  November.^  Before  adjourn- 
ing, the  legislators  appointed  a  committee  of  the  House  to  deal  with  Francis 
Wilks,  the  Province  agent  in  London,  directly,  during  their  recess.' 

Not  only  was  little  accomplished,  but  even  that  little  was  done  slowly.  In 
the  spring  of  1732,  for  instance,  the  General  Court  received  formal  notice  from 
London  of  the  royal  approval  of  the  laws  passed  by  the  House  and  Council  and 
accepted  by  the  Governor  in  the  previous  April,  a  delay  of  fourteen  months.* 
At  the  end  of  the  first  session  of  the  Second  General  Court  dealt  with  in  this 
volume  of  the  Journals,  only  three  bills  received  the  approval  of  the  Governor: 
the  tax  bill,  providing  for  £7,987,  15s.  od.,  a  second  bill  fixing  the  rates  of  im- 
post and  the  tunnage  of  shipping,  and  a  third,  incorporating  the  town  of  Shef- 
field.* At  the  same  time  the  Governor  stated  that  he  would  entertain  the 
"Honourable  Mr.  Oglethorpe,  M.P."  at  his  own  home  and  his  own  expense 
because  "there  is  no  Money  in  the  Publick  Treasury."  '° 

The  urge  to  public  business  did  not  want  for  encouragement,  if  one  can  judge

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by  the  flood  of  petitions,  as  well  for  special  as  for  general  relief.  As  usual,  re- 
quests for  the  granting  of  land  and  the  erecting  of  new  townships  comprised  the 
bulk  of  these  petitions;  various  pleas  for  specific  financial  relief  are  perhaps 
second  in  volume  and  Importance.  Defeated  litigants  and  old  soldiers  ask  for 
redress  of  grievances  or  grants  of  pensions,  and  merchants  and  manufacturers 
and  miners  for  special  privileges.  The  success  of  two  of  the  latter  group  is 
interesting:  to  the  Second  General  Court  on  June  i6,  1733,  one  Obadiah  Dick- 
enson of  Hatfield  presented  his  suggestion  that  he  be  encouraged  in  "carrying 
on  the  Manufacture  of  making  Duck  for  Sail  Cloth,"  ^  and  on  June  20  there 
was  granted  a  bounty  for  seven  years,  "next  coming,"  of  30  shillings  to  the 
manufacturer  of  each  piece  of  duck  or  canvas  of  a  specified  size,  weight,  and 
color. ^ 

In  the  previous  General  Court  William  Coldry,  "Refiner,"  and  his  associates 
were  voted  "free  Liberty  of  using  and  improving  all  such  mines  (Iron  only 
excepted)  as  he  shall  (within  the  space  of  three  years  from  this  time)  discover 
in  the  common  and  unappropriated  Land  belonging  to  this  Province."  ^  But  it 
was  stipulated  that  the  mines  should  not  exceed  ten,  no  plot  to  contain  more 
than  four  hundred  acres  of  land;  that  the  grant  was  to  convey  only  use  of  the 
mines,  not  "fee  or  property  of  any  Land;"  that  within  five  years  from  the  time 
of  the  grant  Coldry  must  open  and  improve  at  least  two  of  the  mines  "which 
he  shall  discover;"  and  finally  that  the  General  Court  should  receive  "one  full 
eighth  part  of  the  Oar  raised  or  dug  from  each  of  said  Mines  well  dressed  and 
merchantable  clear  of  all  Charge,  and  deductions  of  the  fifths  of  Royal  Oar."  ^ 
It  would  be  idle  to  speculate  on  the  outcome  of  Mr.  Coldry's  enterprise,  for  it 
would  seem  improbable  that  anybody  got  anything.  In  the  matter  of  peti- 
tions for  private  relief,  it  is  to  the  credit  of  Governor  Belcher  that  he  personally 
urged  consideration  for  the  widow  and  children  of  his  predecessor.  Governor 
Burnet,  in  his  speech  of  November  i,  1733. ^  Although  he  himself  could  not 
get  his  salary  under  the  conditions  laid  down  in  London,  Belcher  did  succeed 
in  obtaining  a  grant  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land  on  the  Connecticut  River  in 
Hampshire  County  in  satisfaction  of  a  previous  grant  of  eight  hundred  acres 
made  him  in  October,  1730,  within  a  few  months  of  his  arrival^  in  the  Province 
as  Governor.  '  Earlier  in  the  session  the  House  had  voted  one  thousand  acres 
of  land  in  equal  proportion  to  the  widow  and  children  of  Lieutenant-Governor 
Tailer  because  of  his  readiness  to  serve  the  country.* 

The  continual  setting  up  of  new  townships  is  perhaps  the  most  encouraging, 

if  not  the  most  engaging,  reading  in  the  Journals.     This  necessity  for  providing 

for  the  spread  of  population  and  the  protection  of  the  frontier  is  hedged  round 

with  the  usual  conditions  to  build,  plant,  and  settle,  and  promote  public  wor- 
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ship.  Each  proprietor  had  to  put  down  a  fee  of  five  pounds  and  give  his  bond 
for  twenty.^ 

Fortunately  for  ambitious  investors,  these  sums  represented  not  sterUng,  but 
paper,  and  inflation  in  the  Province  was  a  scandal.  But  as  late  as  June  9,  1732, 
the  House  passed  a  bill  to  supply  the  treasury  with  £50,000,  and  sent  it  up  for 
concurrence,  knowing  that  London  had  forbidden  the  Governor,  by  the  six- 
teenth article  of  his  Instructions,  to  approve  the  issue  of  more  than  £30,000 
of  bills  because  of  their  great  depreciation.  The  whole  controversy  is  recited 
in  the  Council  and  spread  on  the  record,  where  one  reads  that  the  "  Current 
Money  of  the  Province  was  at  so  great  a  discompt  that  three  hundred  and  forty 
Pounds  was  only  equal  to  one  hundred  Pounds  Sterling"  "by  means  whereof  the 
British  Merchants  trading  to  that  Country  had  been  considerable  losers."^ 
Indeed,  the  negotiations  as  to  various  proposed  and  actual  issues  of  paper  money 
recur  frequently  throughout  the  two  years  covered  by  these  Journals,  often 
merely  to  the  accentuation  of  the  quarrel  between  Governor  and  House.  On 
October  12,  1733,  Province  Bills  of  £28,927.  is.  lod.,  face  value,  were  "packt 
up  to  be  burnt"  because  they  were  "torn  and  defaced,"  doubtless  after  having 
been  duly  replaced.^  On  the  very  next  day  notice  reached  the  House  that 
not  only  had  an  ostensible  need  of  new  money  prompted  the  merchants  and 
traders  of  Boston  to  plan  an  issue  of  bills  of  credit  on  their  own  account,*  but 
that  a  more  serious  danger  threatened  from  another  quarter.  From  all  ac- 
counts one  of  the  favorite  manufactures  and  most  unpopular  exports  of  Rhode 
Island  was  paper  money;  at  any  rate  the  General  Court,  on  October  23,  1733, 
voted,  on  the  basis  of  a  rumor  of  "a  very  large  Emission  of  their  Colony  Bills," 
to  ask  for  information  on  the  subject  from  Governor  William  Wanton.  ^ 

The  sequence  is  confusing.  In  the  morning  of  October  26,  1733,  a  proposal 
to  issue  bills  of  credit  to  the  sum  of  £76,500  was  voted  down;  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day  it  was  passed.^  In  his  speech  of  November  i,  Governor  Belcher 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  this  bill  designed  to  pay  the  debts  and  the  salaries 
of  the  Province,  and  reports  that  when  he  referred  it  to  the  Councillors  for 
their  opinion,  it  obtained  their  unanimous  approval  on  October  31.^  There- 
fore he  would  allow  it.  On  November  7  His  Excellency  announced  to  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  House  that  he  would  gladly  issue  a  proclamation  against  the  bills 
of  credit  from  Rhode  Island  except  that  he  did  not  wish  to  encourage  "those 
private  Bills  of  Credit."  ^  But  according  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Privy  Council  at  St.  James's,  May  10,  1733,  printed  in  the  records  August  25, 
by  the  Sixteenth  Instruction  bills  of  credit  were  never  to  be  current  beyond  the 
sum  of  £30,000,  such  acts  providing  for  royal  approval,  the  annual  support  and 
service  of  His  Majesty's  Government  excepted.  ^  It  was  at  this  time,  also,  that 
it  was  declared  that  according  to  the  Thirtieth  Instruction  bills  of  supply  should 
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be  voted  by  the  whole  Assembly,  but  the  accounts  should  be  passed  on  only  by 
the  Governor  or  his  committee  in  the  Council.  The  report  went  on  to  review 
the  history  of  inflation  in  Massachusetts  under  Governors  Burnet  and  Belcher, 
noticed  the  addresses  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  declared  that  the  Royal 
Instructions  conformed  to  the  Royal  Charter  of  1691,  and  recommended  no 
alternative  but  obedience.^  Three  days  before  this  decision  of  the  Privy 
Council  was  spread  on  the  record,  the  House,  on  August  22,  1733,  had  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  live  members  to  appeal  directly  to  their  constituents  by 
means  of  a  report  on  the  existing  situation.^  During  the  autumn,  as  has  been 
noted,  the  dilemma  disappeared,  after  a  ridiculous  dispute  in  August  over  the 
advisability  of  appealing  to  a  higher  power,  the  House  having  voted  on  the  six- 
teenth that,  "Whereas  this  Province  is  under  the  manifest  tokens  of  the  Divine 
Displeasure,"  His  Excellency  the  Governor  be  asked  to  proclaim  a  day  of 
"publick  Prayer  and  Humiliation  throughout  this  Province  to  Almighty  God 
humbly  to  implore  His  presence,  favour,  and  direction."  '  The  Board,  or 
Council,  having  non-concurred  the  same,  on  August  21,  the  House,  in  revenge, 
refused  to  agree  to  the  "Day  of  Fasting  and  Prayer"  voted  by  the  Council 
itself  on  August  18.  * 

In  the  matter  of  the  boundary  disputes  with  the  four  neighboring  colonies 
the  General  Court  finally  succeeded  in  putting  through  one  act  for  "perambu- 
lating" the  line  between  the  Province  and  Connecticut,  October  23,  1733.^ 
The  same  week  the  General  Court  voted  the  sum  of  £300  to  reimburse  the 
towns  of  Cambridge,  Newton,  and  Lexington  for  grants  made  by  them  in  1729 
for  the  thorough  and  effectual  repair  of  the  "Great  Bridge  over  Charles  River 
in  Cambridge."  Newton  received  just  £100;  Cambridge  and  Lexington,  £111 
i6s.  and  £88  4s.  respectively.^  Acts  for  preserving  pigeons  and  alewives,  for 
protecting  deer,  and  ordering  unruly  dogs  suggest  the  suspicion  that  the  minutiae 
of  government  had  already  complicated  legislation.^ 

The  legislation  of  uplift  was  also  making  headway.  The  Governor's  remarks 
on  the  startling  prevalence  of  drunkenness  have  been  noticed,  but  whatever  the 
eating  of  salted  meats  might  lead  the  white  men  to,  there  was  no  excuse,  in 
His  Excellency's  opinion,  for  their  debauching  the  natives  with  liquor.  "I 
must.  Gentlemen,  repeat  to  you  the  Complaints  I  had  from  the  Indians  and 
their  Priests  at  the  late  Conference  upon  our  Selling  them  such  great  Quantities 
of  Rum  while  the  French  do  not  debauch  them  in  that  manner;  and  when  our 
People  have  made  them  Drunk,  then  they  cheat  and  abuse  them:  If  Christi- 
anity will  not  oblige  us,  yet  methinks  good  Policy  should,  to  prohibit  selling 
any  Rum  to  the  Indians  as  well  in  the  Publick  Truck-Houses,  as  among  the 
private  Traders."^  Governor  Belcher  goes  on  to  suggest  that  the  present 
time  of  peace  with  the  French  is  a  good  one  for  winning  over  these  same  Indians 
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on  the  border  to  the  "Sweets  of  Trading  with  us."  The  following  spring 
bills  against  lotteries  and  "Gaming  for  Profit"  were  introduced  in  the  House. 

Twice  the  House  had  to  take  a  vote  on  the  vexing  question  of  schismatics. 
In  the  summer  of  1732  a  petition  "in  behalf  the  People  called  Baptists, 
praying  that  they  may  have  the  like  Libertys,  Exemptions  and  Immunities 
which  are  granted  to  the  Quakers"  was  passed  in  the  negative.  Again,  the 
next  summer,  "An  Act  further  to  exempt  Persons  commonly  called  Annabap- 
tists  within  this  Province  from  being  taxed  for  and  towards  the  support  of 
Ministers"  having  been  read  for  the  first  time  June  21,  was  ordered  referred  to 
the  next  sitting  of  the  Court  by  a  vote  of  the  following  day.^  Conservatism 
had  its  compensations,  however,  for  there  is  a  pleasanter  side  to  the  picture  in 
one  of  the  few  subjects  of  agreement  between  Governor  Belcher  and  his  General 
Courts.  Agreement  is  perhaps  too  strong  a  word:  at  least  the  House  did  not 
take  exception  to  the  following  spoken  by  His  Excellency  at  the  opening  of  the 
second  session  of  the  General  Court  of  1732-1733.  "And  I  hope  Harvard  Col- 
lege, which  is  one  of  the  greatest  Blessings  of  this  Land,  and  which  affords  a  con- 
stant supply  of  Persons  useful  in  Church  and  State,  will  never  want  your  tender 
Care  and  Assistance."  ^ 

During  the  autumn  of  1732  it  looked  as  if  the  long-drawn-out  dispute  between 
the  Governor  and  the  House  were  approaching  a  crisis,  for  Governor  Belcher 
had  concluded  his  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  second  session,  on  November  2, 
with  the  significant  statement  that  he  would  not  betray  his  Royal  Master's 
interest  or  honor  in  any  article,^  to  which  the  House  retorted  by  a  vote  of  fifty- 
six  to  one  that  obedience  to  "His  Majesty's  30th.  Instruction  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governor"  would  "tend  to  destroy  the  Powers  and  Priviledges  granted  to 
the  General  Court  in  and  by  the  Royal  Charter."  *  The  answer  to  the  Speech 
which  the  House  drew  up  and  printed  a  few  days  later  is  the  most  succinct 
presentation  of  the  colonial  case.  After  defending  their  patriotism  and  de- 
claring that  although  the  same  spirit  actuates  both  Governor  and  Assembly, 
even  if  a  difference  of  opinion  may  divide  them,  the  members  of  the  House 
go  on  to  insist  that  the  best  remedy  for  the  decay  of  trade  and  the  bills  of  credit 
is  to  be  sought  not  in  bounties  which  are  always  disappointments,  but  in  "issu- 
ing Bills  of  Credit  redeemable  with  Gold  and  Silver."  ^  They  urge  the  Gov- 
ernor to  approve  such  a  bill  in  this  second  session  because  the  "other  two 
Branches  of  the  Legislature"  can  not  petition  "His  Majesty  for  His  Royal 
Leave  to  You  to  pass  that  Act"  —  for  fear  such  petitions  might  thenceforth  be 
expected  for  all  acts.^  After  promising  a  bill  to  restrict  the  sale  of  rum  to  the 
Indians  (although  they  fear  that  more  trade  with  them  will  only  mean  the 
sale  of  more  rum  to  them),'  they  quote  Jonathan  Belcher's  own  words  against 
himself  —  words  spoken  at  the  time  he  was  Provincial  agent  in  London  —  cite 
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the  decision  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade  of  October  7,  1729,  and  con- 
clude their  argument  by  reciting  "some  parts  or  clauses  in  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Commission  to  Your  Excellency.  ^ 

Only  a  few  days  later,  when  the  Council  sent  down  a  vote  (November  25, 
1732)  that  a  committee  of  the  two  Houses  draft  an  address  to  His  Majesty  in 
order  to  obtain  relief  under  the  difficulties  of  the  fact  that  the  Royal  Instruc- 
tions to  the  Governor  were  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  the  House 
refused  to  concur  with  the  Council  (November  28,  1732)  and  voted  that  a  com- 
mittee of  the  General  Court  "project  some  Methods  proper  to  relieve  us  from 
such  pressing  difficulties,  and  make  report  accordingly."* 

It  was  a  crisis  in  foreign  affairs  that  drew  off  attention  from  these  domestic 
difficulties.  The  French  were  a  chronic  source  of  anxiety;  indeed,  as  early  as 
the  summer  of  1732,  in  view  of  activity  at  Crown  Point,  the  House  had  pro- 
posed a  protest  to  the  "Governeur  at  Quebeck,"  citing  this  "unjustifiable  In- 
croachment  and  very  injurious  to  His  Majesty  King  George  and  directly  con- 
trary to  an  Article  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace  made  and  concluded  upon  at  Utrecht."' 
On  June  20,  1732,  the  Council  chimed  in  with  a  vote  that  the  "Incroachments 
at  Crown  Point"  would  threaten  trade  and  commerce  with  New- York  and 
Connecticut  "and  in  Time  of  War  would  be  very  mischievous  to  them  and  all 
the  Northern  Colonies  and  Plantations  belonging  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain." 
The  Council  further  suggested  that  commissioners  from  the  Massachusetts-Bay 
meet  with  those  of  New- York,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  and  Rhode 
Island  "at  Hartford  or  some  other  suitable  place  in  Connecticut  Colony  as 
soon  as  conveniently  may  be  in  Conjunction  to  agree  upon  some  effectual 
Method  to  remove  the  French  from  the  said  Crown-Point — ".  This  vote 
was  read  in  the  House  and  "Unanimously  Non-concur'd,"  the  issue  thus  being 
that  the  Council  favored  deliberation  with  the  other  Colonies,  while  the  House 
was  vehement  for  a  warning  sent  direct  to  Quebec. 

In  the  Governor's  speech  of  November,  1732,  occurs  a  passage  which  ex- 
plains the  war  scare  with  which  the  records  of  this  volume  end:  "As  the  several 
Powers  of  Europe  seem  to  be  in  great  Commotions,  and  Warlike  Preparations, 
I  hope  we  shall  not  fall  into  so  fatal  a  Lethargy  as  to  continue  in  so  defenceless 
a  condition."  *  On  January  4,  1732-33,  the  House  having  voted  money  for  de- 
fence in  its  favorite  and  familiar  way,^  the  Governor  summoned  its  members  to 
the  Council  Chamber  and  while  giving  them  the  usual  lecture  on  their  ob- 
stinacy and  evasion,  stated  that  the  Council  had  refused  assent  to  all  bills  for 
fortifications  because  of  "His  Majesty's  Royal  Order  forbidding  me  to  postpone 
the  Funds  beyond  the  Year  1741."  ^ 

A  few  months  more  of  stalemate,  and  dissolution  intervened  (April  26,  1733), 
among  the  acts  approved  by  the  Governor  being  one  entitled:  "An  Act  for

Granting  the  Sum  of  Three  Thousand  Pounds  for  and  towards  the  Support  of 
His  Majesty's  Governour."  ^  In  a  short  and  formal  speech  to  the  new  General 
Court  on  May  3 1,  1733,  Belcher  did  no  more  than  urge  the  supply  of  the  Treasury 
and  support  for  the  Governor.  ^  On  June  6  the  House  refused  to  take  up  the 
matter  of  the  Governor's  salary  '^nemine  contradicente,'^  ^  and  immediately 
turned  to  the  routine  matters  of  a  short  and  comparatively  busy  session.  The 
second  session  lasted  only  ten  days  (August  15  to  25),  adjournment  being  sought 
because  of  the  "extreme  busy  Season  of  the  Year."  *  On  October  10,  1733, 
the  House  duly  provides  for  the  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  the  coronation 
of  George  H,^  having  refused,  on  October  5,  to  supply  the  Treasury  according 
to  His  Majesty's  Instruction.^  Thus  the  old  quarrel  dragged  along  until  the 
General  Court  having  adjourned  and  met  once  only  to  adjourn  the  same  day, 
the  speech  of  Governor  Belcher  on  January  29,  1733-34,  on  the  fear  of  war  in 
Europe  and  the  urgent  need  of  money  for  repair  of  the  provincial  defences,^ 
removed  all  thought  of  other  business  from  the  minds  of  the  legislators.  Having 
sat  long  enough  to  vote  down  a  proposal  to  give  financial  aid  to  Boston  for  the 
repair  of  her  fortifications  and  direct  the  Clerk  to  collect  fines  from  absent 
members,^  the  General  Court  was  finally  dissolved  on  April  19,  1734. 

The  text  of  this  volume  of  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Representatives  was 
prepared  for  the  press  by  Worthington  Chauncey  Ford,  Editor  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society,  1909-1929,  and  now  Editor  Emeritus.  The  photo- 
gravure of  Governor  Belcher  used  as  the  frontispiece  was  made  from  a  painting 
in  the  possession  of  the  Society.  The  earliest  record  of  this  painting  (1838)^ 
describes  it  as  bearing  the  inscription  "F.  Liopoldt,"  and  states  that  it  was 
painted  in  London  in  1729.  Restoration  may  have  obscured  this  inscription 
—  at  any  rate,  nothing  seems  to  be  known  of  F.  Liopoldt.  Mr.  Frank  W. 
Bayley  thinks  he  may  possibly  be  identified  with  the  German  painter,  Franz 
Lippold,  who  was  born  at  Hamburg  in  1688,  and  died  at  Frankfort  in  1768.

THE  Honourable  William  Clark,  Thomas  Gushing,  and  John  Osburne 
Esqrs;  came  down  from  the  Council  Board,  and  acquainted  the  House, 
that  they  were  authorized  and  appointed  by  His  Excellency  the 
GovERNOUR,  to  administer  the  Oaths  to  the  Members  of  the  House  respec- 
tively required  by  Act  of  Parliament,  and  that  the  Members  were  accordingly 
directed  to  take  the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  subscribe  the  Declaration  before 
them,  ^s  also  the  Oath  required  by  the  Royal  CHARTER;  which  was  done 
accordingly  by  all  the  Members  present,  and  then  the  said  Gentlemen  withdrew. 
Major  Chandler  was  desired  to  go  to  the  Secretary's  Office  for  the  Writs  and 
Precepts  for  the  Choice  of  Representatives,  and  bring  the  same  into  the  Housej 
which  was  done  accordingly. 

The  Writs  and  Precepts  for  the  Choice  of  Representatives  were  brought  into 
the  House,  and  upon  Examination  of  them,  it  appeared  that  the  following 
Gentlemen  were  returned  to  Serve  for  and  Represent  the  several  Towns  within 
this  Province,  viz.

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  Attendance  of  this  Honourable 
House  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  made  a 
SPEECH  to  both  Houses,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtain'd  a  Copy,  and  then  with 
the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber, 

His  Excellency's  SPEECH  was  read,  and  is  as  follows,  Viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

IT  is  with  Pleasure  that  I  meet  you  this  Day  in  General  Assembly,  and  I  hope 
it  will  be  increased  by  my  finding  this  whole  Legislature  pursuing  the  Pub- 
lick  Weal  with  the  greatest  Chearfulness  and  Unanimity,  and  I  hope  every 
Member  of  this  General  Court  will  act  up  to  his  Character  by  approving  himself 
a  true  Friend  of  his  Country;  and  I  wish  all  that  comes  before  you  may  be 
manag'd  with  great  Respect  and  Duty  to  the  KING,  and  this  not  only  in  Imi- 
tation of  the  British  Parliament,  that  wise  and  august  Assembly,  but  from  your 
voluntary  and  steady  inclination,  and  that  you  will  carefully  avoid  all  Strife 
and  Contention  among  yourselves,  and  endeavour  to  point  your  Debates  and 
Resolutions  at  the  lengthning  out  our  best  Peace  and  Welfare:  After  mentioning 
these  things  I  shall  lay  before  you  what  I  think  necessary  at  present. 

And  in  the  first  place  I  am  glad  to  tell  you.  That  I  have  receiv'd  His  Ma- 
jesty's special  confirmation  of  the  Laws  enacted  in  this  Province  from  my  Arrival 
to  April  173 1,  and  I  think  it  will  be  much  for  the  safety  of  the  Province,  that 
your  Agent  be  constantly  directed  to  an  effectual  Care  of  presenting  the  Laws 
as  required  by  the  CHARTER. 
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I  have  also  receiv'd  His  Majesty's  Additional  Instruction  respecting  the  Im- 
portation of  Negroes  and  Felons  into  this  Province. 

And  His  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  upon  an  Address  sent  to  the  KING  the 
last  Year,  respecting  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury.  These  things  the  Secretary 
shall  deliver  you,  that  we  may  conform  ourselves  to  them  for  the  future. 

The  additional  Instruction  I  receiv'd  from  His  Majesty  respecting  a  Salary  of 
/.  1000  Sterling  a  Year  to  be  setled  on  His  Governour  for  the  Time  being,  has 
been  long  since  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  late  House  of  Representatives,  and 
by  which  you  will  find  His  Majesty's  express  Command  to  Me,  to  recommend 
that  affair  to  You  in  the  strongest  Terms,  as  the  only  manner  for  Supporting  His 
Governour,  that  can  be  acceptable  to  Him.  I  must  therefore  desire  You  seri- 
ously to  consider,  and  at  last  to  act  wisely  in  a  dutiful  compliance  therewith, 
and  I  have  the  greater  expectation  of  your  doing  it,  since  it  is  so  agreable  to  a 
Bill  pass'd  in  the  last  Session  by  both  Houses,  for  a  perpetual  Establishment  of 
the  Support  of  the  Council  and  Representatives  of  this  Province.  For  it  cannot 
be  thought  reasonable  that  His  Majesty's  Governour,  the  first  and  supream 
part  of  the  Legislature,  must  be  the  only  part  unprovided  for,  and  continually 
dependent  for  his  Support. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives^ 

You  very  well  know  there  has  not  been  any  Money  in  the  Publick  Treasury  for 
more  than  Twelve  Months  past.  This  is  an  affair  more  especially  belonging  to 
your  House,  and  of  that  Importance  to  the  safety  of  the  KING's  Government, 
and  to  the  Peace  and  Welfare  of  His  Subjects  in  this  Province,  as  justly  chal- 
lenges your  speedy  and  close  Attention,  and  of  this  matter  I  said  so  much  to  the 
late  Assembly  as  would  have  left  little  to  be  added  now,  had  it  not  been,  that  I 
have  received  the  KING's  Order  hereupon,  which  is  so  particular  and  full  in 
Confirmation  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction  to  Me  on  the  Supply  of  the 
Treasury  (notwithstanding  the  several  Addresses  made  the  last  Year  to  His 
Majesty  for  an  Abatement  of  that  Instruction)  as  can  leave  no  expectation 
of  my  Consenting  to  any  other  manner  of  Supplying  the  Treasury  than  what  is 
conformable  thereto  — .  The  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Garrisons,  the  Judges, 
with  all  the  other  Civil  Officers  of  the  Government,  and  a  great  number  of 
private  Persons  have  been  for  a  long  time  kept  out  of  what  is  justly  due  to  them 
from  the  Province;  and  some  [8]  have  been  driven  to  that  Extremity  as  to 
sell  what  the  Province  is  indebted  to  them  to  great  Loss,  and  cry  out  of  Op- 
pression and  Wrong.  These  Things,  Gentlemen,  are  such  a  Scandal  and  Dis- 
honour to  the  Government,  as  I  hope  You  will  no  longer  suffer,  but  will  think 
it  absolutely  necessary  that  they  be  redrest,  and  that  You  will  at  the  same 
Time  consider  the  imminent  Hazard  the  Government  is  continually  expos'd 
to  by  an  empty  Treasury. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  have  lately  receiv'd  many  Messages  from  the  several  Tribes  of  the  Eastern 
Indians,  desiring  to  see  Me  in  those  Parts,  to  renew  and  strengthen  the  present 
Friendship  between  this  Province  and  them,  and  that  sometime  in  the  Month  of 
July  there  will  be  the  greatest  Number  of  them  together.  As  this  is  an  Affair  of 
great  Consequence  to  the  Peace  of  our  Borders,  I  shall  be  ready  to  attend  it,  and 
be  glad  of  the  Company  of  some  Gentlemen  of  both  Houses,  and  expect  this 
Court  will  make  the  necessary  Provision  for  the  Expence,  and  for  Presents  to 
the  Indians  at  this  Interview. 

I  am  desir'd  to  acquaint  you  that  the  Society  for  propagating  Christian  Knowl- 
edge in  Scotland,  have  appointed  Commissioners  for  promoting  that  excellent 
Work  in  this  Province,  and  have  directed  them  to  procure  three  Missionaries  to 
go  among  the  Indians,  for  instructing  them  in  the  true  Principles  of  the  Christian 
Religion;  and  as  the  Fund  for  the  Maintenance  of  these  Missionaries  is  but  small 
at  present,  their  Commissioners  hope  this  Assembly  will  do  what  may  be  reason- 
ably expected  on  their  Part  for  encouraging  this  pious  design,  and  this  may  be 
done  by  having  these  Missionaries  plac'd  at  Fort  Dummer,  Richmond  Fort,  and 
Fort  George,  where  they  might  for  the  present  serve  as  Chaplains  to  those  Garri- 
sons, as  well  as  Instructors  to  the  Indians;  and  this  would  also  answer  the 
Petitions  I  have  receiv'd  from  the  several  Officers  and  Soldiers  that  the  Worship 
of  GOD  may  be  upheld  among  them. 

As  your  Excise  Act  is  now  expiring,  I  hope  you  will  look  back  on  what  I  have 
said  to  a  former  Assembly,  and  a  Report  made  by  a  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  for  laying  a  larger  Excise  on  Rum,  which  being  put  in  Execution 
I  believe  would  have  a  good  tendency  for  promoting  Virtue  and  Sobriety.  And 
as  to  the  manner  of  collecting  your  Excise,  the  wisest  Governments  have  gen- 
erally fallen  into  the  method  of  Farming  it,  as  most  profitable  to  the  publick,  and 
so  it  has  been  done  formerly  in  this  Province. 

I  think  it  would  be  wise  in  this  Assembly  to  take  a  proper  care  for  setling  the 
ungranted  Lands  in  such  an  equitable  way  as  might  give  no  just  cause  of  Com- 
plaint to  any  of  the  Towns  or  Inhabitants  of  the  Province.  And  I  wish  we  could 
find  ways  to  encourage  a  better  cultivation  of  the  Lands  in  general  to  make  them 
more  productive  of  Naval  Stores,  and  of  the  Necessaries  of  Life,  and  thereby 
render  us  the  more  capable  of  subsisting  without  the  Help  of  our  neighbouring 
Colonies. 

I  also  think  it  would  be  prudent  to  imploy  a  good  number  of  Hunters  to  trav- 
erse the  Woods,  thereby  to  gain  a  good  Knowledge  of  our  Frontiers,  which  may 
greatly  tend  to  the  safety  and  quiet  of  this  Country  in  times  to  come. 

It  is  with  a  hearty  Sorrow  and  Concern,  that  I  now  mention  to  you  the  Death 
of  His  Majesty's  late  Lieutenant  Governour  of  this  Province,  the  very  Worthy 
and  Honourable  Col.  William  Tailer,  whose  great  and  good  Services  to  his 
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Country  thro'  the  Course  of  his  Life  must  indear  his  Memory  to  this  whole 
People.  He  twice  had  the  Honour  to  be  in  the  Chief  Command,  as  well  as  twice 
Lieutenant  Governour  of  this  Province,  and  in  both  those  high  Stations  he  dis- 
charg'd  himself  with  great  Honour  to  the  Crown,  and  with  great  Goodness  to  the 
People,  I  therefore  hope  you  will  in  some  handsome  Manner  express  the  just 
Sense  you  have  of  all  his  Faithful  Services. 

Gentlemen, 

As  my  utmost  Endeavours  for  advancing  his  Majesty's  Honour  and  Service, 
and  the  Welfare  of  my  Country  will  be  the  greatest  Security  to  my  own  prosper- 
ity, you  may  rest  assured  that  I  shall  always  act  with  you  free  from  all  other 
Views.

An  Act  for  erecting  granting  and  making  a  County  in  the  Inland  Parts  of  this 
Province,  to  be  called  the  County  of  Worcester,  and  for  establishing  Courts  of 
Justice  within  the  same.

His  Majesty  in  Council  taking  the 
same  into  Consideration  was  graciously  pleased  to  declare  His  Approbation  of 
the  said  Laws,  and  Pursuant  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Pleasure  thereupon  ex- 
pressed, the  said  Laws  are  hereby  Confirmed,  finally  Enacted  and  Ratified 
accordingly;  whereof  the  Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  the  said  Province 
for  the  time  being,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  Concern  are  to  take  notice  and 
govern  themselves  accordingly.

WHEREAS  Acts  have  been  passed  in  some  of  Our  Plantations  in  America 
for  laying  Duties  on  the  Importation  and  Exportation  of  Negroes  to  the 
Discouragement  of  the  Merchants  trading  thither  from  the  Coast  of  Africa,  and 
Whereas  Acts  have  likewise  been  passed  for  laying  of  Duties  on  Felons  imported 
in  direct  Opposition  to  An  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  14  Year  of  Our  late 
Royal  Father's  Reign  for  the  further  preventing  Robbery,  Burglary,  and  other 
Felonys,  and  for  the  more  effectual  Transportation  of  Felons.  It  is  OUR  WILL 
AND  PLEASURE  That  you  do  not  give  your  Assent  to  or  pass  any  Law  im- 
posing Duties  upon  Negroes  imported  into  Our  Province  of  the  Massachusetts- 
Bay  payable  by  the  Importer  or  upon  any  Slaves  exported  that  have  not  been 
sold  in  Our  said  Province,  and  continued  there  for  the  space  of  twelve  Months. 
IT  IS  OUR  FURTHER  WILL  AND  PLEASURE  that  you  do  not  give  your 
Assent  to  or  pass  any  Act  whatsoever  for  imposing  Duties  on  the  Importation 
of  any  Felons  from  this  Kingdom  into  Our  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay.

UPON  Reading  at  the  Board  a  Report  from  the  Committee  of  His  Majesty's 
most  Honourable  Privy  Council,  dated  the  first  of  this  Instant,  in  the  words 
following;   Fiz. 

'Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  by  Your  Order  in  Council  of  the  first  of 
'July  last  to  refer  unto  this  Committee  an  Address  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
*tives  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  complaining  of  the  i6th  Article 
*of  Your  Majesty's  Instructions  to  the  Governour  of  that  Province,  whereby  he 
*is  directed  to  consent  to  the  Issuing  /.  30,000  only  in  Bills  of  Credit,  and  pray- 
*ing  that  Your  Majesty's  Governour  may  be  impowred  to  consent  to  the  in- 
'creasing  the  said  Paper  Currency:  —  And  also  further  complaining  of  the  30th 
'Article  of  Your  Majesty's  said  Instructions  whereby  the  Governour  is  directed 
*to  take  [  18  ]  care  in  the  passing  Acts  for  raising  Money  or  issuing  Bills  of  Credit 
'that  the  passing  all  Accompts  for  Payment,  and  the  issuing  of  all  Money  so 
'raised  or  Bills  of  Credit  should  be  left  to  the  Governour  and  Council  of  the  said 
'Province  according  to  their  Charter,  subject  nevertheless  to  a  future  Inquiry 
'of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  to  the  Application  of  such  Money,  which 
'Instruction  the  House  of  Representatives  apprehend  will  bring  great  Incon- 
'veniencies  upon  them,  and  therefore  pray  the  same  may  be  withdrawn:  The 
'Lords  of  the  Committee  in  Obedience  to  Your  Majesty's  said  Order  of  Refer- 
'ence,  did  on  the  7th  of  the  same  Month  of  July  take  the  said  Address  into  their 
'Consideration,  and  thinking  it  proper  to  receive  the  Opinion  of  the  Lords  Com- 
'missioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations  thereupon  directed  a  Copy  thereof  to  be 

'transmitted  to  them. Whereupon  they  have  reported,  "That  the 

"  16  Article  was  added  to  the  Governour's  Instructions  in  order  to  put  a  stop  to 
"a  practice  that  had  prevailed  for  some  time  in  several  of  Your  Majesty's  Plan- 
"tations  of  Striking  and  Issuing  Bills  of  Credit  in  Lieu  of  Money,  which  had  been 
"attended  with  very  ill  Consequences  in  the  said  Plantations,  and  particularly  in 
"this  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  where  the  Current  Money  of  the  Prov- 
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*'ince  was  at  so  great  a  discompt  that  three  hundred  and  forty  Pounds  was  only 
"equal  to  one  .hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  and  by  means  whereof  the  British 
*' Merchants  trading  to  that  Country  had  been  considerable  Losers.  "That 

"the  said  Lords  Commissioners  conceive  the  Liberty  given  to  Your  Majesty's 
"Governour  by  the  said  Instruction  to  issue  /.  30,000  in  Bills  of  Credit  for  the 
"Support  and  current  Service  of  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  Massa- 
'^  chusetts-Bay  is  a  condescention  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  which  ought  to  have 
"satisfied  the  said  Assembly,  especially  as  they  have  not  informed  Your  Ma- 
"jesty  by  this  Address  what  Funds  they  have  or  might  propose  to  establish  for 
"the  discharge  of  such  new  Bills  as  they  desire  to  add  to  their  present  Paper 
"Currency,  and  in  what  proportions  and  by  what  Methods  the  same  should  be 
"cancell'd.  Therefore  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  are  of  Opinion  that  Your 
"Majesty's  i6th  Instruction  to  the  Governour  of  this  Province  ought  not  to 
"receive  any  Alteration. 

"And  that  as  to  the  Complaint  made  in  the  Address  concerning  the  30th  Ar- 
"ticle  of  the  Governour's  Instructions  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  have  re- 
" ported,  that  the  Pretention  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  receive  to  them- 
"  selves  a  Power  of  determining  what  Accompts  shall  or  shall  not  be  paid  after 
"the  Services  are  performed,  is  a  Point  which  hath  already  been  very  Solemnly 
*' debated  and  determined  before  Your  Majesty's  Privy  Council:  Upon  which 
"Determination  the  said  30th  Article  was  added  to  the  Governour's  Instructions; 
"And  the  said  Lords  Commissioners  observe  that  if  Your  Majesty  should  with- 
"draw  Your  Instruction  on  this  Head,  the  Assembly  of  Massachusetts-Bay  would 
"be  left  in  possession  of  a  Power  superiour  to  any  which  the  British  House  of 
"Commons  lay  Claim  to  in  Cases  of  the  same  Nature,  and  which  the  Assembly 
"hath  fallen  into  the  Practice  of  in  direct  Contradiction  of  the  tenor  of  their 
"Charter;  By  which  Charter  though  they  are  impowred  to  raise  Money  by 
"Acts  of  Assembly  for  the  Support  and  Defence  of  the  Province,  yet  the  Distri- 
"bution  of  that  Money  is  expresly  reserved  to  the  Governour  for  the  Time  being 
"with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council;  And  therefore  the  said  Lords 
"Commissioners  are  humbly  of  Opinion  that  this  Article  of  the  Governour's  In- 
"structions  ought  not  to  receive  any  Alteration." 

"The  Lords  of  the  Committee  having  considered  this  Report  of  the  Lords  Com- 
"missioners  for  Trade  and  Plantations,  and  having  been  attended  by  Mr.  Wilks 
"Agent  for  the  Province  of  Massachusetts-Bay,  and  heard  him  in  support  of  the 
"«aid  Address  —  Do  agree  humbly  to  Report  to  Your  Majesty  that  for  the  Rea- 
"sons  contained  in  the  said  Report,  and  particularly  in  regard  Your  Majesty 
*'hath  not  by  the  said  i6th  Article  restrained  the  Governour  from  assenting  to 
"any  Act  for  issuing  Bills  of  Credit  to  a  greater  Value  than  /.  30,000,  provided  he 
"do  [  19  ]  insert  a  Clause  in  such  Act  to  prevent  its  taking  effect  till  Your  Majesty 
"shall  have  approved  or  confirmed  the  same;  and  that  in  regard  the  30th  Article 
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"was  framed  upon  very  mature  Consideration  to  prevent  the  unwarrantable  Pro- 
"ceedings  of  the  said  Assembly  in  assuming  to  themselves  such  extraordinary 
"Powers  of  judging  and  determining  what  Accompts  should  or  should  not  be 
"paid  after  the  Money  hath  been  raised  and  appropriated  and  even  after  the 
"Services  have  been  performed;  which  Powers  are  vested  in  the  Governour  and 
"Council  of  Your  Majesty's  said  Province;  Their  Lordships  are  humbly  of

One  West  of  the  Narraganset  Town  that  is  near  Wachuset-Hill,  One 
between  the  Equivalent  Land  and  Rutland,  on  or  near  the  Road  lately  laid  out 
from  Swift  River  to  Rutland:  One  at  Pequoiog  on  Millers-River:  One  West  of 
the  Town  called  iVor/A  Town;  Two  on  A shuelot  River  above  Northfield;  The  other 
in  the  Eastward  Country  at  the  Head  of  Berwick.  All  to  be  Surveyed  in  October 
or  November  next  at  farthest,  by  the  direction  of  Committees  to  be  appointed 
by  the  General  [  24  ]  Court,  and  their  several  Surveys  to  be  reported  at  the 
Fall  Session,  and  the  charge  of  the  Committees  and  of  the  Survey  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  publick  Treasury. 

That  Committees  be  appointed  to  admit  Sctlers  to  lay  out  the  House-Lots, 
so  that  the  Settlements  may  be  made  in  a  defensible  manner,  and  to  direct  in 
the  drawing  thereof,  but  not  to  lay  out  any  other  Divisions  without  further 
directions  from  this  Court,  each  home-lot  to  consist  of  so  many  Acres  as  the 
Court  shall  order,  after  report  is  made  of  the  quality  and  other  circumstances 
of  the  Land;  the  Committees  to  be  paid  as  the  Court  shall  order.  That  there 
be  sixty  three  House  Lots  laid  out  in  each  Township,  One  for  the  first  setled 
Minister,  One  for  the  Ministry,  One  for  the  School,  and  one  for  each  of  the  sixty 
Setlers,  who  shall  settle  thereon  in  his  own  person,  or  by  one  of  his  Children, 
the  rest  of  the  Land  to  be  allotted  or  divided  equally  in  sixty  three  parts. 
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That  One  year  be  allowed  from  the  Survey  for  the  admission  of  Sellers,  and 
that  the  Committee  be  directed  to  demand  and  receive  from  each  Setler  at  his 
admission  Five  Pounds,  part  of  which  shall  be  employed  for  reimbursing  the 
Province  the  Money  to  be  advanced  for  paying  the  Committee  and  the  charge 
of  the  Survey,  the  remaining  part  to  be  employed  for  building  Houses  of  publick 
Worship,  or  otherwise  as  the  General  Court  shall  order. 

That  each  Setler  actually  live  on  his  Land  within  three  years  from  his  ad- 
mission and  continue  there  for  the  space  of  two  years  after  in  person,  and  with 
his  Family,  if  such  he  have. 

That  he  do  within  five  years  from  his  admission  build  an  House  on  his  Land 
of  eighteen  feet  square  and  seven  feet  stud  at  the  least,  and  within  the  same  time 
do  sufficiently  fence  in  and  till  or  fit  for  mowing  eight  Acres  of  Land,  each  Setler 
to  have  his  Land  on  condition  that  he  perform  the  foregoing  Injunctions.  And 
in  case  any  Setler  fail  of  performance  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  his  right  to  be 
forfeited,  and  such  Land  shall  revert  to  the  Province. 

And  the  Committee  to  be  appointed  to  admit  Setlers  are  directed  at  the  time 
of  admission  to  take  a  Bond  of  Twenty  Pounds  of  each  Setler,  to  be  paid  to  them 
or  their  Successors  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Setlers,  in  case  he  fail  of  per- 
forming the  several  Conditions  or  Injunctions  before-mention'd. 

And  that  the  Setlers  in  each  Town  be  obliged  to  build  a  suitable  Meeting- 
House  and  to  settle  a  learned  orthodox  Minister  in  such  Town  within  the  space 
of  five  years  from  the  admission  of  the  Setlers.

The  Committee  also  observe  a  Payment  made  to  Mr.  Moore  of  Mendon  out 
of  the  /.6000  Grant  amounting  to  twelve  pounds,  which  Account  was  laid  be- 
fore the  House  and  disallowed,  and  yet  the  honourable  Board  contrary  to  the 
known  mind  of  the  House  passed  on  and  ordered  the  pay  for  the  same.

thirty  two  pounds  ten  shillings  ^  two  pence,  being  his  Accounts  of  Payments, 
and  also  of  the  Sum  of  Twenty  nine  thousand  one  hundred  ninety  three  pounds 
eleven  shillings  i^  four  pence  Bills  burnt,  making  in  the  whole  the  Sum  of  Sixty 
two  thousand  two  hundred  twenty  six  pounds  one  shilling  and  six  pence. 

The  Committee  are  humbly  of  Opinion  that  to  prevent  the  like  Inconven- 
iencies  for  the  future,  the  Act  supplying  the  Treasury  appropriate  the  Moneys 
to  the  several  Uses  and  Purposes  for  which  the  same  are  raised,  and  that  when 
any  Draught  is  made  on  the  Treasurer  particular  and  express  mention  be  made 
out  of  which  of  the  appropriated  Sums  the  Grant  is  to  be  paid.  And  that  the 
Treasurer  pay  and  discharge  such  Draughts  only  as  are  so  qualified,  that  when 
his  Accompts  shall  be  laid  before  this  Court,  the  same  may  be  allowed  and  ad- 
justed, and  he  be  discharged  of  Payments  so  made. 

The  foregoing  Report  in  the  several  Articles  thereof  was  read  and  duly  con- 
sidered, and  Voted,  That  the  respective  Paragraphs  and  Observations  on  the 
Articles  for  drawing  Moneys  out  of  the  publick  Treasury  are  just  and  right.

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  Attendance  of  this  honourable  House 
in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  was 
pleased  to  give  His  Consent  to  the  enacting  the  following  Bills,  viz.

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  23 i.  Currant,  to  prepare  the 
draft  of  an  Answer  to  His  Excellency's  SPEECH  at  the  opening  the  present 
Session,  made  report  thereon,  which  he  read  in  his  place;  and  Voted,  That  the 
Report  be  accepted;  and  the  following  Answer  was  thereupon  ordered  to  be 
sent  up  to  His  Excellency  the  Governour,  viz. 
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May  it  please  Your  Excellency, 

IT  is  a  singular  Satisfaction  to  the  House  to  be  assured  from  your  Excellency 
that  it  was  with  pleasure  you  met  this  General  Assembly,  who  sincerely  de- 
sire that  in  all  their  Management  their  great  respect  and  duty  to  the  King 
may  be  conspicuous,  and  that  setting  at  nought  all  private  Interest  and  sinister 
Views,  the  best  Peace  and  Welfare  of  this  People  may  be  unfeignedly  their  chief 
aim  and  design;  by  such  a  deportment  we  shall  answer  the  good  ends  and 
purposes  our  Constituents  proposed  to  themselves  when  they  gave  Us  a  Seat 
in  this  Assembly,  and  will  therefore  at  our  return  to  our  several  homes  receive 
Us  with  joy  and  gladness.  [  48  ] 

It  having  pleased  His  Majesty  in  His  great  Goodness  to  give  a  special  Con- 
firmation to  some  of  the  Laws  so  lately  passed  here  ought  so  to  be  acknowledged: 
The  Agent  has  already  had  very  particular  directions  from  the  General  Court 
seasonably  to  present  the  Laws  as  the  Charter  requires. 

His  Majesty's  Additional  Instruction  respecting  his  Governour's  Support, 
and  Your  Excellency's  recommending  a  compliance  therewith  hath  had  its  due 
weight  and  consideration  in  the  House,  and  tho'  they  have  not  come  up  to  the 
terms  thereof,  yet  the  first  business  they  engaged  in  was  to  prepare  a  Bill  for 
Your  Support,  suitable  to  the  dignity  of  your  high  Station,  which  after  having 
the  usual  Readings  was  in  a  few  days  sent  up  to  the  honourable  Board  and 
there  concur'd.  And  as  former  Assemblys  have  chearfuUy  passed  Bills  from 
time  to  time  granting  an  ample  and  honourable  Support  for  His  Majesty's 
Governours,  so  the  present  Assembly  have  done,  and  we  make  no  question,  but 
that  succeeding  Assemblys  will  esteem  it  their  honour  and  duty  to  take  all 
proper  care  that  the  King's  Governours  who  are  set  over  Us  to  Rule  well,  may 
be  seasonably  supported  and  rewarded  for  advancing  His  Majesty's  Honour 
and  Interest,  and  consulting  the  Peace  and  Tranquility  of  this  Province. 

If  the  creation  or  constitution  of  the  three  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature 
here  be  considered  and  distinguished,  it  may  consist  with  reason  and  justice 
that  the  way  and  manner  for  their  Support  may  be  diverse. 

On  the  important  Article  of  Supplying  the  Treasury  we  beg  leave  to  say.  That 
the  General  Assembly  have  been  constant  in  manifesting  a  readiness  in  furnish- 
ing the  Treasury  seasonably  with  such  Sums  of  Money  as  His  Majesty's  Honour 
and  the  Safety  and  Protection  of  the  People  called  for.  And  it  is  no  little  Con- 
cern and  grief  to  the  House  that  there  is  now  no  Money  in  the  Treasury,  whereby 
those  who  have  done  Service  for  the  Publick  and  deservedly  ought  to  be  paid, 
are  kept  out  of  their  just  dues:  And  could  the  House  in  conjunction  with  the 
other  Branches  of  the  Legislature  redress  this  Grievance  and  not  infringe  the 
reasonable  Powers  Priviledges  and  Liberties  granted  by  their  late  Majesties 
King  WILLIAM  and  Queen  MARY,  (England's  Deliverers)  of  ever  blessed 
Memory,  in  their  Charter  to  their  good  Subjects  the  Inhabitants  of  this 
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Province,  which  expressly  declares  those  Powers  were  given  that  they  might  be 
brought  under  such  a  form  of  Government  as  would  put  them  in  a  better  con- 
dition of  defence,  and  tend  not  only  to  their  Safety  but  flourishing  Estate;  no 
time  would  be  lost,  the  House  would  immediately  prepare  another  Bill,  not- 
withstanding a  Bill  providing  a  sufficient  Sum  of  Money  for  the  discharge  of 
the  publick  Debts  already  contracted,  and  further  to  enable  the  Treasurer,  hath 
past  the  House  and  concur'd  by  the  honourable  Board,  who  are  His  Majesty's 
Council,  and  were  originally  appointed  by  the  Crown,  and  since  chosen  and  ap- 
pointed by  the  General  Court,  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  to  the  Governour  for 
the  time  being,  and  who  by  Oath  must  at  ail  times  to  the  best  of  their  judg- 
ment give  their  Advice  to  the  Governour  for  the  good  management  of  the 
publick  Affairs  of  this  Government,  which  Bill  Your  Excellency  hath  not  given' 
your  assent  to,  and  by  Your  Message  of  the  i^ih  Instant  declare  You  cannot 
give  your  Consent  to  any  other  of  such  a  nature;  and  in  Your  SPEECH  at  the 
opening  this  Session  acquaint  the  House  that  they  must  have  no  expectation 
of  Your  Excellency's  consenting  to  any  other  manner  of  supplying  the  Treasury 
than  what  is  conformable  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction  to  You:  All  other 
Attempts  will  therefore  be  in  vain  and  prove  fruitless:  Now  if  a  Compliance 
with  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction  will  endanger  if  not  wholly  invert  &  de- 
stroy the  necessary  essentials  of  Government,  viz.  the  Power  of  Legislation,  or 
divest  the  General  Court  of  a  Power  of  making  reasonable  and  wholsome  Laws: 
if  this  will  be  a  necessary  Consequent  upon  such  a  concession,  then  we  humbly 
apprehend  Your  Excellency  neither  hopes  or  desires  that  the  Assembly  who 
represent  this  whole  People,  and  are  the  more  immediate  Guardians  of  their 
Liberties,  and  to  their  utmost  should  keep  and  preserve  to  them  the  free  use 
and  enjoyment  there-[  49  ]of,  should  in  the  least  wise  be  advising  aiding  or 
assisting  in  giving  up  such  valuable  Powers  and  Priviledges,  especially  when  by 
so  doing  the  Estates  and  Properties  within  this  Province  would  be  subjected  to 
numberless  Inconveniencies. 

Will  Your  Excellency  allow  the  House  to  illustrate  this, The 

Royal  Charter  gives  and  grants  to  the  Governour  and  the  Great  and  General 
Court  or  Assembly  for  the  time  being  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to 
time,  to  make  ordain  and  establish  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable 
Orders,  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  Directions  and  Instructions,  either 
with  Penalties  or  without  (so  as  the  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  or  contrary 
to  the  Laws  of  the  Realm  of  England)  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  for  the  good 
and  welfare  of  the  said  Province  or  Territory,  and  for  the  government  and 
ordering  thereof  and  of  the  People  inhabiting  and  who  shall  inhabit  the  same, 
and  for  the  necessary  Support  and  Defence  of  the  Government  thereof.  This 
Grant  is  expressed  in  plain  English  Words,  admits  of  no  doubt  or  double  con- 
struction, and  contains  only  one  single  exception  or  proviso,  and  the  last  Clause, 
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for  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the  Government,  must  intend  the  raising 
Moneys  and  payment  of  the  publick  Debts.     Wherefore  the  General  Court 
have  the  sole  absolute  and  undoubted  Right  and  Authority  to  make  ordain  and 
establish  such  wholsome  and   reasonable  Laws  as   they,  that  is   the  General 
Court  shall  judge  best,  for  the  most  just  equitable  and  safe  discharging  the 
Government  Debts.     If  then  in  times  past  or  very  lately  when  the  General 
Court  hath  raised  Money  on  the  People,  and  appropriated  the  same  to  several 
Uses,  part  of  that  Money  hath  been  mis-applied  and  Warrants  issued  out  upon 
the  Treasurer  for  certain  Sums,  contrary  to  the  very  terms  and  conditions 
ordered  by  the  whole  Legislature:  To  prevent  the  like  illegal  and  unwarrantable 
disposition  of  the  publick  Money,  or  for  other  good  Motives,  cannot  or  rather 
ought  not  the  General  Court  by  an  Act  or  Law  agree  upon  certain  restrictions 
and  limitations  the  Money  put  into  the  Treasury  for  paying  &  discharging  the 
publick  Debts  shall  be  subjected  to,  that  in  the  issuing  and  disposing  thereof 
no  part  may  be  misused,  but  the  whole  paid  out  conformable  to  the  publick  and 
solemn  Engagement  of  the  three  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature.^     Such  an 
Act  would  not  contradict  the  issuing  and  disposing  of  the  publick  Money  as 
the  Charter  mentions  and  directs.     The  Charter  also  gives  and  grants  full 
power  and  authority  to  the  General  Court  to  impose  and  levy   proportionable 
and  reasonable  Assessments  Rates  and  Taxes  upon  the  Estates  and  Persons  of 
the  Proprietors  or  Inhabitants  of  the  Province,  to  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by 
Warrant  under  the  hand  of  the  Governour  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council.     Let  it  be  allowed,  that  by  Charter  the  issuing 
and  disposing  the  publick  Moneys  is  lodged  in  the  Governour  and  Council,  yet 
this  issuing  and  disposing  must  be  for  the  ends  and  purposes  the  Charter  and 
directs  in  the  way  and  manner  therein  mentioned,  the  Use  is  for  His  Majesty's 
Service  in  the  necessary  Defence  and  Support  of  the  Government  of  the  Province, 
and  the  Protection  and  Preservation  of  the  Inhabitants  here,  the  way  and  manner 
to  be  observed  in  issuing  and  disposing  must  be  according  to  such  Acts  as  are 
or  shall  be  in  force  within  the  Province.     This  last  Clause  will  justify  the  Court 
in  making  a  Law  prescribing  certain  rules  and  methods  to  be  attended  in  the 
issuing  and  disposing  Money:   or  else  the  words,  according  to  such  Acts  as  are 
or  shall  be  in  force,  have  no  signification,  and  were  put  in  for  no  use  or  purpose 
whatsoever;  which  construction  would  be  too  great  a  force  on  the  Royal  Char- 
ter.    These  very  words  may  well  be  urged  to  ratify  the  Courts  power  in  making 
Laws  for  discharging  the  Governments  debts,  as  given  them  by  the  first  men- 
tioned Grant  in  the  Charter:   Altho'  the  words,  according   to  such  Acts  as 
are  &c.  are  brought  in  in  the  close  of  that  Clause  or  Paragraph,  yet  they  relate 
to  and  aJGFect  both  raising  &  disposing  Money,  and  cannot  be  severed  therefrom^ 
To  argue  and  conclude  from  any  words  in  the  last  Grant  that  the  issuing  and 
disposing  is  lodged  in  the  Governour  and  Council  and  cannot  be  subjected  to 
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any  restrictions  by  a  Law,  would  intirely  destroy  and  make  void  the  other 
Grant,  giving  the  Court  full  power  and  authority  to  make  such  Laws  as  they 
[  50  ]  shall  judge  best;  the  first  Grant  is  certain  and  absolute,  the  second  having 
no  immediate  relation  to  the  former,  if  possible  to  admit  of  doubts  and  capable 
of  a  double  entendre  can  never  operate  to  the  confounding  and  making  void 
the  first.  In  all  Grants  as  well  those  from  the  Crown,  Bodies  politick  or  private 
Persons  where  any  doubt  doth  arise,  the  construction  ever  is  allowed  to  be  in 
favour  of  the  Grantees.  And  it  is  an  ancient  and  celebrated  Maxim,  That  in 
questioned  Cases,  the  King  is  to  produce  his  Grant,  for  he  hath  no  more  than 
what  was  granted,  and  not  the  People  to  shew  a  reservation;  for  all  is  presumed 
to  be  reserved  which  cannot  be  proved  to  be  granted  away.  Your  Excellency 
has  heretofore  justly  allowed  the  General  Courts  power  to  make  Acts  or  general 
Rules  in  matters  of  Money;  and  the  Governour  with  advice  of  the  Council  is 
to  apply  those  general  Rules  to  particular  Cases:  if  so,  may  not  the  General 
Court  by  Law  enact  and  declare  a  general  Rule  that  no  accompt  of  charge  shall 
be  paid  till  an  Examination  be  had  thereon  by  an  order  of  men,  then  the  Gov- 
ernour and  Council  applying  this,  or  any  other  general  Rule  that  may  be  or- 
dained to  particular  Cases,  issue  and  dispose  of  the  publick  Money  to  discharge 
all  Accompts  so  qualified:  This  method  being  put  in  practice  would  not  take 
away  from  the  Governour  the  power  of  issuing  and  disposing  Money,  or  take 
from  the  Council  the  right  of  advising  and  consenting  to  such  issuing  and  dis- 
posing. 

Upon  the  whole,  we  would  in  all  humble  wise  conceive  that  upon  an  impartial 
view  of  the  Charter,  and  the  main  scope  and  design  his  Majesty  had  in  granting 
the  same,  which  gracious  acts  and  designs  have  been  already  hinted,  no  one 
will  be  able  to  prove  the  last  Bill  wrests  from  the  Governour  and  Council  a  Power 
reserved  to  them  by  Charter,  but  that  it  will  after  due  advisement  be  con- 
ceeded  to  by  all  that  the  aforesaid  Bill  is  calculated  agreable  to  the  Power  which 
the  Royal  Charter  has  plainly  and  fully  vested  the  Great  and  General  Court 
with. 

Will  Your  Excellency  indulge  us  a  word  more:  —  When  we  consider  the 
Assembly  ever  since  the  Being  of  the  present  Charter  have  been  in  the  free 
and  uninterrupted  practice  of  examining  into  Accompts  of  the  publick  Expence, 
and  after  such  an  Examination  the  Board  have  passed  a  concurrence,  and  the 
several  and  respective  Governours  given  their  Consent  thereto,  and  then  those 
Accompts  laid  before  the  Governour  for  a  Warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  for  the  issuing  and  disposing  of 
so  much  Money  as  the  Accompts  so  exhibited  did  require.  This  hath  been  the 
practice  whatever  suggestions  or  surmises  may  have  been  advanced  to  the 
contrary,  and  no  claim  exception  or  challenge  made  thereto  by  His  Majesty 
'till  very  lately:    The  consideration  whereof,  and  after  the  most  solemn  and 
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deliberate  Consultation  in  the  House  once  and  again  had  on  Your  Excellency's 
Message  touching  the  Supplying  of  the  Treasury,  a  Question  was  stated,  Whether 
the  CHARTER  granted  this  Province  or  any  Clause  therein,  did  forbid  this  Court 
supplying  the  Treasury  in  the  Way  and  Manner  proposed  by  the  Bill  lately  passed 
both  Houses?  And  after  a  full  debate  had  thereon,  the  Question  was  carried 
in  the  Negative  by  a  great  majority.  The  House  therefore  dare  not  comply 
with  His  Majesty's  Instruction,  being  fully  perswaded  by  so  acting  we  should 
give  up  a  valuable  Power  which  our  Predecessors  could  not  be  prevailed  with  to 
surrender,  and  now  remains  a  duty  in  us  strictly  to  maintain  and  transmit  to 
our  Successors.  We  are  very  sensible  of  the  extreme  hardships  many  may  be 
exposed  to  on  account  of  an  empty  Treasury,  and  the  inconceivable  perplexities 
flowing  on  this  People  by  reason  thereof;  and  can  at  present  conceive  of  no  other 
way  for  this  People  to  be  relieved  but  by  His  Majesty's  being  graciously  pleased 
to  withdraw  from  Your  Excellency  the  aforesaid  Instruction,  and  leave  Your 
Excellency  to  give  Your  consent  to  a  Law  for  that  purpose  not  inconsistent  to 
any  Rule  or  direction  in  the  Charter,  which  is  and  ought  to  be  the  great  Rule 
of  Direction  in  Your  Excellency's  Administration,  as  in  a  very  particular  manner 
is  repeatedly  declared  in  His  Majesty's  Royal  Commission  appointing  You 
Governour  in  Chief  in  and  over  this  People;  and  the  same  directory  Clause 
hath  been  inserted  in  all  Commissions  to  the  several  Governours  from  the  first 
of  the  Charter  to  this  day.   [  51  ] 

The  House  apprehend  nothing  will  contribute  more  to  maintain  and  prolong 
the  Peace  with  the  Eastern  Indians,  than  Your  Excellency's  condescending  to 
see  them  in  their  Country,  and  are  heartily  thankful  that  Your  Excellency  is 
willing  to  undergo  the  fatigue  of  such  a  Tour  in  this  hot  Season;  and  have  there- 
fore Voted  a  Sum  of  Money  to  procure  Necessaries  for  Your  Excellency's  Ex- 
pence  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Court  and  others  that  may  attend  You,  and  to 
purchase  Presents  for  the  Indians,  Voting  also  sixty  good  effective  Men  with 
Officers  to  wait  on  and  safeguard  Your  Excellency  in  those  Parts,  as  His 
Majesty's  Governour  ought  to  be. 

The  House  have  voted  and  allowed  considerable  to  encourage  the  Pious  de- 
sign of  the  Society  in  Scotland  to  promote  that  excellent  Work,  and  Your  Ex- 
cellency's being  at  the  Head  of  those  Gentlemen  intrusted  with  the  manage- 
ment of  their  Affairs  in  this  Province,  we  look  upon  as  a  good  Omen,  and  will 
greatly  facilitate  Methods  proposed  for  so  noble  purposes. 

The  Excise  Act  is  by  the  House  considerably  altered,  which  in  great  prob- 
ability will  make  it  more  profitable  to  the  Government. 

The  Settling  ungranted  Lands,  and  the  finding  out  ways  to  encourage  a 
better  cultivation  of  the  Lands,  we  freely  acknowledge  ought  to  be  the  care  of 
the  General  Assembly,  but  will  call  for  such  an  expence  of  time  as  the  busy 
Season  at  this  Juncture  will  not  without  prejudice  to  the  Country  Afltairs  allow, 
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and  whenever  the  Court  shall  think  to  engage  on  that  business,  Your  Excel- 
lency's Advice  will  be  of  singular  Service,  and  we  make  no  question  as  freely 
given. 

The  improving  a  good  number  of  Hunters,  or  projecting  some  other  Methods 
to  gain  a  better  knowledge  of  our  Frontiers  than  at  present  we  have,  we  fully 
agree  with  Your  Excellency  may  tend  to  great  good,  but  the  Treasury  being 
without  Money,  and  to  our  great  grief  not  likely  in  a  short  time  to  be  supplyed, 
forbids  the  House  at  present  any  further  thoughts  of  effecting  that  work. 

The  past  good  Services  of  the  honourable  Col.  William  Tailer  lately  de- 
ceased, the  House  acknowledge,  and  have  made  a  Grant  of  Lands  to  his  Family 
in  Commemoration  thereof. 

Sent  up  by  Maj.  Brattle,  Col.  Leonard,  and  Col.  Gorham. 
A  Petition  of  Thomas  Tilestone,  Jonas  Houghton,  and  sundry  others,  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Society  of  the  Narraganset  Soldiers,  in  behalf  of  themselves  and 
the  said  Society,  praying  that  forasmuch  as  the  List  of  the  Grantees  is  com- 
pleated,  and  consists  of  eight  hundred  and  forty  in  number,  there  may  be  such 
an  addition  made  to  their  former  Grant,  as  that  each  one  hundred  and  twenty 
Persons  already  allowed  of,  may  have  a  Township  of  the  Contents  of  six  Miles 
square  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  shall  be  thought  best.  Read 
and  Ordered,  That  the  prayer  of  the  Petition  be  granted,  and  that  Maj.  Chandler, 
Mr.  Edward  Shove,  Col.  Thomas  Tilestone,  Mr.  John  Hobson,  and  Mr.  Samuel 
Chandler,  or  any  three  of  them  be  a  Committee  fully  authorized  and  impowred 
to  survey  and  lay  out  five  more  Tracts  of  Land  for  Townships  of  the  Contents 
of  six  Miles  square  each,  in  some  of  the  unappropriated  Lands  of  this  Province, 
and  that  the  said  Lands  with  the  two  townships  before  granted,  be  granted 
and  disposed  of  to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  who  were  in  the  Narraganset  War, 
or  to  their  lawful  Representatives,  as  they  are  and  have  been  allowed  by  this 
Court,  being  eight  hundred  and  forty  in  number  in  the  whole,  and  is  in  full 
satisfaction  of  the  Grant  formerly  made  them  by  the  General  Court  as  a  Reward 
for  their  publick  Services,  and  the  Grantees  shall  be  obliged  to  assemble  within 
as  short  a  time  as  they  can  conveniently,  not  exceeding  the  space  of  two  Months, 
and  proceed  to  the  Choice  of  Committees  respectively,  to  regulate  each  pro- 
priety or  township  which  is  to  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  one  hundred  and  twenty 
of  the  Grantees  each,  and  in  equal  proportion;  who  shall  pass  such  orders  and 
rules  as  will  effectually  oblige  them  to  settle  sixty  Families  at  least  in  each 
township,  with  a  learned  orthodox  Minister,  within  the  space  of  Seven  Years 
from  the  date  of  this  Grant,  provided  always  that  if  the  said  Grantees  shall  not 
effectually  settle  the  said  number  of  Families  in  each  Township,  and  also  lay 
out  a  Lot  for  the  first  settled  Minister,  one  for  the  Ministry,  and  one  for  the 
School  in  each  of  the  said  Townships,  they  shall  have  no  advantage  of,  but 
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forfeit  their  respective  Grants,  Any  thing  to  the  contrary  contained  notwith- 
standing the  Charge  of  the  survey  to  be  paid  by  the  Province.  Sent  up  for 
Concurrence.

&c.  for  the  Choice  of  a  sufficient  number  of  good  and  lawful  Men  to  serve  as 
Jury-men  at  the  said  Court  for  the  tryal  of  the  said  action  or  actions,  and  the 
said  Court  is  hereby  directed  and  impowred  to  proceed  to  hear  and  try  the 
same,  and  give  Judgment  and  award  Execution  accordingly,  and  that  if  either 
Party  Plaintiff  or  Defendants  shall  appeal  from  the  Judgment  of  the  said  In- 
feriour Court  and  recognize  according  to  Law  to  prosecute  his  or  their  said 
Appeal,  it  shall  be  made  to  the  next  Superiour  Court  of  Judicature  to  be  held 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  September  next  at  Bristol  for  the  County  of  Bristol, 
the  Appellants  reasons  of  Appeal  being  filed  in  the  Clerks  Office  according  to 
Law;  and  the  said  Superiour  Court  are  hereby  impowred  and  directed  to  hear 
try  and  determine  the  said  action  or  actions,  give  Judgment  and  award  Ex- 
ecution accordingly.  Any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing.

At  a  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  His  Majesty's  Province  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England,  begun  and  held  at  Boston  in  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  on  Wednesday  the  Thirty-first  Day  of  May,  being  the  last  Wednes- 
day of  the  said  Month,  Annoque  Domini,  1732.  And  from  thence  con- 
tinued by  Adjournment  to  Wednesday  the  first  Day  of  November  following, 
and  then  Met. 

SUndry  Letters  of  the  underwritten  dates  from  Mr.  Agent  Wilks  to  Mr. 
Speaker  were  Communicated,  viz.  London,  May  $th,  1732.  June  i^th. 
and  Copy  of  the  same  July  i6th  and  Copy  of  the  same,  and  July  lid.  in- 
closing Copy  of  a  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  a  Committee  of  the  Right 
Honourable  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy  Council,  re- 
specting the  Lands  in  the  Eastern  Country.  Sundry  late  Acts  of  Parliament, 
and  other  Papers  of  publick  Concern.  Read. 

Letters  of  Excuse  from  several  absent  Members  were  Read.

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  Attendance  of  this  honourable  House 
in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  with  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  made  a 
SPEECH,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with  the  House 
returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 
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His  Excellency's  SPEECH  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

THe  long  Recess  you  have  had  from  the  last  Adjournment  of  this  Court 
has  given  you  the  Opportunity  of  dispatching  your  private  Affairs,  and  the 
Advantage  of  consulting,  what  may  be  for  the  Service  of  the  particular  Towns 
you  Represent,  But  above  all,  I  hope  you  have  like  good  Patriots  employ'd 
a  great  Share  of  your  Time  and  Thoughts  to  find  how  you  may  in  the  best 
manner  promote  the  general  Prosperity  of  His  Majesty's  Government  and 
People  in  this  Province;  and  that  your  Debates  and  Resolutions  will  be  such 
as  to  evidence  to  the  World  that  you  are  heartily  pursuing  these  excellent  Ends. 

I  doubt  not.  Gentlemen,  but  you  will  take  what  I  shall  now  say  in  good  Part: 
And  altho'  some  Things  which  I  have  formerly  mention'd  may  be  now  repeated, 
you  will  impute  it  to  the  Zeal  I  have  for  the  Service  of  the  Province,  and  re- 
ceive it  as  an  Intimation  of  my  great  Concern,  that  my  sincere  Endeavours  for 
advancing  the  real  Happiness  of  New-England,  while  I  have  desired  the  greatest 
Encouragement  shou'd  be  given  to  Religion  and  Learning,  to  Commerce,  and 
to  the  Cultivation  of  your  Lands,  have  had  so  little  Success  with  former  As- 
semblies, and  with  this,  hitherto. 

I  will  now  go  on  to  suggest  what  occurs  to  me  at  present,  as  necessary  to  be 
done  for  the  Service  of  the  Country,  and  for  your  own  Honour  in  the  Stations 
in  which  you  are  set. 

As  the  Churches  in  New-England  enjoy  a  singular  Happiness  in  a  religious 
and  learned  Clergy,  I  look  upon  it  highly  incumbent  on  this  Legislature  to 
project  some  proper  Law  for  their  better  Support  and  Encouragement:  And  I 
hope  Harvard  College,  which  is  one  of  the  greatest  Blessings  of  this  Land,  and 
which  affords  a  constant  supply  of  Persons  useful  in  Church  and  State,  will 
never  want  your  tender  Care  and  Assistance. 

I  earnestly  recommend  it  to  you  to  consider  if  the  Laws  against  Drunkenness, 
prophane  Swearing  and  Cursing,  and  of  the  Prophanation  of  the  Lords-Day 
be  sufficient  to  suppress  those  Vices,  and  if  not,  that  further  Provision  may  be 
made. 

Since  the  last  Adjournment  of  this  Court,  I  have,  in  answer  to  your  Request, 
and  to  the  many  Messages  I  had  received  from  the  several  Tribes  of  Indians 
on  [  63  ]  our  Eastern  Frontiers,  made  a  Tour  into  that  Country,  and  at  Falmouth 
had  an  Interview  with  the  Indians,  and  what  past  at  it  being  printed  shall  be 
deliver'd  you  by  the  Secretary;  in  which  you  will  find,  I  urg'd  upon  the  Indians 
their  receiving  the  Protestant  Religion;  and  laid  before  them  the  great  Ad- 
vantages they  reap  from  their  Trade  with  this  Government:  And  upon  my 
parting  with  them,  and  by  their  Letters  since  their  return  to  their  Villages, 
they  have  express'd  great  Satisfaction  in  all  that  past.     Altho'  the  Time  of

my  being  there  was  the  Height  of  Summer,  and  a  tedious  Season,  yet  I  was 
resolved  to  take  the  fullest  and  most  particular  View  I  cou'd  of  that  Country, 
and  travelled  by  Land  and  Water  into  the  Rivers  of  St.  George^  Kennebec  and 
Saco,  which  Fatigue  I  was  willing  to  undergo  for  His  Majesty's  Service;  and  the 
Benefit  of  my  Country.  At  the  same  time  it  gave  me  a  surprizing  Pleasure  to 
see  so  large  a  Part  of  this  Province  (as  yet  uncultivated)  accommodated  with 
fine  Rivers  and  Harbours,  Islands  and  Main,  capable  of  many  and  great  Im- 
provements: This  Country  lies  for  a  great  Length  on  the  main  Ocean,  whereby 
Inhabitants  may  more  particularly  reap  much  Advantage  by  Fishery  and 
Commerce:  The  three  Rivers  I  have  mention'd,  are  also  bordered  with  fine 
Lands,  full  of  good  Timber  and  Woods.  In  St.  George'' s^  within  a  few  Leagues 
of  the  Fort,  may  ride  the  whole  British  Navy,  and  there  are  good  Bays  for 
settling  Towns,  and  making  them  defensible;  Kennebec  is  an  extraordinary 
Soil,  and  plentiful  of  apple  White  Oaks;  Saco  of  good  White  Pines  on  both  the 
Edges  of  the  River:  And  I  can't  but  think  this  Country  will  in  Time  be  equal 
in  every  thing  to  any  Part  of  New-England,  and  therefore  is  well  worthy  of  all 
the  Support  and  Assistance  this  Government  can  possibly  give,  for  bringing  for- 
ward the  Settlement  thereof,  and  to  this  End,  as  well  as  for  the  more  extensive 
Good  of  the  Province,  I  think  it  a  Point  of  Wisdom  to  encourage  good  Protes- 
tants of  all  Nations  and  Denominations  to  come  and  dwell  among  us,  from  whom 
we  might  gain  the  knowledge  of  a  better  Cultivation  of  our  Lands,  and  of  many 
Manufactures  we  are  now  Strangers  to. 

The  Climate  and  Soil  of  New-England  is  well  adapted  for  the  raising  and 
furnishing  of  Masts,  Hemp  and  other  Naval  Stores,  and  has  Plenty  of  Iron 
Mines;  it  may  therefore  be  for  the  Publick  Benefit  to  give  a  larger  Bounty 
for  raising  these  Commodities,  by  which  we  shou'd  render  our  selves  more 
useful  and  acceptable  to  the  British  Crown. 

It  is  with  a  melancholly  Prospect  that  I  survey  the  Trade  and  Business  of 
this  Province,  and  how  the  Bills  of  Credit  passing  in  Lieu  of  Money,  are  every 
Day  sinking  in  their  Value,  and  while  they  carry  in  the  Face  of  them  these 
Words  —  To  the  Possessor  therof  shall  he  in  Value  equal  to  Money  —  yet  at 
this  Day  the  Sum  express'd  in  these  Bills,  is  but  a  third  Part  of  that  Value  in 
the  lawful  Money  of  the  Province,  which  is  a  manifest  Wrong  to  a  great  Num- 
ber of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects,  and  it  certainly  ought  to  be  the  Care  of  the 
Legislature  to  find  out  Ways  and  Means  of  redressing  so  great  an  Injustice 
which  I  think  can  be  done  no  other  way  than  by  obtaining  His  Majesty's  Leave 
to  issue  Bills  for  the  future,  redeemable  by  Gold  and  Silver.  The  bringing  such 
a  Scheme  to  Maturity,  and  the  raising  good  Quantities  of  Naval  Stores  and 
Bar  Iron,  wou'd  prevent  at  least  one  third  part  of  the  Importation  of  this 
Province,  and  those  Commodities  come  originally  from  Denmark,  Sweeden, 
and  Spain,  and  unless  we  can  find  Methods  to  lessen  the  Imports,  or  find  Ex- 
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ports  in  Balance,  we  must  in  the  End  be  involv'd  in  a  vast  Debt  But  a  good 
Foresight,  Diligence  and  Frugality  (with  the  Blessing  of  Almighty  GOD)  and 
some  prudent  sumptuary  Laws  may  yet  prevent  this.  [  64  ] 

This  Province  has  from  time  to  time  been  at  a  great  Expence  in  erecting 
Fortifications  for  the  better  Safety  &  Defence  of  the  Lives  and  Estates  of  His 
Majesty's  Subjects,  I  must  therefore,  in  Fidelity  to  the  King,  and  His  People, 
whom  you  Represent,  plainly  tell  you,  in  how  naked  and  defenceless  a  Con- 
dition the  whole  Province  is  at  this  Day;  which  I  was  sorry  to  find  upon  the 
View  I  lately  made  of  all  the  King's  Forts.  Those  in  the  Towns  of  Boston, 
Charlestotvn,  Salem  and  Marblehead  are  intirely  gone  to  Ruin,  and  most  of  their 
Cannon  lie  buried  in  their  Rubbish.  Castle  William  the  principal  Bulwark  of 
this  Country  wants  a  large  and  thorough  Repair:  The  several  Forts  at  St. 
George's,  Kennebec  and  Winter-Harbour  are  dropping  down,  as  the  Indians 
cou'd  observe  to  me,  when  I  was  there.  It  is  then  high  time  these  Forts 
should  be  rebuilt  and  enlarged:  And  as  good  Stone  and  Lime  are  plenty  in  that 
Country,  it  would  be  doubtless  Wisdom  in  this  Government  to  build  them 
so  as  they  may  be  most  durable  and  defensible.  Richmond  Fort  may  be  so 
situated  as  to  command  at  once  the  South-west,  North-east  and  West  Branches 
of  Kennebec  River.  The  Fort  on  Saco  River  is  so  small  as  that  it  would  be  of 
little  Use  or  Service  In  case  of  a  War;  but  if  it  was  still  carry'd  four  or  five 
Miles  up  the  River  to  the  Great  Falls,  it  wou'd  be  a  much  greater  Check  and 
Terror  to  the  Indians,  and  at  that  Place  a  Bridge  cross  the  River  may  be  made 
to  stand  well  at  little  Charge,  and  the  Fort  to  cover  it,  and  such  a  Bridge  wou'd 
shorten  our  Eastern  Frontiers  above  Twenty  Miles.  These  Forts  are  also  in 
a  miserable  Condition  with  respect  to  their  Artillery,  Small  Arms,  Ammuni- 
tion; and  too  thin  of  Men.  If  each  Garrison  Eastward  was  made  up  to  the 
Number  of  Forty,  including  Officers,  and  the  one  half  of  the  Men  to  be  on  their 
Duty  at  the  Forts,  while  the  other  were  employ'd,  Summer  and  Winter,  in 
traversing  our  Frontiers,  and  in  penetrating  still  further  Northward  and  East- 
ward, so  as  to  gain  a  familiar  Knowledge  of  the  Country,  and  the  Indian  Habi- 
tations, it  would  greatly  tend  to  our  future  Security  and  Defence. 

And  if  some  ingenious  Surveyors  were  also  employ'd  to  make  a  good  Map  or 
Plan  of  this  Province,  well  describing  the  Towns,  Rivers  and  Roads,  I  shou'd 
think  it  a  profitable  Expence. 

These  Things  I  have  formerly  Recommended,  and  on  my  first  Arrival  to  the 
Government  I  did,  in  Obedience  to  the  K  i  n  g's  Commands,  send  the  then 
Lieut.  Governour,  with  a  number  of  other  Gentlemen  to  Survey  and  Plan  all 
the  Fortifications  of  the  Province,  and  their  Report  I  then  laid  before  the 
Assembly,  yet  in  Answer  to  it  nothing  has  been  done  to  this  Day. 

As  the  several  Powers  of  Europe  seem  to  be  in  great  Commotions,  and  War- 
like Preparations,  I  hope  we  shall  not  fall  into  so  fatal  a  Lethargy,  as  to  con- 
tinue in  so  defenceless  a  Condition. 
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I  must,  Gentlemen,  repeat  to  you  the  Complaints  I  had  from  the  Indians  and 
their  Priests,  at  the  late  Conference,  upon  our  Selling-them  such  great  Quan- 
tities of  Rum,  while  the  French  do  not  debauch  them  in  that  manner;  and  when 
our  People  have  made  them  Drunk,  then  they  cheat  and  abuse  them:  If  Chris- 
tianity will  not  oblige  us,  yet  methinks  good  Policy  should,  to  prohibit  the 
Selling  any  Rum  to  the  Indians,  as  well  in  the  Publick  Truck-Houses,  as  among 
the  private  Traders. 

The  Penobscot  Indians  express'd  to  me  their  Desire  of  having  the  Truck  Trade 
brought  still  nearer  to  them:  And  'tis  my  Opinion  if  a  Sloop  went  into  that 
River  with  Supplies,  Spring  and  Fall,  it  would  still  increase  our  Friendship  with 
that  Tribe,  and  show  them  how  convenient  and  necessary  our  Trade  is  to  [  65  ] 
them.  They  also  mention'd  to  me,  our  being  oblig'd  by  Treaty  to  make  them 
some  small  Presents  now  and  then,  of  Powder  and  Shot,  and  in  the  hard  Winter 
Seasons,  if  we  added  some  Corn  and  other  Provisions,  it  wou'd  be  a  Point  of 
Prudence. 

The  Indians  have  desired  to  have  Barracks  at  Saco  and  St.  George's  for  their 
Convenience,  when  they  come  to  Trade,  in  the  same  manner  as  they  have  at 
Richmond. 

I  mention'd  to  a  former  Assembly,  about  two  Years  ago,  the  granting  of  a 
Town  to  the  Society  for  propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  in  those 
Parts,  and  I  now  think  it  wou'd  be  done  most  for  the  Advantage  of  Religion, 
and  for  the  Service  of  this  Province  at  Taconic  in  Kennebec  River  about  forty 
Miles  from  Richmond  Fort:  And  as  that  Honourable  Society  are  inclined  to  be 
at  a  considerable  Expence  for  propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians  there, 
and  for  Civilizing  of  them:  I  wish  you  wou'd  go  thorough  that  matter  effectually, 
in  which  I  should  be  ready  to  give  my  best  Advice  and  Assistance. 

The  Cagnawagas,  or  those  more  especially  called  the  French  Mohawks,  have 
lately  been  to  pay  a  Visit  to  this  Government,  by  two  of  their  Chiefs,  whom  I 
took  Care  to  entertain  in  the  most  kind  and  friendly  manner  I  possibly  could: 
And  what  they  propos'd  to  me,  the  Secretary  will  lay  before  you.  They  are  a 
very  considerable  Nation  of  Indians,  and  I  am  of  Opinion  it  will  be  rnuch  for 
our  Interest  and  Safety  to  cherish  their  Motion  of  coming  to  settle  in  this  Prov- 
ince, between  Otter  Creek  and  Fort  Dummer. 

As  it  is  now  a  Time  of  Peace  with  our  French  Neighbours,  and  with  all  the 
Powers  of  Europe,  it  seems  a  favourable  Conjuncture  of  bringing  the  Indians  on 
our  Borders  into  our  Interest,  and  nothing  will  so  naturally  contribute  to  it  as 
to  let  them  feel  more  and  more  the  Sweets  of  Trading  with  us. 

I  have  order'd  the  Secretary  to  deliver  you  the  several  Petitions  (or  Com- 
plaints) I  have  receiv'd  from  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Garrisons  in  the 
Eastern  Parts,  whereby  you  will  find  the  Extremity  they  are  already  reduc'd 
to  for  want  of  their  just  Pay  from  this  Province,  and  confirming  what  I  have  said 
of  the  miserable  Conditions  of  their  Garrisons. 
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Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

As  a  great  Part  of  what  I  have  now  pointed  out  to  this  Court  will  create  Charge 
and  Expence  to  the  Province,  it  is  more  especially  belonging  to  you  to  make 
the  necessary  Provision  in  those  Articles;  and  it  is  a  great  Trouble  to  me,  as 
well  as  a  high  Dishonour  to  the  King's  Government,  a  Violation  of  the  Laws 
of  the  Province,  and  a  distressing  Injustice  to  all  private  Persons,  who  have 
given  any  Credit  to  the  Publick  Faith,  that  you  have  kept  the  Treasury  empty, 
and  the  Province  naked  and  defenceless  for  Eighteen  Months  past:  If  the  Great 
and  General  Court,  which  shou'd  be  the  Fountain  of  Justice,  fails  and  regards 
not  its  own  Laws,  it  is  a  great  and  manifest  Oppression,  when  perhaps  the 
Money  with  which  an  honest  Man  shou'd  keep  himself  from  the  Demands  of 
his  Creditor,  is  lock'd  up  in  the  Publick  Treasury. 

What  you  offer'd  before  the  Adjournment,  in  your  Answer  to  that  Part  of  my 
Speech  relating  to  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  seems  to  be  rather  calculated  to 
please  those  that  don't  desire  to  understand  the  true  Sense  of  the  CHARTER 
on  that  Head,  than  any  solid  Argument  in  Answer  to  what  I  said  in  February 
{ 66  ]  last,  nor  do  I  believe  you  can  perswade  Men  of  Reason  and  Thought, 
that  any  Implication  from  general  Clauses  in  the  CHARTER  can  invalidate 
those  that  are  express  and  particular.  The  known  Maxim  is,  —  That  to  argue 
by  Generals  is  unfair  and  fallacious.  But  let  this  Matter  be  as  it  will,  I  have, 
Gentlemen,  long  since  communicated  to  you  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction, 
and  His  ratifying  Order  thereof,  past  after  your  repeated  Applications,  that 
His  Majesty  would  make  some  Abatement  of  that  Instruction:  That  you  may 
therefore  lose  no  Time  in  complying  with  your  Duty  on  this  Head,  I  do  assure 
you,  I  will  not  so  much  as  enter  into  any  Argument  with  you,  whether  I  shall 
break  His  Majesty's  Royal  Orders  in  giving  my  Assent  to  any  other  Supply 
of  the  Treasury,  than  what  His  Majesty  has  directed  to,  and  said  is  agreable  to 
the  CHARTER,  and  what  I  have  always  truly  and  uprightly  thought  to  be  so. 

The  Royal  CHARTER  has  provided,  —  "That  from  henceforth  forever 
"there  shall  be  one  Governour  appointed  and  commissionated  by  His  Majesty 
"His  Heirs  and  Successors."  His  Majesty  in  His  Royal  Commission  to  me  has 
repos'd  especial  Trust  and  Confidence  in  me:  I  say  you  may  therefore  Gentle- 
men, depend  upon  it,  that  I  shall  by  no  means  be  tempted  to  betray  my  Royal 
Master's  Interest  or  Honour  in  this  or  in  any  other  Article. 
But,  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  shall  heartily  join  with  you  in  every  Thing  that  may  fall  within  the  Verge 
of  my  Power  for  advancing  the  true  and  real  Happiness  of  New-England.

for  the  gathering  of  any  Taxes  levyed  according  to  the  Laws  of  this  Province 
on  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Gore;  And  that  all  Persons  be  required  to  aid  and 
assist  the  Sheriff  and  Under-Sheriffs  and  Constable  or  Constables  respectively 
in  doing  their  duty  according  to  this  Report  in  relation  to  the  Inhabitants  of  said 
Gore,  and  in  case  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  give  their  aid 
and  assistance  when  required,  they  shall  incur  and  be  liable  to  the  same  Pen- 
alties, as  when  they  refuse  their  aid  to  apprehend  Criminals  by  the  Law  of 
this  Province:  Pass'd  in  Council,  viz.

Read  and  concur'd  with  the  Amendments,  viz.  instead  of  the  words  —  County 
of  Bristol  —  add  Countys  of  Suffolk,  Bristol  and  Worcester,  —  at  the  end  of 
the  Report  add  —  And  that  this  Order  be  printed  in  the  manner  the  former  Order 
of  the  Court  was  respecting  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Gore.

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  iith.  Instant  to  take  His  Ex- 
cellency's SPEECH  into  Consideration,  and  prepare  something  in  Answer 
thereto,  made  Report,  which  he  read  in  his  Place,  and  then  laid  it  on  the  Table, 
and  the  House  Voted  an  Acceptance  thereof,  which  is  as  follows,  viz. 
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In  the  House  of  Representatives,  November  i8.     1732. 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

Since  it  was  your  Excellency's  Pleasure  to  give  the  Court  so  long  a  Recess, 
it  may  justly  be  expected  the  Service  of  the  particular  Towns  has  by  their 
respective  Members  been  consulted,  and  that  the  thoughts  of  every  one  hath 
been  how  best  to  secure  and  advance  the  general  Prosperity  of  his  Majesty's 
Government  and  People  of  this  Province:  And  as  we  hope  so  we  most  ardently 
desire  our  conduct  and  behaviour  during  our  present  sitting,  may  demonstrate 
that  we  unfeignedly  pursue  the  excellent  Ends  all  true  Lovers  of  their  Coun- 
try's weal  and  peace  ought  to,  and  such  will  tend  to  advance  the  Honour  and 
Interest  of  His  Majesty's  Government. 

Your  Excellency  doubts  not  but  what  you  then  had  to  say  would  be  taken  in 
good  part:  The  House  are  very  desirous  to  do  every  thing  becoming  an  Assembly 
consistent  with  the  Safety  of  the  People  and  our  own  Honour,  to  cultivate  and 
keep  up  a  good  understanding  and  harmony  with  your  Excellency,  and  therefore 
take  some  things  mentioned  in  your  SPEECH  in  good  part;  in  others  wherein 
we  widely  differ  from  your  Excellency,  we  would  put  a  candid  Interpretation 
thereon:  justly  therefore  expect  what  the  House  have  to  say  and  oifer  in  their 
defence  &  justification  will  be  as  kindly  received  by  your  Excellency,  as  the 
result  of  those  firmly  attached  to  our  happy  Constitution.  [  76  ] 

The  House  are  not  sensible  wherein  they  have  shewn  any  backwardness  to 
encourage  Religion  and  Learning,  or  to  promote  Commerce  &  Business  through- 
out the  Province,  or  the  Cultivation  of  our  Lands,  but  shall  be  willing  and 
ready  at  all  times  in  conjunction  with  your  Excellency  to  be  active  on  those 
laudable  Articles. 

The  Legislature  have  long  since  enacted  good  and  wholsome  Laws  for  the 
settling  supporting  and  maintaining  Ministers,  which  if  the  People  keep  up  to, 
there  can  be  no  cause  of  Complaint:  This  Court  have  constantly  had  a  tender 
Care  for  Harvard  College,  and  upon  suitable  Application  made  them  from  that 
Society  have  not  sparingly  afforded  them  proper  Assistance:  And  the  Overseers 
and  Rulers  of  that  Society  need  not  doubt  of  future  Encouragement  from  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  promote  their  good,  they  comporting  with  the 
good  and  noble  Purposes  aimed  at  in  their  Constitution,  and  firmly  adhere  to 
the  true  intent  &  meaning  thereof  in  all  their  Acts  and  Government  of  that 
House.  And  having  touched  on  this  Article,  the  House  cannot  but  think  it  a 
seasonable  opportunity  to  let  your  Excellency  know,  that  when  a  late  As- 
sembly on  the  23^.  of  February  1730.  appointed  several  of  their  Members  to 
join  with  others  from  the  Board  to  be  a  Committee  in  the  recess  of  that  Court 
to  repair  to  Harvard  College  and  acquaint  themselves  {inter  alia,)  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  that  Corporation,  and  inquire  into  the  then  present  state  &  scituation 
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of  the  affairs  of  that  Society,  that  motion  was  not  approved  of  by  the  Council 
(being  part  of  the  honourable  and  reverend  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  College) 
so  the  vote  &  desire  of  that  Assembly  came  to  nought.  Now  if  that  Society 
derive  &  hold  their  Grant  from  this  Court  and  expect  any  Assistance  from  them, 
especially  when  they  stand  in  need  of  Money,  for  any  Branch  of  the  Court  to 
be  denyed  or  obstructed  in  their  Motions  concerning  that  College,  so  well  founded 
as  that  Vote  was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  House,  abundantly  disserves  them. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  requisite  to  suppress  Vice  and  Immorality  and 
encourage  Virtue  &  Religion,  the  House  will  gladly  come  into. 

Your  Excellency's  going  into  the  Eastern  Frontiers,  visiting  the  several  Forts 
and  Fortifications  there,  and  having  an  Interview  &  Conference  with  the  Indians 
inhabiting  those  Parts  could  not  be  attended  without  great  fatigue  &  labour  to 
your  Excellency,  which  challenges  the  grateful  Acknowledgment  of  this  Court, 
and  pray  your  Excellency  to  accept  the  Thanks  of  this  House  on  that  score. 

Inasmuch  as  former  Assemblys  as  well  as  the  present  House  have  once  & 
again  endeavoured  that  the  unappropriated  Lands  of  the  Province  lying  East- 
ward and  Westward  might  be  rendred  serviceable  to  the  Inhabitants  by  grant- 
ing several  Tracts  for  Townships,  and  some  to  such  Persons  as  have  long  since 
by  their  good  Service  done  the  Province  in  former  Indian  Wars,  and  well  de- 
served to  be  distinguished  for  their  bravery,  and  these  Grants  concur'd  by  the 
honourable  Board,  they  have  not  as  yet  received  your  Excellency's  Consent: 
Wherefore  the  House  think  it  not  adviseable  to  encourage  good  Protestants  of 
all  Nations  &  Denominations  to  come  and  dwell  among  us  in  order  especially 
to  break  up  &  cultivate  the  Land,  since  the  House  have  met  with  no  more  En- 
couragement to  settle  our  own  People  among  us,  let  the  Eastern  Parts  be  never 
so  well  accommodated  and  inviting  to  bring  forward  Settlements. 

The  giving  a  larger  Bounty  on  our  Commodities,  especially  those  that  will 
increase  Naval  Stores  may  have  a  good  tendency  to  advance  the  publick  Good, 
yet  since  the  Bounty  already  established  on  those  Manufactures  hath  for  some 
time  past  laboured  under  disappointments,  it  would  be  to  little  purpose  to  make 
an  additional  Grant  to  come  into  a  greater  Bounty  since  so  much  difficulty 
arises  in  [77]  discharging  that  already  settled:  And  when  the  Treasury  is  in 
a  capacity  to  do  the  one  &  the  other  the  House  will  chearfully  do  their  Part  to 
stir  up  the  industrious  to  raise  what  they  can  of  those  Commodities,  that  the 
Publick  may  be  served  thereby,  and  we  render  the  People  more  useful  and  ac- 
ceptable to  His  Majesty. 

The  decay  of  Trade  and  the  Bills  of  Credit  sinking  in  their  Value  made  a 
deep  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  Council  &  House  of  Representatives  the 
Year  past;  in  order  therefore  to  prevent  that  Mischief  the  issuing  Bills  of  Credit 
redeemable  with  Gold  &  Silver  (agreable  to  your  Excellency's  thoughts,)  was 
the  method  they  engaged  in,  and  two  several  Bills  were  prepared  &  passed  both 
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Houses,  neither  of  which  had  your  Excellency's  Consent:  And  in  the  present 
Session  a  Bill  of  the  same  tendency  hath  been  offered  your  Excellency,  so  that 
your  Excellency's  consenting  thereto  may  immediately  give  life  to  a  design  so 
well  calculated  for  the  publick  Weal. 

But  if  your  Excellency  looks  upon  your  self  obstructed  by  an  Instruction  from 
His  Majesty,  and  therefore  declines  the  matter:  The  House  can  by  no  possibility 
account  it  expedient  for  the  other  two  Branches  of  the  Legislature  humbly  to 
apply  to  His  Majesty  for  his  Royal  Leave  to  You  to  pass  that  Act;  His  Majesty's 
Royal  CHARTER  giving  and  granting  the  Governour  and  the  Great  &  Gen- 
eral Court  or  Assembly  full  Power  &  Authority  from  time  to  time  to  make 
ordain  and  establish  all  manner  of  wholsome  &  reasonable  Orders,  Laws,  Statutes 
&  Ordinances:  And  at  the  Court  at  St.  James's,  the  lyth  day  of  January  last, 
when  His  most  excellent  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  in  Council  to  give 
His  Royal  Approbation  to  several  Laws  that  in  ^pril  foregoing  passed  the 
General  Court  here,  a  Paragraph  in  the  Words  following  is  inserted:  "Whereas 
"by  Commission  under  the  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain,  the  Governour,  Council 
"and  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  In  New-England  are 
"Authorized  and  Impowred  to  constitute  and  ordain  Laws,  which  are  to  continue 
"and  be  in  force  unless  His  Majesty's  Pleasure  be  signified  to  the  contrary: 
"And  whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  said  Commission  several  Laws  have  been 
"passed  on  in  the  said  Province  in  April  last,  Entitled  as  follows".  And  then 
enumerates  the  several  Laws.  And  in  the  close  thus,  "His  Majesty  in  Coun- 
"cil  taking  the  same  into  Consideration  was  graciously  pleased  to  declare  His 
"Approbation  of  the  said  Laws,  and  pursuant  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Pleasure 
"thereupon  expressed  the  said  Laws  are  hereby  Confirmed,  firmly  Enacted  and 
"Ratified  accordingly,  whereof  the  Governour  &  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
"said  Province  for  the  time  being,  and  all  others  whom  it  may  concern,  are  to 
"take  notice  and  conform  themselves  accordingly".  Certainly  then,  such 
Application  for  leave  would  be  not  only  calling  in  question  a  Power  so  full  and 
expresly  given  to  the  Governour  and  General  Court,  but  in  a  great  measure 
giving  it  up,  and  in  a  short  time,  the  Great  and  General  Court  in  framing  & 
passing  Laws  subjected  to  a  Condition  which  in  no  part  or  paragraph  of  the 
CHARTER  either  by  express  Words  or  far  fetcht  implication  can  be  gathered. 

The  House  well  know  the  many  considerable  Sums  of  Money  advanced  out 
of  the  publick  Treasury  for  erecting  supporting  and  maintaining  the  several 
Fortifications  in  this  Province,  which  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  willingly 
bore  the  Charge  of  in  support  of  His  Majesty's  Honour  and  their  own  Security: 
And  the  House  are  deeply  affected  to  hear  &  see  the  forlorn  ruinous  Condition 
they  are  of  late  reduced  to,  but  by  consulting  the  Records  of  the  General  Court 
their  Ruin  cannot  be  imputed  to  any  carelessness  or  negligence  either  of  former 
Assemblies,  or  the  present  House. 
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On  the  ninth  of  September  1730.  at  the  first  Session  of  the  General  Court 
after  your  Excellency's  taking  upon  you  the  Administration  of  the  Govern-[  78  ] 
ment  in  your  SPEECH  to  the  Court,  signified  your  intent  of  ordering  a  careful 
Survey  of  the  Fortifications,  and  the  state  of  them  to  be  laid  before  the  Court, 
that  proper  Provision  might  be  made  for  putting  them  into  the  best  order: 
And  on  the  2T,d.  of  said  Month  acquainted  the  House,  that  in  obedience  to 
His  Majesty's  Command  you  should  order  a  particular  Survey  of  all  the  Gar- 
risons and  Fortifications  in  order  to  lay  an  estimate  of  what  Expence  might  be 
necessary  in  the  Repairs  thereof.  The  House  two  days  after  having  considered 
that  Message  observed  with  great  thankfulness  the  care  &  concern  of  His  most 
Gracious  Majesty  in  His  so  directing  your  Excellency,  and  with  much  Satis- 
faction took  notice  of  your  early  care  in  a  matter  of  such  Importance,  and  de- 
clared what  Charge  should  be  found  needful  to  effect  that  matter  they  would 
readily  &  gladly  come  into.  At  a  Meeting  of  that  Court  by  Adjournment  on 
the  i6th  of  December  following,  your  Excellency  informed  the  Court  you  had 
lately  ordered  the  then  Lieut.  Governour  and  some  other  Gentlemen  to  visit 
&  survey  the  aforesaid  several  Garrisons,  and  did  then  particularly  recommend 
to  their  Consideration  the  state  of  Castle  William  as  the  Key  of  the  Province, 
and  therefore  required  an  addition  of  Men :  And  on  the  ist.  of  January  the  House 
acquainted  your  Excellency  the  Representation  of  the  Gentlemen  lately  sent 
to  visit  the  Fortifications  had  not  then  been  laid  before  the  House,  which  pre- 
vented their  considering  a  Paragraph  in  your  SPEECH  relating  to  Fortifications, 
and  the  Day  following  the  Court  was  Dissolved.  On  the  loth.  of  February 
next  the  Court  being  convened,  on  the  first  Day  of  their  meeting  your  Excel- 
lency put  the  Court  in  mind  that  the  Establishment  at  Castle  William  was  near 
expiring,  and  therefore  depended  on  their  care  and  encouragement  for  a  new 
and  larger  Inlistment.  On  the  ^th.  of  March  following  Mr.  Secretary  by  your 
Excellency's  direction  brought  into  the  House  and  laid  on  the  Speaker's  Table, 
the  Lieut.  Governour  and  the  other  Gentlemens  Survey  of  the  Fortifications 
and  the  several  Plans  thereof,  with  a  Message  reminding  the  House  of  repairing 
the  Fortifications,  and  especially  recommended  the  speedy  care  of  Castle  William, 
which  if  delayed  would  soon  bring  on  a  much  heavier  Charge,  assuring  the 
House  His  Majesty's  Council  would  chearfully  concur  in  what  might  best  of 
all  promote  the  Safety  &  Welfare  of  this  Province. 

The  Message  was  quickly  read  again  together  with  the  Instructions  given 
the  late  Lieut.  Governour  and  the  Gentlemen  accompanying  him  Eastward,  and 
their  Report  thereon.  The  next  Day  the  House  appointed  a  Committee  to 
consider  what  Fortifications  might  be  thought  necessary  to  be  repair'd,  what 
method  might  be  proper  for  effecting  thereof,  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  Charge, 
and  report  as  soon  as  they  could.  On  the  12th  of  that  Month  you  sent  a  Mes- 
sage to  let  the  House  understand  it  would  be  acceptable  to  you  for  a  Com- 
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mittee  of  the  Court  to  repair  to  Castle  William  that  they  might  the  better  judge 
of  the  necessary  Charge,  and  the  necessity  of  enlarging  the  number  &  pay  of 
the  Garrison.  And  accordingly  the  House  appointed  several  of  their  Members 
to  joyn  with  the  Members  of  the  Board  in  that  affair.  On  the  ijth.  that  As- 
sembly upon  reading  and  considering  their  Committee's  Report  appointed  on 
the  loth.  of  the  then  Instant,  came  into  the  following  Vote, 

"Whereas  the  Platforms  and  many  of  the  Carriages  in  His  Majesty's  Garri- 
"son  at  Castle  William  are  much  gone  to  decay,  the  Brick  and  Stone  Work  re- 
"  quires  pointing  &  mending,  more  especially  the  tops  of  the  brick  Copings,  and 
"several  other  Reparations  are  there  needful  to  be  made:  And  whereas,  it  is 
"necessary  that  the  Batteries  in  Boston,  Salem,  Charlstown  and  Marblehead,  be 
"rebuilt,  and  that  sundry  Repairs  are  needful  in  the  Forts  at  Richmond,  Winter- 
"  Harbour  and  Brunswick,  as  also  in  the  Truck-House  in  Georges' s  River,  the 
"doing  whereof  will  demand  a  large  Sum  of  Money:  Foted,  That  the  same  be 
"accordingly  effected,  and  that  there  be  a  Grant  made  to  His  Majesty  of  such 
"[  79  ]  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  to  be  applied  to  and 
"for  that  purpose,  to  be  brought  into  the  Treasury  again  by  a  Tax  upon  Polls 
"and  Estates  by  Ten  equal  Payments,  to  commence  on  and  from  the  last  day 
"of  December,  which  will  be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven 
"hundred  and  forty  one;  and  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  this  Court 
"to  see  the  said  Work  compleated,  and  that  a  Bill  be  prepared  accordingly, 
"the  cost  &  charge  arising  upon  the  said  Work  to  be  computed  in  the  said 
"Bill:  Which  Vote  was  sent  to  the  honourable   Board    and    theie   non- 

concur'd. 

On  the  first  of  Jpril  173 1.  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  repair 
to  Castle  William  was  brought  down,  passed  upon  in  Council,  viz.  In  Council 
March  i6th.  1730.  Read  and  sent  down:  Which  Report  was  read  in  the  House, 
but  not  accepted,  for  that  the  House  passed  a  Vote  the  17/A.  of  said  Month,  in 
which  Provision  was  projected  for  the  effecting  the  Repairs  mentioned  in  that 
Report,  as  also  for  sundry  other  Garrisons. 

The  Day  following  your  Excellency  sent  for  the  House  up  to  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  repeated  to  the  whole  Court  the  absolute  necessity  of  establish- 
ing the  King's  Forts  and  Garrisons,  and  in  a  particular  manner  that  of  Castle 
William.  On  the  i^d.  your  Excellency  renewed  your  Message  as  to  Forts  and 
Garrisons,  more  especially  Castle  William,  and  the  ill  consequences  that  might 
ensue  if  what  you  had  formerly  mentioned  should  be  neglected,  and  the  Court 
rise  and  do  nothing:  And  then  the  House  came  into  an  addition  of  Men  at 
Castle  William,  and  added  considerable  to  the  pay  of  the  Officers,  and  their 
Vote  passed  the  whole  Court. 

At  a  Session  of  the  General  Court  begun  the  26th.  of  May  173 1,  the  Seven- 
teenth of  June  following  your  Excellency  sent  a  IMessage  to  the  House  including 
the  following  Paragraph: 
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^^  Castle  William  the  most  important  Fortress  in  this  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
"ment  is  in  miserable  Circumstances,  and  a  great  part  of  it  must  in  a  little 
"time  drop  down,  or  create  a  vast  expence  in  Repairs  if  not  seasonably  pre- 
"  vented,  and  these  things  the  late  Assembly  were  made  fully  acquainted  with 
"by  a  Committee  sent  last  Year  to  view  all  his  Majesty's  Fortifications  in  the 
"Province.  And  I  now  send  you  a  Representation  I  have  received  from  the 
"honourable  the  Lieut.  Governour  Commander  of  Castle  William,  which  I  think 
"must  more  convince  you  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  speedy  Repair  of  that 
"Fortification". 

Which  Message  the  House  took  into  Consideration,  and  on  the  2^th.  of  said 
Month  came  into  the  following  Vote: 

"Whereas  the  Platforms  and  many  of  the  Carriages  in  His  Majesty's  Garri- 
"son  at  Castle  William  are  very  much  gone  to  decay,  the  Brick  and  Stone  Work 
"requires  pointing  and  mending,  more  especially  the  tops  of  the  brick  Copings 
"and  several  other  Reparations  are  there  needful  to  be  made:  And  whereas  it 
"is  necessary  that  the  Batteries  in  Boston,  Salem,  Charlestown,  and  Marblehead, 
"be  rebuilt,  and  that  sundry  Repairs  are  needful  in  the  Forts  at  Richmond, 
"  Winter-Harbour,  and  Brunswick,  as  also  at  the  Truck-House  on  George's  River, 
"the  doing  whereof  will  demand  a  large  Sum  of  Money:  Foted,  That  the  same 
"be  accordingly  eifected,  and  that  there  be  a  Grant  made  to  His  Majesty  of 
"such  Sum  and  Sums  of  Money  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  to  be  applied  to  and 
"for  that  purpose,  to  be  brought  into  the  Treasury  again  by  a  Tax  upon  Polls 
"and  Estates  by  Ten  equal  Payments,  to  commence  on  and  from  the  last  Day 
"of  December,  which  will  be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hun- 
"dred  and  forty  one,  and  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  see  the  said  Work 
"[80]  compleated,  and  that  a  Bill  be  prepared  accordingly,  the  cost  &  charge 
"arising  upon  the  Work  to  be  computed  in  the  said  Bill:  Which  was  sent  to 
the  Council,  and  non-concur'd  there. 

And  on  the  29;!^.  of  the  same  Month,  the  House  passed  another  vote,  and 
ordered  that  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Welles,  and  Mr.  Bird,  with  such  as  should  be 
joyned  by  the  honourable  Board,  be  a  Committee  to  see  the  effecting  of  the 
following  Repairs  at  Castle  William:  At  the  upper  Platform  the  East  head  of 
the  Island  to  be  secured  by  Piles  Timber  and  a  sufficient  quantity  of  Stone;  the 
Stone  and  Brick  Wall  with  the  Copings  that  are  defective:  And  that  the  Sum 
of  Two  Thousand  Pounds  be  advanced  out  of  the  publick  Treasury,  and  put 
into  the  hands  of  the  said  Committee  to  enable  them  to  furnish  the  Repairs 
above-mention'd,  the  said  Committee  to  be  accountable  to  this  Court.  The 
next  Day  the  Vote  came  down  from  the  Board,  Pass'd  in  Council,  viz.  In 
Council  June  igth.  173 1.  Read  and  Concur'd,  and  William  Dudley  and  Joseph 
Wadsworth  Esqrs;   are  joyned  in  the  Affair. 

June  2,0th.  1 73 1,  a  Motion  being  made  in  Council,  Voted,  That  the  Vote  above 
be  reconsidered.  In  Council  June  30/A.  173 1.     Read  again  and  concur'd  with  an 
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Amendment,  and  sent  down  for  concurrence.  Which  was  read  in  the  House, 
and  concur'd  with  an  amendment.  But  upon  a  motion  being  made  in  the 
afternoon,  the  House  reconsidered  their  Vote  of  the  forenoon  for  concurring  the 
Vote  of  the  honourable  Board  on  the  Vote  of  the  House  referring  to  the  Re- 
pairs at  Castle  William,  and  taking  into  consideration  the  Vote  of  the  honourable 
Board  for  reconsidering  their  Vote,  are  of  Opinion,  that  it  is  not  advisable  for 
this  House  to  act  thereon,  inasmuch  as  the  Vote  of  the  House  was  on  the  29/A. 
Instant  concurred  by  the  honourable  Board,  and  signed  by  the  Secretary. 

By  all  which  it  is  manifest  that  former  Assemblys  when  your  Excellency 
recommended  the  repairing  the  Fortifications,  they  quickly  came  into  good 
Resolutions  and  Votes  to  effect  the  same. 

When  the  House  were  disappointed  in  attempting  the  Repairs  of  the  Forti- 
fications in  general,  they  endeavoured  that  the  chief  and  principal  one  Castle 
William  might  be  repaired,  and  voted  a  Sum  of  Money  to  be  forthwith  advanced 
out  of  the  Treasury  to  effect  that  only  Work,  and  that  Vote  was  concurred  at 
the  Council,  and  had  your  Excellency  seen  cause  then  to  put  your  Fiat  to 
that  Bill,  that  Garrison  would  not  have  been  in  the  ruinous  Condition  it  now 
lyes  under.  But  the  Board  taking  upon  them  to  reconsider  their  Vote  of  con- 
currence, when  it  is  supposed  it  was  intirely  gone  from  them,  and  then  lying 
for  your  Excellency  to  pass  on,  occasioned  the  vote  and  good  purpose  of  the 
Assembly  to  come  to  nought. 

However  your  Excellency  having  now  moved  the  Court  on  this  Head,  you 
will  find  the  present  Assembly  disposed  to  do  what  is  necessary  to  support  His 
Majesty's  Honour,  and  sufficiently  safeguard  the  Lives  and  Estates  of  His 
Majesty's  good  Subjects  throughout  this  Province. 

Your  Excellency  well  knows  that  by  reason  of  the  decay  of  Trade  and  other- 
ways,  more  especially  the  want  of  a  sufficient  Medium  of  Trade  the  Province 
labours  under  pressing  difficulties,  and  find  it  hard  to  discharge  the  Debts  some 
Years  since  contracted,  and  that  for  Years  to  come  there  must  be  many  Thou- 
sand Pounds  yearly  brought  in  to  make  good  the  old  Funds,  all  which  will 
necessitate  the  House  to  take  care  in  the  Emission  of  Moneys  which  will  be 
very  considerable,  that  the  People  who  must  refund  the  same  be  not  put  under 
still  more  and  greater  burdens  in  their  Taxes,  and  render  it  almost  impracticable 
to  discharge  [  81  ]  them,  that  the  payment  and  calling  in  the  Bills  that  may  be 
emitted  be  at  some  distance  of  time. 

The  employing  Surveyors  to  take  a  Map  and  Plan  of  this  Province  is  an 
affair  that  calls  for  deliberation  before  any  determination,  and  will  put  the 
Province  to  a  great  expence  of  Money,  which  for  the  present  clogs  &  obstructs 
the  House  attempting  the  same,  were  it  thought  conducive  to  a  general  Good. 

For  the  Province  to  be  and  continue  in  so  defenceless  a  manner  at  this  critical 
juncture  of  time  cannot  tend  to  the  life  and  health  of  it,  the  House  therefore 
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earnestly  desire  each  branch  of  the  Legislature  would  be  up  and  do  their  part 
that  the  necessary  preparations  be  now  made  in  order  to  compleat  and  finish 
that  Work  as  soon  as  the  Season  of  the  Year  will  permit. 

If  some  speedy  and  effectual  method  be  not  put  in  practice  to  prevent  Rum's 
being  sold  the  Indians  in  so  great  quantities,  it  is  too  much  to  be  feared  the 
Province  will  feel  the  ill  consequences  thereof.  The  House  intend  this  Session 
to  prepare  a  Bill  for  that  purpose. 

By  reading  over  the  late  Conference  your  Excellency  had  with  the  Eastern 
Indians,  the  Penohscut  Tribe  seem  to  say  the  Trade  is  already  near  enough  to 
them.  The  sending  a  Sloop  twice  a  Year  into  those  parts  will  augment  the 
publick  Debts,  which  in  great  probability  may  be  spared  if  all  private  Traders 
were  in  consequence  of  strict  Laws  made  afraid  of  selling  giving  or  bartering  any 
Rum  to  them.  The  Trade  would  thereby  be  made  more  convenient  to  the 
Indians,  and  they  soon  sensible  thereof. 

It  does  not  appear  by  any  of  the  Treaties  lately  had  with  the  Eastern  Indians 
that  this  Government  are  under  any  Engagement  of  making  any  Presents  to 
them:  But  as  long  as  they  continue  their  Friendship,  and  demean  themselves 
agreable  to  the  Articles  of  Peace,  they  may  depend  upon  the  justice  and  kind- 
ness of  this  Government  towards  them. 

A  former  Assembly  voted  Barracks  to  accommodate  the  Indians  trading  on 
Saco  River,  but  their  Vote  was  non-concur'd  by  the  Council;  notwithstanding 
the  House  conceive  it  advisable  that  the  Indians  trading  there  and  at  St.  George's 
should  be  treated  as  the  Indians  are  elsewhere,  and  they  shelter'd  by  Barracks 
from  the  hardships  of  the  Weather  they  are  exposed  to  and  forced  to  undergo: 
This  to  be  done  for  them  as  soon  as  Materials  and  Workmanship  can  be  pur- 
chased. 

On  the  \(iih.  of  October  1730.  when  your  Excellency  mentioned  to  the  As- 
sembly then  sitting,  the  granting  of  Land  for  a  Township  to  the  Society  for 
propagating  the  Gospel  among  the  Indians,  a  good  disposition  was  manifested 
to  forward  that  noble  and  generous  design;  accordingly  the  House  desired  at 
your  first  Interview  with  the  Eastern  Indians  you  would  endeavour  to  possess 
them  of  the  great  Advantages  they  and  their  Posterity  would  reap  thereby,  and 
in  case  the  Natives  took  up  therewith,  a  suitable  Tract  of  Land  might  be  granted; 
but  inasmuch  as  the  Court  have  had  no  signification  from  your  Excellency  of 
the  Indians  Result  thereon,  but  when  they  shall,  this  affair  will  be  duly  con- 
sidered by  the  Assembly,  and  the  good  designs  of  that  Society  properly  pro- 
moted in  order  to  bring  the  same  to  maturity. 

The  motion  made  by  the  Cagnawagas  of  settling  in  this  Province  should  it 
be  cherished  and  agreed  on  by  every  one  to  be  a  likely  means  of  advancing  the 
Interest  and  Safety  of  the  Province,  yet  an  affair  of  such  Importance  ought  to 
be  [  82  ]  cautiously  entred  upon,  and  many  things  duly  weighed  and  considered 
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before  any  final  Answer  go  to  them  from  the  Court;  the  House  think  it  necessary 
that  Tribe  by  their  Chiefs  or  Delegates  should  be  present  sitting  the  Court  in 
order  to  settle  Preliminaries  with  them,  that  therefore  some  proper  Person  be 
immediately  dispatched  to  advise  those  Indians  therewith,  and  appoint  them 
a  suitable  time  for  their  Travel  and  being  here;  and  the  sooner  this  affair  may 
be  brought  to  an  issue  the  better,  least  difficulties  may  arise,  and  that  Nation 
suffer  thereby. 

When  your  Excellency  speaks  about  the  Treasury's  not  being  Supplyed, 
and  enumerate  the  Mischiefs  and  Inconveniencies  brought  upon  the  Province 
by  keeping  the  Treasury  empty,  you  charge  it  more  direct  upon  the  House,  by 
which  some  may  conclude  as  if  the  honourable  Board  had  at  no  time  acted  in 
concert  with  the  House.  His  Majesty's  Council  joyned  with  the  House  in 
addressing  His  Majesty  on  this  very  score,  in  which  Address  the  Council  as 
well  as  Assembly  "  beg  leave  to  set  forth  the  great  Difficulties  arising  from  His 
"Majesty's  ^oth.  Instruction".  Again  thus,  "and  should  this  Instruction 
"ever  take  effect  the  House  of  Representatives  who  raise  the  Money,  and 
"whose  Constituents  pay  it,  would  not  in  many  cases  be  in  a  capacity  to  pre- 
"vent  misapplications  of  the  Money,  or  of  obtaining  any  redress  upon  undue 
"Payments,  which  it  is  humbly  conceived  would  be  against  common  right  and 
"equity."  And  have  repeatedly  concurred  such  Bills  as  the  House  prepared 
for  Supplying  the  Treasury  which  your  Excellency  as  oft  non-concur'd. 

What  views  your  Excellency  might  conceive  by  such  a  separation  the  House 
know  not,  but  must  think  had  your  Excellency  couched  the  Council  in  with  the 
House,  it  had  been  but  just  and  reasonable,  and  much  less  exceptionable,  and 
stood  fairer  in  the  judgment  of  the  World.  But  it  being  your  Excellency's 
pleasure  to  act  otherways  the  House  are  constrained  in  faithfulness  to  the 
People,  and  to  preserve  the  character  and  esteem  a  House  of  Representatives 
ought  always  to  bear,  to  make  full  Answer  to  that  part  of  your  Excellency's 
SPEECH,  and  convince  every  impartial  Person  that  the  Treasury  being  empty 
for  some  time  past  ought  not  to  be  imputed  to  any  neglect  or  fault  in  former 
Assemblys,  or  by  any  misconduct  of  the  present  House:  Which  if  the  House 
do,  your  severe  Charges  in  sundry  Articles  will  all  vanish. 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 
At  the  beginning  of  the  present  Session  in  May  last,  when  your  Excellency 
urged  the  House  to  a  compliance  with  His  Majesty's  Instruction  respecting  the 
Supply  of  the  Treasury,  did  they  not  in  Answer  (as  former  Assemblys  had) 
assure  your  Excellency  that  in  their  sound  Judgment  after  the  most  deliberate 
thoughts  they  were  capable  of  entertaining  on  such  an  important  Affair,  such  a 
concession  would  endanger  if  not  wholly  subvert  and  destroy  the  very  essentials 
of  Government,  to  wit,  the  Power  of  Legislation,  or  divest  the  General  Court 
of  making  wholsome  and  reasonable  Laws,  but  at  the  same  time  expressed  their 
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sincere  Inclination  that  the  Treasury  might  have  a  sufficient  and  seasonable 
Supply,  and  to  accomplish  the  same  came  into  a  safe  wholsome  and  reasonable 
Bill?  A  Bill  that  in  no  clause  part  or  paragraph  clashed  with  the  Powers  given 
the  Court  in  making  Laws  for  raising  Money,  nor  any  ways  impede  or  lessen 
the  Powers  rested  with  your  Excellency  and  Council  in  the  issuing  and  dis- 
posing the  Moneys  intended  to  be  raised  by  that  Bill.  This  Bill  the  honourable 
Board,  who  are  His  Majesty's  Council,  who  by  Oath  as  well  as  Inclination,  are 
always  ready  to  give  your  Excellency  their  best  advice  in  all  cases  when  ap- 
plied to,  apprehended  the  Bill  well  suited  and  qualified  for  the  ends  therein 
proposed,  and  accordingly  concurred  with  the  House.  Had  your  Excellency 
then  consented  to  [  83  ]  that  Bill,  such  a  consent  (as  the  House  humbly  appre- 
hend) had  been  acting  conformable  to  your  Commission  under  the  Broad  Seal, 
and  the  directions  therein  given  you;  by  such  a  consent  the  Treasurer  would 
have  been  fully  enabled  to  answer  all  Draughts  drawn  upon  him  in  discharge  of 
the  pubUck  Debts;  the  complaints  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  ceased,  the 
several  Forts  and  Fortifications  been  in  a  suitable  posture  of  defence,  the  affairs 
of  the  Government  on  most  accounts  under  more  happy  and  flourishing  Cir- 
cumstances than  at  present  they  are,  and  the  honest  Man  better  able  to  carry 
an  end  his  private  affairs  &  business. 

The  just  regard  we  have  for  the  People's  Privileges,  so  well  adapted  for  their 
peace  weal  and  safety,  loudly  forbids  the  House  supplying  the  Treasury  in 
compliance  with  the  Instruction,  and  in  no  wise  from  a  careless  disposition 
whether  the  publick  Debts  are  paid  or  not,  nor  from  any  inclination  in  the 
House  to  make  use  of  the  Instruction  as  a  refuge  or  shelter  to  delay  the  payment 
thereof. 

When  your  Excellency  with  Mr.  Agent  Wilks  was  at  Whitehall,  SoUiciting 
the  publick  Affairs  of  the  Province  on  behalf  of  the  Assembly,  in  defence  of  the 
valuable  Rights  and  Priviledges  granted  this  People  in  the  Royal  CHARTER, 
by  your  joint  Letter,  dated  London  April  z^th.  1729.  you  advise  the  House  of 
your  proceeding  before  a  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy 
Council:  in  which  Letter  you  seasonably  encourage  the  Assembly  in  several 
Instances  to  persevere  and  abide  by  their  Privileges,  and  insert  the  following 
Paragraph: 

"We  say  these  things  considered,  and  from  the  advice  of  the  best  Friends 
"of  New-England,  we  can  by  no  means  think  it  prudent  just  or  reasonable  but 
"an  infringement  of  the  Rights  vested  in  the  People  by  the  Royal  CHARTER 
"to  fix  a  Salary  on  a  Governour  by  virtue  of  an  Instruction:  Of  what  value  is 
"the  CHARTER  if  an  Instruction  shall  at  pleasure  take  away  every  valuable 
"part  of  it". 

If  your  Excellency  imagine  the  House  used  any  art  or  cunning  in  order  to 
deceive  or  delude  the  incautious  or  any  else,  allow  us  to  say  with  the  utmost 
sincerity,  such  a  practice  is  abhorrent,  especially  when  matters  of  the  highest 
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concern  to  this  Province  are  discussed,  and  a  practice  so  mean  and  vile  in  the 
eye  of  every  honest  man,  that  it  is  to  be  hoped  this  Province  will  not  be  bur- 
dened with  such  an  Assembly.  However  the  House  are  very  willing  to  leave 
it  to  the  judicious,  after  having  read  and  fully  considered  your  Excellency's 
Message  of  February  last,  and  the  Answer  given  thereto,  to  make  such  judg- 
ment on  the  one  and  the  other,  as  appears  to  them  just  and  equitable. 

The  House  perswade  themselves  the  imputation  you  lay  them  under  in  say- 
ing that  the  House  draw  an  implication  from  general  clauses  in  the  CHARTER 
to  invalidate  those  that  are  express  and  particular,  which  way  of  arguing  is 
unfair  and  fallacious,  had  your  Excellency  favoured  the  House  and  shewn  in 
what  part  of  the  Answer  such  implication  is,  the  House  being  at  a  loss  where 
to  find  the  same,  they  had  been  capacitated  to  allow  your  observation  to  be  just, 
or  shewn  the  contrary. 

It  is  humbly  presumed  the  Arguments  now  used  in  defence  of  the  House  are 
as  good  and  convincing  as  those  used  on  this  very  Article  of  Supplying  the 
Treasury,  when  the  matter  was  fully  heard  argued  and  debated  before  the 
Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Trade  on  Jth.  of  October  1729. 
The  day  after  your  Excellency  in  a  joint  Letter  with  Francis  Wilks  Esq;  ad- 
vised the  Assembly  that  upon  your  urging  in  the  plainest  and  strongest  terms 
you  could  the  vast  hazards  damages  and  inconveniencies  to  which  the  Gov- 
ernour  had  exposed  the  [  84  ]  King's  Province,  and  all  the  good  People  therein, 
by  not  giving  his  assent  to  the  Bill  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury:  In  which  their 
Lordships  did  not  vindicate  him  in  the  least  measure,  or  allow  of  his  reason 
therein;  but  said  it  was  the  undoubted  right  of  the  Assembly  not  only  to  im- 
pose and  levy  proportionable  and  reasonable  assessments  rates  and  taxes, 
but  to  appropriate  the  same  as  THEY  SHALL  JUDGE  PROPER. 

And  towards  the  close  of  your  SPEECH,  that  the  House  may  lose  no  time 
in  complying  with  their  Duty,  your  Excellency  assures  the  House  you  will  not 
"enter  into  any  Argument  whether  you  shall  break  His  Majesty's  Royal  Orders 
"in  giving  your  assent  to  any  other  Supply  of  the  Treasury  than  what  His 
"Majesty  has  directed  to  and  said  is  agreable  to  the  CHARTER,  and  what 
"you  have  always  truly  and  uprightly  thought  to  be  so".  Your  Excellency 
may  be  as  well  assured  (what  is  now  offered  comes  from  our  Mind  and  Soul) 
that  as  long  as  this  Assembly  retain  any  regard  to  the  great  trust  and  con- 
fidence our  Electors  have  put  in  us,  all  efforts  to  perswade  and  induce  us  to 
forsake  their  true  Interest  and  bring  them  and  their  Posterity  under  the  weight 
and  burden  of  such  innumerable  and  inconceivable  inconveniencies  as  the 
House  firmly  believe  may  soon  be  their  lot  and  portion,  should  the  House  give 
into  the  aforesaid  Instruction;  such  a  concession  would  be  to  act  against  the 
light  of  our  own  Reason  &  Conscience.  And  it  is  the  ardent  desire  of  this 
House  that  the  Massachusetts  Province  may  ever  have  of  its  Sons  to  represent 
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them  in  all  succeeding  Assemblies  who  upon  all  proper  occasions  will  never 
fear  to  exert  themselves  in  defence  of  their  Country's  Rights. 

No  one  can  deny  but  that  the  Royal  CHARTER  has  provided  that  from 
"thenceforth  there  shall  be  one  Governour  appointed  and  commission'd  by 
"His  Majesty  His  Heirs  and  Successors",  and  every  one  ought  to  allow  His 
Majesty  in  His  Royal  Commission  to  your  Excellency  has  reposed  special  Trust 
and  Confidence  in  you,  and  its  as  reasonable  for  every  one  to  know  that  by 
your  Commission  you  are  to  govern  and  rule  this  People  according  to  the 
several  Powers  and  Authorities  mentioned  in  the  CHARTER;  and  that  all 
Persons  within  this  Government  more  especially  those  who  have  a  right  to 
elect  or  be  elected  Members  of  the  General  Court  may  the  more  fully  under- 
stand this  matter,  we  humbly  presume  to  recite  some  part  or  clauses  in  His 
Majesty's  Royal  Commission  to  your  Excellency. 

GEORGE  the  Second  by  the  Grace  of  GOD  of  Great  Britain,  France 
"and  Ireland,  King,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  i^c.  To  Our  Trusty  and 
"Well-beloved  JONATHAN  BELCHER,  Esq;  Greeting.  Whereas  by  a 
"Royal  Charter  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England  bearing  date  the  Seventh 
"day  of  October,  in  the  Third  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  WILLIAM  the  Third, 
"the  Colony  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay,  the  Colony  of  New-Plymouth,  the 
"Province  of  Main  in  New-England,  the  Territory  of  Accadie  or  Nova  Scotia, 
"and  the  Lands  lying  between  the  said  Territory  of  Nova  Scotia  and  the  Province 
"of  Main  aforesaid,  were  united  erected  and  incorporated  into  one  real  Province

"rection,  We  do  hereby  Require  and  Command  You  to  do  and  execute  all 
"things  in  due  manner  that  shall  belong  unto  the  Trust  We  have  reposed  in 
"You  according  to  the  several  Powers  and  Authorities  mentioned  in  the  said 
"CHARTER  and   in   these  Presents,   and   such   further  Powers   Instructions

"and  Authorities  as  You  shall  receive,  or  which  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be 
"granted  or  appointed  You  under  Our  Sign  Manual  or  Signet,  and  by  Our

"  cording  to  such  reasonable  Laws  and  Statutes  as  are  now  in  force,  or  which 
"hereafter  shall  be  made  and  agreed  upon  in  such  manner  and  form  as  by  the 
"said  CHARTER  is  directed.  And  likewise  that  you  take  the  usual  Oaths  for

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  30^^.  ult.  to  inquire  into  a  Dec- 
laration or  Evidence  of  Mr.  Jeremiah  Dunbar  before  a  Committee  of  the 
honourable  House  of  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  reported  as  follows,  viz. 

IN  pursuance  of  the  order  of  this  House  of  Saturday  last  appointing  a  Com- 
mittee to  make  inquiry  into  an  Evidence  or  Declaration  of  Mr.  Jeremiah 
Dunbar  before  a  Committee  of  the  honourable  House  of  Commons  to  whom 
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the  Bill  relating  to  His  Majesty's  Sugar  Colonies  in  America  was  referred  Anno 
1730.  the  Committee  summoned  and  gave  notice  to  the  said  Jeremiah  Dunbar 
to  appear  before  them  in  the  Chamber  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
Boston  at  three  of  the  Clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  said  day,  to  be  inquired  of 
concerning  the  aforesaid  Evidence  or  Declaration,  who  appeared  at  time  and 
place:  The  Committee  then  let  him  know  the  reason  of  his  being  sent  for,  by 
reading  to  him  the  order  of  the  House,  together  with  his  Evidence  or  Declara- 
tion, which  is  in  the  words  following,  viz. 

"Mr.  Jeremiah  Dunbar  being  examined  said,  that  most  of  the  Timber  be- 
"  longing  to  private  Persons  near  the  Rivers  and  inhabited  Towns  in  the  North- 
"ern  Colonies  are  cut  down,  and  the  People  are  every  day  destroying  the  King's 
"Woods,  and  cannot  be  prevented  but  by  great  numbers  of  Officers  and  stronger 
"Acts  of  Parhament,  those  in  force  not  being  regarded  by  them,  and  that  great 
"Quantities  of  Oak,  Timber  and  Lumber  are  exported  from  Boston,  and  the  most 
"part  of  it  is  cut  out  of  the  King's  Wood,  and  is  the  greatest  produce  of  that 
"Country  for  the  French  Trade,  and  most  of  the  principal  People  in  that  Coun- 
"try  are  concerned  in  it,  and  there  has  been  so  great  a  destruction  of  the  King's 
"finest  and  best  Pine  Trees  by  this  Trade  that  if  a  stop  be  not  put  to  it  the 
"Woods  must  be  ruined;  some  of  the  richest  Men  in  Boston  have  got  their 
"Estates  by  exporting  Lumber  made  from  His  Majesty's  Pine  Trees,  for  which 
"in  return  Molosses  Sugar  Rhum  and  French  Silks  are  imported  from  the 
"French  Settlements,  which  Silks  are  generally  worn  there. 

"And  he  further  said,  that  they  made  at  and  near  Boston  fine  Camblets,  Hats, 
"some  Linnen  (which  is  as  fine  as  Hollands  of  7  s.  per  Ell)  ordinary  woollen 
"Cloths  and  Iron  of  which  he  hath  seen  them  make  Nails  and  several  of  the 
"best  sort  of  Carpenters  Tools  which  are  preferable  to  those  sent  from  Great 
^'Britain,  and  if  they  are  suffered  to  go  on  they  will  have  no  occasion  to  send 
"to  Great  Britain  for  those  sorts  of  Goods,  and  he  added  that  if  a  stop  was 
"put  to  those  Trades  the  People  of  New-England  and  some  others  of  the  North- 
"ern  Colonies  would  apply  themselves  to  the  improving  their  Lands  by  raising 
"of  Hemp  and  Flax  and  other  Naval  Stores. 

"That  he  had  seen  several  Ships  and  Vessels  sail  from  New-England  loaden 
"with  Lumber,  and  that  the  8/A.  of  October  last  he  saw  two  Ships  of  about  three 
"hundred  Tons  each  ready  to  sail  laden  with  Lumber  for  the  French  Settle- 

"ments. 

"That  at  Boston  there  are  Merchants  who  are  Factors  or  Agents  for  the 
^^ French,  who  contract  with  Builders  for  Ships  and  take  out  Registers  in  their 
"own  names,  and  they  afterwards  make  the  Ships  over  to  the  Masters  sent 
"there  by  the  French  to  bring  them  to  their  Settlements,  which  they  navigate 
"with  English  and  Irish  Sailors. 
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"That  he  has  seized  two  thousand  Logs  at  a  time  in  New-England,  which 
"upon  proof  they  were  cut  in  the  King's  Woods,  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty 
"condemned  them;  and  at  other  times  seizures  have  been  made  of  great  quan- 
"tities  of  such  Logs,  which  have  been  condemned,  but  the  Persons  concerned, 
"cleared,  though  they  have  owned  the  cutting  thereof,  and  he  ordered  them 
"to  pay  his  own  Fees,  but  not  the  penalty  forfeited  to  the  King,  the  Judge 
"himself  being  interested  in  a  Saw-Mill  for  converting  the  Trees  into  Lumber, 
"wherefore  from  whose  Judgment  little  justice  can  be  expected.  [  131  ] 

And  then  he  was  asked  whether  he  had  made  such  Declaration  or  Evidence, 
he  the  said  Jeremiah  Dunbar  replyed,  he  made  no  Declaration  before  that  Com- 
mittee, but  being  summoned  to  appear  before  them  was  aoked  several  ques- 
tions, to  which  he  made  true  answer.  He  said,  that  part  of  what  was  contained 
in  the  Evidence  or  Declaration  read  to  him  he  remembred  and  allowed  to  be 
true,  other  parts  he  affirmed  were  false;  in  special,  that,  what  was  charged  in 
said  Declaration  to  be  said  by  him  concerning  the  general  wear  of  French  Silks 
in  New-England  was  false,  and  that  he  told  the  Committee  of  the  House  of 
Commons  when  ask'd  as  to  that  particular,  that  if  he  had  a  piece  of  French 
Silk  in  one,  and  a  piece  of  English  Silk  in  the  other  hand,  he  did  not  know 
one  from  the  other. 

The  Committee  put  it  upon  him  to  distinguish  which  were  true  and  which 
false,  which  he  refused,  whereupon  a  Copy  of  the  Declaration  was  given  to 
him,  and  he  told,  the  Committee  would  meet  again  on  Monday  next,  at  Eleven 
o'clock  before  noon,  when  he  might  have  opportunity  to  distinguish  and  point 
out  what  he  allowed  to  be  by  him  advanced  before  the  Committee  of  the  Com- 
mons, and  what  not. 

On  Monday  the  first  instant,  the  Committee  further  proceeded  in  the  affair, 
Mr.  Dunbar  attending,  and  being  inquired  of  about  the  aforesaid  Declaration,  as 
aforesaid  affirmed  he  made  no  Declaration;  whereupon  Messieurs  Joshua 
Winslow  and  Samuel  Waldo  of  Boston,  Merchants,  who  were  notified  to  at- 
tend, both  signified  that  they  were  present,  when  Mr.  Dunbar  was  before  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  and  according  to  the  best  of  their  Re- 
membrance and  Knowledge  (the  Declaration  being  again  read  to  them)  they 
upon  Oath  said,  that  it  contained  the  sum  and  substance  of  what  they  heard 
him  then  and  there  declare;  Mr.  Waldo  added,  that  Mr.  Dunbar  in  that  part  of 
his  Evidence,  relating  to  the  Consumption  of  French  Silks  in  New-England,  once 
and  again  said,  that  the  Women  in  Boston  were  generally  clothed  with  French 
Silks,  and  was  more  particular  in  some  other  matters:  Mr.  Joshua  Winslow 
produced  a  Copy  of  the  Declaration  of  his  own  hand  writing,  which  he  obtained 
when  in  London  a  few  days  after  it  was  made,  which  upon  comparing,  appeared 
to  agree  with  the  other;   Mr.  Dunbar  still  persisting,  that  he  made  no  Declara- 
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tion,  and  what  Questions  he  answered  the  Committee  of  the  Commons,  did  not 
import  as  that  Declaration  set  forth,  but  affirmed  that  in  a  day  or  two  after 
he  had  been  with  the  Committee,  he  obtained  a  copy  of  his  Declaration  from 
the  Clerks,  to  the  truth  of  which  he  made  solemn  Oath  before  the  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  and  had  it  certified  under  the  Mayor's  Seal,  which  he  sent  over  to 
his  Brother  David  Dunbar,  Esq;  for  his  Justification  and  to  prevent  false  Re- 
ports, but  did  not  keep  a  copy  thereof. 

Upon  the  Examination  and  Evidence  aforementioned,  the  Committee  are 
humbly  of  Opinion,  it  notoriously  appears,  that  the  said  Jeremiah  Dunbar 
hath  of  set  purpose  and  design,  falsely  and  injuriously  Represented  His  Majes- 
ty's good  Subjects  of  New-England,  to  the  Honourable  the  Commons  of  Great 
Britain,  intending  thereby  to  obstruct  and  hinder  them  in  their  lawful  Trade 
and  Business,  and  unjustly  to  expose  them  to  the  displeasure  of  that  Honour- 
able House,  and  of  our  Mother  Country. 

By  order  of  the  Committee,  Elisha  Cooke. 

Which  report  being  read  and  considered.  Voted,  That  the  same  be  accepted. 

The  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  against  excessive  Gaming,  Read  again  and  committed 
to  Mr.  Welles,  Mr.  Choate,  Col.  Savage,  Major  Brattle,  and  Mr.  Shove,  to  consider 
of  said  Bill  and  make  some  proper  amendments  thereon,  and  report  as  soon  as 
may  be.  [  132  ] 

On  a  motion  made  and  seconded,  Voted,  That  the  several  Bills  and  other  mat- 
ters now  lying  on  the  Table  be  referred  to  the  next  sitting  of  the  Court. 

Voted,  That  a  Message  be  sent  to  His  Excellency  the  Governour  to  acquaint 
him  the  House  have  no  business  lying  before  them,  and  therefore  desire  His 
Excellency  would  give  the  Court  a  Recess. 

Then  the  House  Adjourned  'till  to  Morrow  Morning  Ten  o'Clock.

Gushing,  be  a  Committee  fully  impowred  to  write  to  Mr.  Agent  Wilks 
in  the  recess  of  the  Court,  on  the  affair  of  the  Address  &  Memorial 
of  both  Houses  as  the  occasion  may  require,  in  case  the  honourable  Board 
shall  non-concur  the  Vote  for  that  purpose  sent  up  yesterday. 

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  attendance  of  this  honourable  House 
in  the  Council  Chamber.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accord- 

ingly; and  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  give  his  Consent  to  the  Enacting  the 
following  Engross'd  Bills,  viz. 

An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  for  Erecting  all  the  Lands  on  the  Easterly 
side  of  the  River  Merrimack  belonging  to  the  Town  of  Dunstable  into  a  Township 
by  the  Name  of  Nottingham. 

An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  for  preventing  the  unnecessary  expence  of 
time  in  the  Attendance  of  Petit  Jurors  on  the  several  Courts  of  Justice,  and  for  the 
enlarging  their  Fees  and  the  allowance  to  Witnesses  in  Civil  Causes. 

An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  in  further  Addition  to  and  Explanation  of 
an  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  for  erecting  of  a  Powder  House  in  Boston. 

An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  for  the  Trial  of  Capital  Offences  and  other 
high  Misdemeanours  committed  in  the  Island  of  Nantucket. 

An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  for  the  relief  of  poor  Prisoners  for  Debt. 

And  then  His  Excellency  made  a  SPEECH  which  Mr.  Secretary  read; 
And  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

WE  are  now  come  into  the  tenth  Week  of  the  present  sitting  of  this 
Court,  and  I  am  sorry  when  I  look  back  to  see  how  little  you  have 
done  for  the  Service  of  this  People,  although  at  your  first  coming  together  I 
recommended  things  of  the  last  Consequence  to  the  welfare  of  the  Province. 

But  this  sitting  of  the  Court  (as  well  as  many  others)  has  been  swallowed 
up  in  strife  and  contention.  [  134  ] 

I  have  told  you  how  I  think  you  might  succeed  in  establishing  something 
to  pass  in  the  Province  in  lieu  of  Money,  and  that  with  respect  to  this  and  the 
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Supply  of  the  Treasury  it  is  not  with  me  to  help  you;  and  this  you  well  know, 
although  you  have  endeavoured  to  make  the  World  think  otherwise. 

The  Votes  you  have  past  for  repairs  of  the  King's  Forts  have  been  non- 
concur'd  by  the  Council,  nor  could  you  imagine  they  would  ever  pass  through 
the  whole  Legislature,  being  diametrically  opposite  to  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Order  forbidding  me  to  postpone  the  Funds  beyond  the  Year  1741,  which  you 
would  have  done  under  a  pretence  that  it  would  be  too  heavy  to  bring  the 
charge  nearer  to  the  People,  who  paid  a  much  greater  Tax  than  these  repairs 
(and  the  other  charge  of  the  Government)  would  call  for,  near  forty  years  ago, 
when  the  People  and  Estates  of  the  Province  were  hardly  a  third  part  so  large 
as  now;  and  really,  Gentlemen,  to  emit  Bills  of  Credit  on  the  Province  and  to 
postpone  the  calling  them  in  (some  of  them)  to  twenty  years  hence,  I  should 
look  upon  a  publick  fraud  and  delusion. 

But  what  I  am,  Gentlemen,  most  of  all  concerned  about  (being  moved  from 
my  duty  to  the  King,  and  the  tender  regard  I  have  to  the  well  being  of  His 
Subjects  here)  is,  that  there  has  been  no  Money  in  the  publick  Treasury  for 
nineteen  Months  past,  nor  have  you  notwithstanding  all  I  have  been  able  to 
say,  had  any  regard  to  publick  Justice,  or  to  the  safety  and  peace  of  the  King's 
Government  and  People  by  making  the  necessary  Supply,  not  having  taken 
care  for  repairing  the  King's  Forts,  or  for  paying  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  be- 
longing to  them;  how  weak  and  how  defenceless  a  condition  must  the  Province 
be  in  while  Castle  William  (the  main  Fortress)  with  all  the  others  are  dropping 
down,  and  the  Men  ready  to  desert  for  want  of  near  two  years  pay  now  due  to 
them:  This  I  say  is  the  severe  case  of  the  Officers  &  Soldiers,  besides  the  great 
injustice  of  not  paying  what  is  due  to  People  by  the  standing  Laws  of 
the  Province,  and  withholding  from  others  the  annual  Stipends,  Allowances 
and  Sallaries;  which  things  could  not  require  an  after  passing  upon  for  pay- 
ment by  this  Court,  and  therefore  not  concerned  in  the  present  dispute. 

And  while  I  am  on  the  head  of  Supply  to  the  Treasury,  I  must  observe  to 
you  that  it  had  been  much  fairer  in  your  House  when  you  quoted  Paragraphs  of 
any  Letters  wherein  I  had  been  concerned,  to  have  mentioned  such  as  especially 

related  to  the  dispute  you  are  now  in. I  find  in  such  a  Letter 

to  you  signed  by  your  present  Agent  Mr.  fVilks  and  my  self,  dated  at  London^ 
October  2^th.  1729.  these  words  —  "We  were  accordingly  indulged  with  a  Hear- 
"ing  last  Night,  before  a  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy 
"Council,  where  the  Lords  told  us,  that  although  the  Assembly  had  the  power 
"of  raising  and  appropriating  Monies,  yet  the  issuing  of  Monies  was  by  the 
"Charter  vested  solely  in  the  Governour  and  Council,  and  the  Assembly 
"had  not  a  power  of  saying  no  Monies  should  be  paid,  but  for  such  Accompts  as 
"were  past  on  for  payment  by  the  General  Court;  this  their  Lordships  said  was 
"a  power  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  never  pretended  to:    But,  if  at  any 
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"time,  the  Governour  and  Council  should  make  a  misapplication  of  Monies  they 
"might  be  reasonably  called  to  an  account  for  it:  The  Attorney  and  SoHcitor 
"General  were  by,  and  privately  said  to  us  the  House  could  never  justify  such 
"a  proceeding;  and  after  some  reasoning  by  their  Lordships,  and  on  Our  Part, 
"we  told  their  Lordships  We  submitted  that  Matter^  and  would  write  to  the 
"House  accordingly:  We  therefore  say,  with  submission,  we  should  think  it 
"wise  and  prudent  to  be  content  with  raising  and  appropriating  the  Monies,  and 
"to  leave  the  issuing  the  Money  as  before  the  Year  1721.  Nor  can  we,  for  the 
"future,  appear  to  justify  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  in  any  other  Way.  So  we 
"wish  this  matter  may  be  brought  to  rights. 

And  notwithstanding  the  vast  Charge  you  have  been  at  in  strugling  ever 
since,  yet  you  may  now  observe  your  Agent  has  pretty  fully  confirm'd  to  this 
Court,  what  we  then  wrote,  by  a  Ship  arriv'd  here  from  London  the  id  Currant. 
[  135  ] 

His  Letter  being  as  follows, 

"Mr.  Secretary, 

"1%  ^Y  last  was  per  Capt.  Snelling,  and  copy  per  Capt.  Webster,  wherein  1 
IVl  "gave  the  best  account  I  cou'd  of  the  Province  affairs,  since  which  1 
"have  had  the  honour  of  a  very  long  and  free  Conversation  with  my  Lord  Pres- 
"ident  at  his  Country  Seat;  a  considerable  part  of  it  was  concerning  His  Maj- 
"esty's  30/A.  Instruction  to  Governour  BELCHER:  His  Lordship  was  pleas'd 
"to  tell  me  he  had  read  all  the  Arguments,  and  cou'd  not  be  convinc'd  that 
"the  Province  had  the  Right  by  their  Charter  that  is  contended  for,  he  had 
"been  so  curious  also  as  to  ask  the  Opinion  of  several  Gentlemen  entirely  uncon- 
"cern'd,  to  know  the  sense  of  mankind  upon  the  Arguments,  and  all  thought 
"the  Province  in  the  wrong;  in  the  conclusion,  I  acquainted  his  Lordship,  that 
"I  expected  the  Council  and  Assembly  wou'd  address  His  Majesty  on  that  Head, 
"and  as  they  were  fully  of  Opinion  that  the  Right  was  with  them,  if  it  shou'd  be 
"desir'd,  I  hop'd  their  Lordships  in  Council  wou'd  indulge  the  Province  with 
"hearing  Council  in  their  behalf,  His  Lordship  told  me,  he  thought  that  wou'd 
"not  be  granted,  but  very  likely  it  might  be  referr'd  to  the  Attorney  and  Solic- 
"itor  General  for  their  Opinion  whom  I  might  attend  with  Council. 

"I  am  very  doubtful,  whether  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor  General  can  be 
"brought  to  give  an  Opinion  against  the  Instruction,  and  if  not,  it  will  be  only 
"much  time  and  Money  lost,  and  therefore  I  humbly  submit  it  to  the  General 
"Court,  if  it  be  thought  the  Right  can't  be  supported,  whether  it  may  not  be 
"best  to  Address  His  Majesty  in  the  most  humble  manner  for  relief  against  the 
"many  ill  Consequences  that  may  attend  a  complyance  with  His  Royal  Instruc- 
"tion,  and  not  to  insist  too  much  upon  the  Right  granted  by  the  Charter;  I 
"have  the  Honour  and  Interest  of  the  Province  very  much  at  Heart,  and  study 
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"the  Advancement  of  it  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  upon  all  occasions,  I  am  sen- 
"sible  it  is  a  very  important  Affair,  that  is  now  contended  for,  but  if  it  be 
"thought  that  no  Relief  in  the  matter  can  be  obtained  on  this  side,  of  which  we 
"are  equal  Judges,  I  having  faithfully  represented  every  circumstance  that  has 
"offer'd  to  me:  I,  with  great  submission,  offer  my  thoughts,  That  it  wou'd  be 
"most  wise  and  prudent  for  the  General  Court  to  settle  the  matter  without  it's 
"being  brought  into  a  dispute  with  the  Crown  on  this  side,  than  afterwards  to 
"comply. 

"I  am  always  ready  to  receive  and  obey  whatever  Commands  I  am  honour'd 
"with  from  the  General  Court.  The  Liberty  I  have  taken  of  offering  my 
"Opinion  in  this  or  any  other  case  will  not  in  the  least  take  me  off  from  a 
"zealous  Prosecution  of  such  Instructions  as  I  shall  at  any  time  be  honour'd 
"with. 

"I  am  with  the  greatest  Regard  to  the  General  Court, 

Sir, 
London,  Your    obedient,    humble    Servant, 

23^  Octob.  1732.  FRA.    WILKS. 

I  was  in  Hopes,  after  so  many  Addresses,  and  as  many  Denials,  you  wou'd 
at  this  time  have  acted  up  to  your  Duty,  in  making  ample  Provision  for  support- 
ing the  King's  Government,  and  in  discharging  all  the  Debts  due  from  the  Prov- 
ince, but  by  the  Request  you  have  made  me  for  a  Recess,  I  see  you  are  come 
to  a  Resolution  to  let  the  Government  drop,  and  to  keep  the  King's  Province 
and  People  still  expos'd  to  the  most  imminent  hazard;  I  must  therefore,  in  Fi- 
delity to  His  Majesty,  and  from  the  highest  concern  for  the  Welfare  of  this 
People,  lay  before  Him  the  deplorable  condition  of  this  Province,  which  is  so 
considerable  a  Branch  of  the  British  Dominions,  that  I  believe  His  Majesty,  in 
His  Royal  Wisdom,  will  not  think  it  consistent  with  His  Honour  and  Interest 
to  lose  so  fine  a  Province,  but  will,  I  doubt  not,  take  the  necessary  care  for 
supporting  his  Forts  and  Garrisons,  as  well  as  every  other  part  of  His  Govern- 
ment. [  136  ] 

I  am  also,  Gentlemen,  most  sincerely  concern'd  at  the  unhappy  turn  you  have 
given  to  this  depending  Dispute,  by  rushing  with  it  into  the  honourable  the 
House  of  Commons,  in  case  his  Majesty  will  not  do  just  as  you  desire,  altho' 
you  are  pleased  to  cloath  the  Memorial  to  the  Commons  with  the  soft  word  of 
Intercessors,  yet  it  must  appear  to  all  the  World,  That  you  rather  expect  them 
to  be  Judges;  And  I  suppose  a  proceeding  of  this  Nature  is  without  Precedent 
from  any  of  the  British  Plantations:  And  methinks,  while  you  are  endeavour- 
ing to  induce  His  Majesty  to  give  up  His  just  Right  reserv'd  in  the  Charter,  for 
His  Governour's  issuing  and  disposing  of  the  Publick  Money,  with  Advice  and 
Consent  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  you  shou'd  not  be  striving  to  wrest  the  other 
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little  Remains  of  the  King's  Power  out  of  His  Royal  Hands,  which  you  attempted 
the  zgtk  of  December  by  the  following  Vote, 

''Voted,  That  Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Cooke,  Mr.  Welles,  Col.  Savage,  and  Mr. 
''Gushing,  with  such  as  the  honourable  Board  shall  join,  be  a  Committee  to 
"inspect  into  such  Letters  as  shall  come  to  hand  in  the  Recess  of  the  Court, 
"relating  to  the  Publick  Affairs  of  the  Province,  and  that  they  be  impowred 
"to  make  Answer  thereto  as  there  shall  be  occasion. 
"Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Had  this  Vote  taken  effect,  it  wou'd  (in  a  manner)  have  devolv'd  the  whole 
Power  of  the  Government  upon  a  few  Members  of  the  two  Houses,  to  the  entire 
exclusion  of  the  King's  Governour,  the  first  and  principal  part  of  this  Govern- 
ment. 

The  Cagnazvagas  live  at  four  or  five  hundred  Miles  distance,  and  as  It  must 
require  a  considerable  Charge  to  give  them  an  account  of  the  inclinations  of  this 
Government  towards  them,  that  must  be  omitted  for  want  of  Money  in  the 
Treasury. 

And  whereas  you  seem,  in  your  Answer  to  me,  to  be  desirous,  that  I  wou'd 
join  His  Majesty's  Council  with  you  in  my  Remarks,  yet  I  still  think  the  blame 
of  all  these  affairs  lyes  properly  at  your  door,  they  being  matters  of  Money, 
and  so  more  especially  in  your  Province. 

I  heartily  wish  you  well  to  your  several  Countries,  and  that  you  may  here- 
after come  hither  better  dispos'd  to  do  your  Duty  to  your  King,  and  to  your 
Country.

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  attendance  of  this  House  in  the 
Council  Chamber.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  a  SPEECH,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a 
Copy,  and  then  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Excellency's  SPEECH  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

AT  the  last  sitting  of  this  Court  I  laid  before  you  so  many  Things,  and  of 
so  much  Importance  to  the  Prosperity  of  this  Province,  that  I  have  little 
more  to  say  now,  than  to  desire  you  to  do  therein  what  is  wanting  on  your 
parts:  More  especially  that  You,  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
would  begin  this  Sitting  with  making  a  Supply  to  the  Publick  Treasury,  so  neces- 
sary for  maintaining  the  Justice,  Safety  and  Peace  of  the  Government  and 
People.  [  138  ] 

Gentlemen, 

Since  I  met  you  last  Mr.  Secretary  has  received  a  Letter  from  the  Honourable 
Col.  David  Dunbar  from  Pemaquid,  which  shall  be  delivered  you,  and  there  you 
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will  find  he  is  removing  from  the  Lands  of  this  Province  in  and  about  Pemaquid, 
in  conformity  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Orders,  and  that  if  any  Soldiers  should 
be  sent  down  they  may  be  accommodated  with  House-room  within  the  Fort: 
And  since  there  is  now  something  done  towards  the  re-building  of  that  Fort,  I 
hope  you  will  make  the  necessary  Provision  for  rendring  it  strong  and  defensible, 
and  for  placing  and  maintaining  such  a  Number  of  Soldiers  there,  as  may  be 
for  the  KING'S  Honour,  and  for  the  Safety  of  that  part  of  our  Frontiers: 
This  doubtless  is  the  least  respect  and  duty  you  can  express  to  His  Majesty,  in 
return  to  His  ready  Justice  and  Goodness  shewn  you  in  answer  to  your  earnest 
Sollicitations  for  removing  the  said  Col.  Dunbar,  and  for  His  Majesty's  declaring 
at  the  same  time  His  Royal  Pleasure,  that  this  Province  and  every  particular 
Proprietor  of  the  Lands  before  mentioned,  should  quietly  enjoy  their  just  and 
lawful  Rights.

the  wonted  goodness  of  the  Court.  Read,  and  in  answer  to  this  Petition 

Ordered,  That  the  Petitioner  have  leave  by  a  Surveyor  and  Chain-men  on  Oath 
to  survey  and  lay  out  in  a  regular  form  three  hundred  acres  of  the  unappropriated 
Lands  of  the  Province  in  the  County  of  Hampshire,  and  return  a  Plan  thereof 
to  this  Court  within  twelve  Months  for  confirmation. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

An  Accompt  of  the  time  and  expence  of  the  Gentlemen  &c.  who  attended 
His  Excellency  at  the  late  interview  with  the  Eastern  Indians,  was  read  and  ap- 
proved by  the  House.  [  144  ]

Isaac  Johnson  Esq;  according  to  the  order  of  the  list,  of  December  last,  made 
report  that  he  had  prepared  a  Bill  for  preventing  the  obstructing  the  passage  of 
Alewives,  Entitled 

An  Act  to  prevent  Dams  obstructing  the  natural  passage  of  the  Fish  commonly 
called  Alewives.  Read  a  first  time. 

Jonathan  Remi^igton  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Mr.  Joseph  Brandon^ 
as  entred  the  ^th.  Currant,  pass'd  in  Council,  viz.  In  Council  April  loth.  1733. 
Read  again  together  with  the  answer  of  Giles  Dulake  Tidmarsh,  and  the  same 
being  fully  considered,  Ordered,  That  the  prayer  of  this  Petition  be  granted,  and 
that  Execution  of  the  Judgment  obtained  against  the  Petitioner  by  the  said  Giles 
Dulake  Tidmarsh  as  within  mentioned  be  accordingly  stayed  till  the  Event  of  the 
Trial  of  the  Petitioners  action  of  Review  at  the  Superiour  Court  in  August  next. 
Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  concur'd  with  the  Amendment,  viz.  Provided  the  Petitioner  gives 
Security  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  to  pay  the  Sum  of  the  Judgment 
recovered  on  the  Appeal  in  case  the  same  should  not  be  reversed  at  the  Superiour  Court 
in  August  next.  Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Voted,  That  Col.  Wainwright,  Major  Chandler,  Mr.  Tyng,  Mr.  Sturges,  Major 
Brattle,  and  Mr.  Bisby,  be  a  Committee  to  project  and  prepare  a  Bill  in  addition 
to  the  Act  for  Review  in  Civil  Causes,  and  one  other  Bill  in  addition  to  and 
Explanation  of  an  Act  Entitled  An  Act  to  prevent  unnecessary  Law  Suits,  and 
make  report  thereon. 

Then  the  House  Adjourn'd  till  to  Morrow  Morning  Nine  o'Clock.

A  Petition  of  Jonathan  Stevenson,  Benajah  Stevenson,  Henry  Rogers,  and  John 
Barber,  all  of  Springfield  in  the  County  of  Hampshire,  praying  they  may 
have  the  privilege  of  taking  Fish  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Agawam  River  so 
called,  which  empties  into  Connecticut  River,  and  be  allowed  to  pass  such  orders 
for  the  well  government  thereof,  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Court  shall  seem 
meet.  Read  and  committed  to  the  Committee  for  Petitions. 

Mr.  Cooke  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  fifth  Currant  to  take  His  Excel- 
lency's SPEECH  of  the  fourth  of  January  last  into  Consideration,  and  prepare 
the  draft  of  an  Answer  thereto,  made  report  that  the  Committee  had  at  sundry 
times  maturely  considered  of  the  said  SPEECH,  together  with  the  debates  and 
sentiments  of  the  House  thereon,  and  agreed  to  a  draft  of  a  Report,  which  he 
read  and  laid  on  the  Table.  The  said  Report  was  read  again,  and  being  fully 
debated  and  considered,  Voted,  That  the  Report  be  accepted,  which  is  as  fol- 
lows, viz. 
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May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

ON  the  fourth  of  January  last  Your  Excellency  directed  the  House  to  attend 
You  in  the  Council  Chamber,  when  there  after  you  had  given  your  con- 
sent to  the  Enacting  some  Engross'd  Bills,  You  made  a  SPEECH  directed  to  the 
House  only,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  finished,  You  caused  the  Great  and  General 
Court  to  be  Adjourn'd  to  the  fourth  Instant,  which  Speech  (the  House  having 
now  an  opportunity)  have  once  and  again  deliberately  read  over  and  maturely 
considered  thereof  in  it's  several  Parts  and  Branches,  and  cannot  but  humbly 
apprehend  that  your  Excellency  hath  egregiously  misconceived  and  wrong 
represented  the  Deportment  and  Transactions  of  the  House  during  their  last 
Sitting;  and  endeavoured  to  make  them  appear  to  the  World  a  Body  or  Order 
of  Men  [  145  ]  regardless  of  publick  Justice,  no  ways  concerned  for  the  safety 
and  peace  of  the  King's  Government  or  People,  but  resolved  to  let  the  Govern- 
ment drop,  and  expose  the  People  to  the  most  imminent  Hazards. 

The  House  therefore  who  are  the  Representative  Body  of  this  People  are  loudly 
called  upon  to  do  all  that  in  them  lies  plainly  to  demonstrate  that  the  several 
matters  of  Charge  therein  exhibited  against  them  are  groundless  surmises  and 
insinuations.  And  more  especially  at  this  critical  Juncture  it  behoves  the  House 
so  to  exert  themselves:  For  that  His  Majesty's  Council  and  Assembly  in  their 
last  sitting  humbly  addressed  His  Majesty,  intreating  the  continuation  of  the 
grace  and  favour  of  their  rightful  and  lawful  Sovereign  Lord  King  GEORGE  the 
Second,  that  this  Government  and  People  might  not  be  disturbed  in  the  free  use 
and  exercise  of  their  just  Rights  and  Charter  Privileges,  for  should  the  House 
now  hold  their  peace  when  they  have  this  opportunity  to  speak,  it  may  ever  be 
too  late  to  remove  any  impressions  that  may  be  made  on  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Breast  prejudicial  to  the  publick  Affairs  of  this  Province:  The  Parliament  and 
principal  Ministers  of  State,  may  likewise  be  so  far  influenced  from  the  Reflec- 
tions Your  Excellency  have  so  peremptorily  cast  upon  the  House  as  to  entertain 
such  apprehensions  of  the  principles,  temper,  and  inclinations  not  only  of  this 
(but  former)  Assemblies,  as  may  to  a  great  degree  disserve  this  whole  Country. 
Wherefore  to  prevent  so  great  a  Mischief  and  trail  of  Inconveniencies  threatned 
our  Constituents,  whose  true  Interest,  Peace  and  Safety,  the  House  may  venture 
to  say  they  are  as  sincerely  and  unfeignedly  concerned  for  as  ever  your  Excel- 
lency was,  or  possibly  can  be;  Is  one  main  end  and  design  of  this  Answer. 

Your  Excellency  begins  with  observing  that  it  was  the  tenth  Week  of  the 
Court's  sitting,  and  that  with  sorrow  you  looked  back  to  see  how  little  the  House 
had  done  for  the  Service  of  this  People,  tho'  at  first  coming  together,  you  recom- 
mended things  of  the  last  Consequence  to  the  welfare  of  the  Province,  not  sparing 
to  say.  That  sitting  of  the  Court  (as  well  as  many  others)  had  been  swallowed 
up  in  Strife  and  Contention. 
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It  is  readily  granted  that  on  the  second  day  of  that  Session  in  that  SPEECH 
to  the  Council  and  Assembly,  several  matters  of  great  Importance  were  recom- 
mended, which  demanded  a  strict  application  of  thought,  and  could  not  be 
thoroughly  discussed  without  considerable  time  spent.  And  if  your  Excellency's 
leisure  will  permit  your  distinct  and  particular  perusal  of  the  many  Bills,  Votes 
and  Orders  that  passed  the  House,  several  of  which  were  Affairs  of  great  concern 
and  moment,  and  therefore  oft  times  read  over  and  considered  by  the  House, 
and  many  days  spent  in  arguing  and  consulting  thereon  'ere  they  were  put  to  a 
decisive  Vote,  Your  Excellency  must  be  convinced.  That  sitting  of  the  Court 
could  not  possibly  be  swallowed  up  in  Strife  and  Contention:  And  that  all, 
especially  those  who  have  the  good  of  this  Province  at  Heart,  may  be  fully 
apprized  of  Fact,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  be  somewhat  particular  in  mentioning 
the  steps  taken  by  the  House  from  time  to  time,  that  every  impartial  unpreju- 
diced Reader  may  be  sufficiently  enabled  to  say,  whether  your  Excellency  had 
the  least  pretence  or  shew  to  impute  to  the  House  things  so  extreamly  vile  and 
criminal. 

In  order  thereto  it  ought  to  be  made  known,  that  the  House  as  soon  as  they 
were  possessed  of  your  Excellency's  SPEECH,  ordered  it  a  reading,  to  which  the 
Members  gave  great  attention:  The  day  following  the  House  voted  to  have  a 
further  consideration  thereof  on  the  Wednesday  then  next  coming,  and  the 
Members  required  to  give  their  attendance.  And  on  Wednesday  the  eighth  of 
said  Month  the  SPEECH  being  again  read,  the  House  voted  to  take  that  part 
relating  to  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  first  into  Consideration,  and  aftei  much 
time  spent  thereon,  the  following  Question  was  put,  Whether  the  Supplying  the 
[  146  ]  Treasury  according  to  His  Majesty's  Thirtieth  Instruction  to  His  Excellency 
the  Governour,  and  in  Consequence  thereof  {wherein  the  Assembly  is  forbid  to  pass 
upon  Accompts  of  Charge  before  payment)  will  not  necessarily  tend  to  destroy  the 
Powers  and  Privileges  granted  to  the  General  Court  by  the  Royal  CHARTER? 
Which  was  carried  in  the  Affirmative  by  fifty-six  Yeas,  one  Member  only  Nay. 
No  one  affair  of  greater  weight  and  consequence  came  before  the  House,  and  it 
was  with  an  uncommon  and  wonderful  unanimity  and  accord  fairly  and  peace- 
ably decided:  Strife  and  Contention  did  not  appear  subsisting  the  hearing  the 
Arguments  and  Debates. 

On  the  ninth  of  said  Month  the  House  proceeded  to  a  further  consideration  of 
Supplying  the  Treasury,  and  in  the  after  part  of  the  day  resumed  the  considera- 
tion thereof,  had  a  long  debate  on  that  Subject;  and  in  the  close  thereof  the 
House  agreed  and  voted  to  consider  of  your  Excellency's  SPEECH  Paragraph 
by  Paragraph  on  the  next  Morning. 

And  according  to  the  order  of  the  day  the  House  went  through  several  Para- 
graphs in  the  forenoon,  and  on  the  after  part  of  the  day  debated  on  several  others. 
The  next  Day  the  same  Affair  was  brought  on  again,  and  the  House  went  thro' 
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the  whole,  made  Observations  on  the  several  parts  thereof,  and  then  appointed 
a  Committee  to  take  your  Excellency's  SPEECH  (together  with  their  Observa- 
tions) into  consideration,  and  report  what  in  their  opinion  was  proper  for  the 
House  to  do  in  answer  thereto.  The  Committee  (consisting  of  seven  Members,) 
after  several  meetings,  free  debates  and  arguments  among  themselves,  prepared 
a  draught  in  Answer,  which  they  unanimously  agreed  to,  and  reported  to  the 
House  the  eighteenth  of  said  Month,  which  was  distinctly  and  deliberately  read 
in  the  House,  and  then  ordered  to  lie  on  the  Speaker's  Table,  that  the  Members 
might  have  a  due  consideration  thereof;  and  after  having  lain  there  some  time, 
the  Report  was  put  to  vote,  and  accepted  by  a  very  great  majority. 

The  House  are  very  confident  none  of  their  Members  could  intimate  to  your 
Excellency  that  in  the  framing  or  passing  that  Answer  there  was  the  least  lisp 
of  Strife  or  Contention,  for  a  wonderful  harmony  and  good  agreement  among 
the  Members  of  the  House  conspicuously  appeared  from  first  to  last:  And  that 
Answer  abundantly  sets  forth  the  sincere  intent  and  purpose  of  the  House  to  do 
many  things  in  service  to  the  Crown,  and  for  the  sure  establishing  the  lasting 
peace,  good  and  safety  of  this  Province,  altho'  their  Resolutions  were  defeated 
and  rendred  ineffectual. 

It  is  very  true,  your  Excellency  hath  told  us  how  we  might  succeed  in  estab- 
lishing something  to  pass  in  the  Province  in  lieu  of  Money,  and  the  House  in 
their  aforesaid  Answer  gave  your  Excellency  to  understand  they  could  by  no 
possibility  come  into  the  method  prescribed  by  your  Excellency,  giving  you  for 
reason  therefor,  that  an  application  from  the  other  two  Branches  of  the  Ligisla- 
ture  to  His  Majesty  for  His  Royal  Leave  to  you  for  passing  Acts,  would  be  not 
only  calling  in  question  the  Powers  given  the  General  Court  in  framing  and 
passing  Laws,  Ordinances  and  Statutes,  but  in  a  great  measure  giving  up  those 
Powers,  and  subject  the  General  Court  to  a  condition  no  ways  provided  for  in 
the  Charter,  consequently  destructive  of  the  Liberties  of  the  People.  And  such 
as  best  know  and  have  a  value  for  our  Constitution  are  utterly  against  any 
Attempts  of  that  tendency;  and  with  respect  to  that  and  the  Supply  of  the 
Treasury,  the  House  have  too  much  reason  to  fear  your  Excellency  hath  not 
afforded  us  your  Help,  but  how  it  came  out  of  Your  power  to  lend  your  helping 
Hand  we  are  utter  Strangers  to:  His  Majesty's  Royal  Commission  appointing 
Your  Excellency  Governour  directs  you  to  Govern  and  Rule  this  People  accord- 
ing to  the  several  Powers  and  Authorities  mentioned  in  the  Charter;  and  at 
[  147  ]  your  entring  upon  the  Government  you  took  the  Oath  of  Office:  ought 
therefore  an  Instruction  from  His  Majesty,  disagreable  to  the  Powers  granted 
in  the  CHARTER,  influence  and  obstruct  your  Excellency  in  putting  in  force 
those  things  that  are  perfectly  agreable  and  consistent  with  the  CHARTER? 
If  this  must  be  conceeded  to,  the  CHARTER  may  soon  become  of  little  or  no 
value. 
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The  House  have  good  reason  to  suppose  the  Votes  they  last  past  for  Repairs 
of  the  King's  Forts  would  have  passed  the  Council,  they  having  in  the  May  Ses- 
sion concur'd  Votes  of  the  same  nature:  And  altho'  your  Excellency  would  not 
have  given  your  consent  to  those  Votes,  you  observing  they  were  diametrically 
opposite  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Order,  forbidding  you  to  post-pone  the  Funds 
beyond  the  Year  1741.  yet  allow  the  House  who  do  or  ought  best  to  know  the 
Circumstances  of  the  several  Towns  they  represent,  their  Trade,  Business, 
Wealth  and  Poverty,  say,  that  it  was  no  pretence  in  the  House  inducing  them  to 
carry  the  Funds  beyond  that  Year;  for  we  are  very  sensible  that  unless  Time  be 
allowed,  it  will  be  impracticable  for  the  People  to  comport  with  the  great  Ex- 
pence  those  repairs  would  demand,  and  the  annual  Charge  in  Support  of  the 
Government.  We  are  not  insensible  that  about  forty  Years  ago,  the  People 
were  greatly  pressed  in  paying  the  extraordinary  Charge  the  Government  was 
then  exposed  to,  and  the  groans  under  that  Difficulty  are  not  yet  forgot.  And 
it  is  very  affecting  to  us  that  we  should  be  urged  or  drawn  into  as  great  or  greater 
charge  and  distress,  as  declining  to  lay  any  Funds  beyond  1741.  will  necessarily 
lead  us  into,  and  unless  there  can  be  some  longer  time,  the  weight  lying  upon 
us  must  be  very  insupportable.  And  when  Bills  of  Credit  on  the  Province  have 
heretofore  been  emitted,  and  the  Funds  for  calling  in  the  same  fixed  at  a  consider- 
able distance  of  time,  no  publick  fraud  and  delusion  followed  from  thence. 

Your  Excellency  declares  that  what  you  are  most  of  all  concerned  about,  being 
moved  from  your  Duty  to  the  King,  and  the  tender  Regard  you  have  for  the 
well-being  of  His  Subjects  here,  is,  that  there  has  been  no  Money  in  the  publick 
Treasury  for  nineteen  Months  past,  &c.  The  House  do  assure  your  Excellency, 
the  great  zeal  and  concern  they  have,  and  ought  always  to  bear  towards  the  real 
weal,  peace  and  safety  of  His  Majesty's  good  and  faithful  Subjects  of  this  Prov- 
ince, strictly  forbids  them  to  Supply  the  Treasury  by  such  an  Act  as  His  Majesty 
allows  you  to  give  your  assent  to;  for  verily  should  the  House  be  instrumental  in 
passing  such  a  Bill,  they  would  basely  betray  their  Trust,  recede  from  the  Senti- 
ments given  them  by  their  Principals,  act  against  their  Conscience  and  light  of 
Reason;  and  bring  upon  themselves  the  scorn,  infamy  and  hatred  of  all  Men 
that  are  lovers  of  Virtue;  and  in  so  doing,  we  should  give  a  wound  incurable  to 
our  Constitution:  But  if  we  do  not  degenerate  from  the  virtue  of  our  Ancestors, 
we  may  transmit  it  intire  to  our  Posterity.  Since  your  Excellency  hath  fre- 
quently taken  occasion  to  inform  the  House,  that  you  cannot  consent  to  any 
other  method  in  supplying  the  Treasury,  than  that  directed  to  in  His  Majesty's 
Instruction,  and  that  that  Instruction  shall  be  an  inviolable  Rule  to  govern  and 
direct  you  in  that  Affair:  The  House  have  once  and  again  let  your  Excellency 
know,  that  as  the  good  of  this  People  was  always  had  in  regard  by  them  in  con- 
sulting and  framing  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  so  it  is  their  earnest  desire 
and  firm  Resolution,  that  the  People's  Prosperity  may  ever  be  had  in  remem- 
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brance  by  them,  in  all  their  publick  Transactions,  and  never  tempted  or  seduced 
to  swerve  therefrom. 

Altho'  the  Treasury  may  have  been  without  Money  for  nineteen  Months  past, 
for  your  Excellency  thereupon  to  give  out,  that  the  House  have  no  regard  to 
publick  Justice,  or  to  the  safety  of  the  King's  Government  and  People,  is  acting 
a  wrong  part,  and  drawing  such  Conclusions  from  the  management  of  the  House, 
as  will  not  bear  the  Light.  It  is  almost  needless  to  mention  the  readiness  the 
House  have  always  shewn  to  keep  the  Forts  and  Garrisons  in  a  proper  Repair: 
But  if  there  be  no  way  to  have  them  in  such  a  posture,  but  by  a  Com-[  148  ] 
pliance  with  His  Majesty's  Instruction,  their  lying  in  the  condition  they  are  in, 
cannot  be  accounted  any  neglect  of  the  House,  nor  the  Officers,  Soldiers  and 
many  others  being  kept  out  of  their  dues;  but  the  consideration  of  these  things, 
occasioned  by  an  Instruction  from  the  Crown,  and  the  many  hardships  the 
Government  and  whole  People  labour  under  in  consequence  thereof,  should 
prompt  and  incite  each  Branch  of  the  Legislature,  to  take  a  proper  care  that 
every  thing  relating  to  that  and  other  Instructions,  might  be  set  in  a  true  Light, 
and  then  in  great  probability  His  Majesty  would  be  easily  intreated  to  withdraw 
them,  which  cannot  be  put  in  practice  but  to  the  utter  subversion  of  our  CHAR- 
TER Rights. 

This  House  as  well  as  the  late  Assembly  have  had  a  special  regard  for  Castle 
William,  the  main  Fortress  in  this  Province,  and  voted  to  raise  considerable 
Sums  of  Money  for  the  Repairs  thereof,  and  in  such  a  way  and  method,  that 
the  Monies  to  be  laid  out  in  effecting  that  good  Work  did  not  require  an  after 
passing  upon  for  payment  by  this  Court,  consequently  His  Majesty's  Thirtieth 
Instruction  no  ways  affected  thereby,  and  yet  that  Garrison  lyes  in  despair. 

Was  it  in  the  power  of  the  House  to  pay  all  the  just  Debts  of  the  Govern- 
ment, no  time  would  be  lost:  But  as  our  publick  Affairs  are  so  unhappily  situated 
at  present,  better  those  Debts  remain  unpaid  for  a  while,  then  in  discharge 
thereof,  the  Court  brought  into  such  Acts  as  would  inevitably  in  a  short  space  of 
time,  bring  a  greater  load  of  Inconveniencies  upon  the  People  than  they  are 
now  strugling  under.  And  destroy  their  Liberty,  which  is  the  Gift  of  GOD  and 
Nature. 

The  House  are  not  sensible  of  any  unfair  dealing,  or  impropriety,  in  quoting 
those  Paragraphs  of  any  Letters  your  Excellency  had  been  concerned  in,  tho' 
they  might  not  so  especially  relate  to  the  Dispute  then  pending;  for  your  Excel- 
lency's scope  and  drift  in  arguing  then  was  against  King's  Instructions  in 
general,  and  this  appears  from  the  Inference  you  then  made,  viz.  *0f  what 
'value  would  the  CHARTER  be,  if  an  Instruction  should  at  pleasure  take  away 
'every  valuable  part  of  it:'  And  so  as  well  applicable  to  the  supply  of  the 
Treasury  as  the  fixing  a  Salary  on  the  Governour.  And  let  the  words  in  the 
Letter  of  the  24/A.  of  October  1729.  to  which  your  Excellency  refers  us,  have 
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their  due  weight;  what  can  be  gathered  therefrom?  Your  Excellency  and 
Mr.  Wilks  before  a  Committee  of  His  Majesty's  most  honourable  Privy  Council, 
the  day  foregoing  when  the  affair  of  supplying  the  Treasury  was  spoke  to  by 
their  Lordships,  upon  their  saying  the  House  exceeded  the  Power  granted  by 
CHARTER  in  that  Article,  You  told  their  Lordships,  'You  submitted  that 
Matter,  and  would  write  to  the  House  accordingly.'  Your  Excellency  would 
not  be  understood,  as  if  that  submission  of  yours  was  binding  on  your  Principals, 
you  having  no  Orders  or  Directions  from  them  to  comprimise  that  matter:  So 
that  with  great  submission  little  or  no  stress  ought  to  be  had  from  that  Conces- 
sion. And  as  you  then  acted  as  Agents,  you  were  under  no  necessity,  nor  could 
it  be  of  service  to  the  Cause  you  were  then  soUiciting,  to  let  their  Lordships  into 
your  private  Thoughts;  and  had  you  only  acquainted  their  Lordships  that  you 
would  advise  your  Principals  with  what  you  then  received  from  their  Lordships, 
for  their  Directions  to  you  how  to  act,  it  had  been  sufficient.  Tho'  Mr.  Wilks 
acted  in  conjunction  with  your  Excellency  as  he  did  at  that  juncture,  and  wrote 
that  he  could  not  for  the  future  appear  to  justify  the  supply  of  the  Treasury 
in  any  other  way  than  what  was  practiced  before  the  Year  1721.  yet  he  soon 
came  off  from  that  Resolution,  and  hath  since  appeared  to  support  and  maintain 
the  House,  when  they  only  addressed  His  Majesty  on  this  score,  and  since  when 
the  Council  and  Assembly  addressed  jointly:  And  notwithstanding  what  that 
Gentleman  wrote  on  the  22,d.  of  October  last,  we  look  upon  our  Cause  to  be  good. 
Neither  can  we  entertain  a  thought,  that  the  People,  (the  preservation  of  whose 
Rights  and  Liberties  the  House  have  been  strugling  for)  begrutch  any  Charge 
they  [  149  ]  have  been  exposed  to  on  that  account,  no  more  than  the  good  People 
did  when  you  and  Mr.  Wilks  were  supplied  with  Money  from  hence  in  the  same 
Service,  and  for  the  same  good  Ends  and  Purposes:  And  then  your  Excellency 
being  in  the  Agency  for  the  Assembly,  accounted  that  Money  well  applied  and 
well  expended;  and  you  accordingly  wrote  the  House  that  you  depended  on  the 
care  of  the  Assembly  to  make  a  sufficient  and  speedy  Remittance  of  Money, 
and  doubted  not  but  the  whole  General  Court,  (by  which  you  included  the  then 
Governour)  would  exert  themselves,  and  come  into  an  ample  supply  of  Money, 
and  not  loose  so  valuable  a  Privilege  for  want  of  Money  to  defrey  the  Charge  of 
it's  defence;  which  Privilege  related  more  immediately  to  the  affair  of  fixing  a 
Salary  on  Governours;  The  present  struggle  and  expence  has  been  not  only 
for  the  same  Liberty  and  Freedom,  but  for  the  safe-guarding  other  more  valu- 
able Privileges  the  House  have  a  just  right  to:  The  Cause  and  Interest  of  the 
People  is  the  same  now  as  then,  tho'  your  Excelency's  State  and  Condition  is 
much  altered. 

And  while  the  House  is  on  this  point,  allow  us  with  that  freedom  and  liberty, 
which  well  becomes  a  House  of  Representatives,  to  note,  That  when  your  Excel- 
lency was  joined  in  the  Agency  with  Mr.  Wilks,  for  the  House,  in  support  of 
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their  Rights  and  Privileges  at  Whitehall,  your  Excellency  by  repeated  Letters 
gave  the  House  assurance  of  your  willingness  at  all  times  to  appear,  and  to  the 
utmost  of  your  power  and  skill  sollicite  the  Instructions  and  Directions  they  then 
intrusted  you  with:  Necessarily  then  your  Excellency  did  not  deem  the  Non- 
compliance of  the  House  with  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instructions,  Disloyal,  Undu- 
tiful  or  Disrespectful  to  His  Majesty:  And  tho'  you  had  the  honour  of  being 
often  with  His  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  attended  diligently  at  all  the  Offices 
thro'  which  our  publick  Affairs  then  passed,  yet  you  never  signified  to  the 
Assembly,  that  by  such  opportunities  you  had  a  clearer  perception  into  those 
affairs,  and  by  what  you  had  seen  and  observed  you  thought  the  Proceedings  of 
the  House  not  justifiable.  And  when  your  Excellency  and  Mr.  Wilks  at  the 
Committee  of  Council  gave  in  as  you  did  on  the  Article  of  the  Treasury,  the 
Death  of  Governour  Burnet  had  reached  you,  and  it's  very  probable  at  that 
very  juncture,  your  Excellency  had  some  expectation  of  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Commission  for  this  Government. 

Your  Excellency  well  knows,  this  Government  heretofore  both  in  War  and 
Peace,  willingly  raised  great  Sums  of  Money  on  the  People,,  who  as  freely  paid 
the  same  into  the  Treasury,  for  building,  repairing  and  equipping  His  Majesty's 
Forts  and  Garrisons  within  this  Province,  while  they  could  know  what  Sums 
were  advanced  in  that  Service,  and  were  not  excluded  examining  and  passing 
upon  Accompts  before  payment:  And  the  House  is  now  very  desirous  to  come 
up  to  the  full  of  their  duty  in  every  particular:  What  therefore  moved  them 
to  request  a  Recess  was  not  from  a  resolution  to  let  the  Government  drop,  and 
expose  the  People;  the  thoughts  of  which  the  House  abhor:  The  House  per- 
ceiving every  thing  that  was  done  by  them  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the 
Province  met  with  no  success,  and  they  not  daring  to  give  into  the  measures 
pointed  out  for  an  accommodation,  and  being  fully  perswaded  no  other  would 
comprimise  the  difference,  could  propose  no  benefit  by  being  kept  longer 
together,  concluded  it  expedient  to  apply  to  your  Excellency  for  a  Recess. 

Whenever  your  Excellency  set  forth  the  deplorable  Condition  of  this  Prov- 
ince to  His  Majesty,  we  hope  the  true  cause  and  reason  occasioning  the  present 
Distresses  were  all  truly  pointed  out:  If  so.  His  Majesty  will  be  fully  satisfied, 
that  the  House  lament  the  distressed  Circumstances  of  the  Government  and 
People,  and  that  they  would  immediately  pursue  the  methods  recommended  in 
order  to  obtain  relief;  but  in  the  best  Judgment  they  are  capable  of  framing, 
[  150  ]  they  firmly  believe,  by  such  a  concession,  they  should  give  up  the  most 
valuable  Right  and  Privilege  they  hold  in  virtue  of  the  Royal  CHARTER,  and 
therefore  bound  strictly  by  all  lawful  ways  to  endeavour  the  continuation  of 
them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  People,  for  which  good  purpose  they  were  originally 
founded:  By  such  an  endeavour,  the  Powers  in  the  CHARTER  are  not  abused, 
or  extended   beyond   their   due    limits.      What   therefore   should   engage   His 
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Majesty  to  take  the  necessary  care,  you  seem  to  be  aiming  at,  for  supporting 
His  Forts  and  Garrisons,  or  any  other  part  of  His  Government?  Can  it  be 
supposed  that  this  Province,  humanely  speaking,  is  in  danger  of  being  lost,  unless 
His  Majesty  should  fall  into  such  measures,  as  your  Excellency  seems  to  make  no 
doubt,  but  that  His  Honour  and  Interest  will  require  Him  to  put  in  practice? 

The  House  cannot  find  words  sufficient  to  express  their  great  surprize,  at  what 
your  Excellency  says  touching  the  Memorial  to  the  honourable  the  House  of 
Commons.  Let  the  Memorial  and  every  Circumstance  thereof,  be  thororughly 
examined  and  searched  into  by  the  most  critical,  nay,  even  by  those  that  may  not 
approve  of  that  Proceedure;  we  may  boldly  say,  they  will  not  be  able  to  pick 
out  any  part,  clause  or  paragraph  throughout  the  whole,  that  can  make  it  look 
like  an  Appeal  to  the  Commons;  and  no  such  construction  or  interpretation 
can  be  gathered  from  any  words  or  sentences  thereof,  if  they  are  taken,  as  they 
ought  to  be,  according  to  the  true  genuine  sense  and  meaning  of  English  words, 
as  they  are  commonly  accepted  and  taken  by  all  English-men,  both  in  Writing 
and  Conversation;  neither  can  any  such  conclusion  be  drawn,  let  the  most 
absurd  or  forced  construction  imaginable  be  used  for  that  purpose;  nor  will  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  both  Houses,  previous  to  the  Memorial,  countenance 
any  such  Interpretation. 

The  House  having  under  their  Consideration  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury, 
were  projecting  some  method  to  continue  the  Court  in  their  Rights  on  that 
Head;    and  in  order  thereto,  on  the  iSth.  of  November,  came  into  this  Vote, 

*  Whereas  His  Majesty's  Government  and  People  oj  this  Province  labour  under  great 

*  Difficulties  and  Grievances  by  reason  of  His  Majesty's  Sixteenth  and  Thirtieth 
^Instructions  to  His  Excellency  the  Governour,  which  Instructions  we  apprehend  do 
^bear  on  our  Rights  and  Privileges:'  Appointed  several  of  their  Members,  with 
such  as  the  honourable  Board  should  joyn,  a  Committee  to  project  some  method 
for  relief  from  such  pressing  Difficulties,  and  report  accordingly.  Which  Vote 
the  Council  concur'd,  and  appointed  some  of  their  Members  to  join  in  the  Affair. 

On  the  fourteenth  of  December  following,  Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  the 
Report  of  that  Committee,  who  returned,  that  after  'having  maturely  con- 
'sidered  of  the  affair,  they  were  of  opinion,  that  it  was  proper  humbly  to  Address 
*His  Majesty,  setting  forth  the  Rights,  Powers  and  Privileges  by  CHARTER 
*in  the  Articles  to  which  those  Instructions  relate,  and  in  case  the  Address 
'have  not  the  desired  effect,  that  a  Memorial  be  laid  before  the  honourable 
'the  House  of  Commons,  if  sitting,  praying  their  Intercession  with  His  Majesty 
'that  He  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  withdraw  the  Instructions  above-men- 
'tioned,  Draughts  of  the  Address  and  Memorial  the  Committee  having  pre- 
'  pared,  presented  at  the  same  time.  Which  Report  was  accepted  by  the  Board, 
and  sent  down  for  Concurrence.  All  which  were  read  in  the  House,  and  a 
considerable  debate  had  thereon.     In  the  afternoon,  the  House  further  con- 
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sidered  the  same,  and  after  a  long  discourse  the  House  agreed  further  to  consider 
thereof  at  Ten  the  next  Morning;  at  which  time,  after  a  full  and  free  debate, 
they  voted  in  Concurrence  with  the  Council  for  accepting  the  Committees 
Report,  the  Address  to  His  most  excellent  Majesty  and  the  Memorial  to  the 
honourable  the  House  of  Commons.  Decemb.  list.  Mr.  Secretary  brought  into 
the  House  the  Address  and  Memorial  signed  by  him  in  the  name  and  by  order 
of  the  Council,  and  the  House  directed  the  Speaker  to  sign  them  both  in  the 
name  and  by  order  of  the  House.  [  151  ] 

It's  humbly  conceived  nothing  in  the  Committees  Report  will  justify  your 
Excellency's  putting  such  a  Complection  on  the  aforesaid  Memorial,  but  the  very 
reverse.  The  House  therefore  must  needs  account  it  unreasonable  and  without 
foundation,  for  your  Excellency  to  say,  with  that  positiveness,  'that  tho'  the 
House  had  cloathed  the  Memorial  with  the  soft  word  of  Intercessors,  yet  it  must 
appear  to  all  the  World  that  the  House  rather  expected  them  to  be  Judges.' 
Could  all  the  World  be  thoroughly  acquainted  and  let  into  the  whole  of  that 
affair,  no  part  thereof,  but  such  as  would  be  influenced  and  pre-engaged  by 
your  Excellency,  would  adjudge  as  you  have.  But  what  increases  our  surprize 
beyond  measure  is,  that  since  your  Excellency  conceived  an  application  to  the 
Commons  was  an  unhappy  turn  given  to  the  Dispute,  especially  an  Application 
so  dressed  and  disguised,  as  you  determined  that  to  be,  your  tender  Regard  for 
your  native  Country,  did  not  engage  or  rather  constrain  from  your  Excellency, 
a  discovery  of  your  thoughts  and  fears  of  the  many  ill  Consequences  and  dire- 
ful Effects  such  a  Memorial  would  occasion:  It  is  humbly  presumed  such  a  cau- 
tion from  your  Excellency  in  season,  had  not  been  inconsistent  with  your  duty 
to  the  King. 

Your  Excellency's  surmises,  'that  while  the  House  are  endeavouring  to  induce 
'His  Majesty  to  give  up  His  just  Rights  reserved  in  the  CHARTER,  for  the 
'Governour's  issuing  and  disposing  of  the  publick  Monies,  with  the  advice  and 
'consent  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  they  should  be  striving  to  wrest  the  other 
'little  Remains  (as  your  Excellency  thinks  fit  to  pronounce  them)  of  the  King's 
'Power  out  of  His  Royal  Hands,  which  the  House  attempted  by  their  Vote  of 
'the  2()th.  of  December:'  It  is  well  known  to  your  Excellency,  the  Assembly 
ever  allowed  the  issuing  and  disposing  of  the  publick  Monies,  was  by  CHARTER 
vested  in  the  Governour,  with  advice  and  consent  of  His  Majesty's  Council. 
And  that  this  House,  nor  any  other,  endeavoured  in  any  one  Article  to  induce  His 
Majesty  to  give  it  up:  How  therefore  your  Excellency  could  utter  such  things 
of  the  House,  is  astonishing.  All  that  this  or  former  Assemblies  have  endeav- 
oured is,  to  preserve  the  Powers  granted  by  CHARTER  to  the  General  Court,  in 
making  Laws,  as  well  for  the  support  of  the  Government,  as  any  other  affair; 
that  when  their  Constituents  Money  is  brought  into  the  Treasury,  good  and 
wholesome  Laws  might  be  enacted,  containing  Restrictions,  Limitations,  and 
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Rules,  In  observance  of  which,  the  Money  would  be  issued  and  disposed  of  by 
your  Excellency,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  His  Majesty's  Council,  for  the 
Ends  and  Purposes  for  which  the  People  were  taxed.  This  is  a  Liberty  His 

Majesty's  Colonies  and  Plantations  are  in  the  Use  and  Enjoyment  of,  notwith- 
standing the  strong  and  repeated  Efforts  some  of  them  have  of  late  met  with,  to 
perswade  and  induce  them  to  give  it  up.  That  vote  was  by  the  House  intended 
to  affect  such  Letters  as  related  to  the  Address  and  Memorial  only,  but  was 
casually  omitted  in  penning;  as  soon  as  the  House  were  apprized  of  their  mis- 
take, which  was  by  sending  to  know  what  the  Council  had  acted  thereon,  the 
same  was  immediately  rectifyed,  and  the  Committee  impowred  to  write  to  Mr. 
Agent  Wilks  in  the  Recess  of  the  Court,  on  the  affair  of  the  Address  and  Memorial 
of  both  Houses,  as  occasion  might  require;  which  was  all  intended  by  that  Vote 
of  the  igth.  of  December:  The  House  having  of  their  own  free  motion  thus 
acted,  it  is  self-evident  they  never  made  any  such  attempt. 

The  House  understood  that  what  was  done  the  last  sitting  of  the  Court  touch- 
ing the  Cagnawagas  was  perfectly  agreeable  to  your  Excellency,  and  that  the 
want  of  Money  in  the  Treasury  would  not  prevent  the  Inclinations  of  this 
Government  towards  them  being  conveyed  thither.  Mr.  Lydius  expressing  his 
great  willingness  to  go  thro'  that  affair,  the  House  had  no  room  to  doubt  but 
that  those  Indians  had  been  advised  of  what  was  determined  concerning  them 
before  now.  [  152  ] 

When  His  Majesty's  Council  concur  the  House  either  in  Addressing  His  Maj- 
esty, applying  by  Memorial  to  the  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  and  vote  that  His 
Majesty's  Government  and  People  of  this  Province  labour  under  great  Difficul- 
ties and  Grievances,  by  reason  of  sundry  of  His  Majesty's  Instructions,  which 
Instructions,  they  apprehend,  not  to  be  agreeable  to  the  Royal  CHARTER: 
for  your  Excellency,  when  touching  on  any  of  those  Heads,  especially  when  ex- 
claiming against  them,  to  make  Observations  against  the  House  only,  is  not  treat- 
ing them  with  common  Justice:  For  the  Circumstances  of  such  important  Affairs 
should  be  put  in  a  true  light,  least  by  such  a  partial  Narrative,  some  good  People 
would  be  liable  to  be  amused  and  staggered,  to  prevent  which,  the  seperation 
your  Excellency  then  intended,  was  spoke  to.  We  are  content  that  what  you 
then  did,  and  have  again  repeated  on  this  score,  may  have  all  the  success  such 
contrived  Projections  deserve. 

And  now  we  are  got  together,  it  shall  be  our  study  and  care  to  promote  His 
Majesty's  Interest,  the  Weal  and  Safety  of  His  Majesty's  good  and  faithful 
Subjects  of  this  Province. 

ORdered,  That  Major  Brattle,  Capt.  Day,  Mr.  Bird,  Mr.   Tyng,  and  Col. 
Gorham,  carry  up  the  foregoing  Answer  to  His  Excellency,  and  that  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  attend  them. 
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On  a  motion  made  and  seconded  by  many  Members,  and  debate  had,  the 
Question  was  put,  Whither  the  House  will  enter  into  the  Consideration  of  the  Supply 
of  the  Treasury  at  this  sitting  of  the  Court?  Resolved  in  the  Affirmative. 

And  Voted,  That  the  House  at  Three  o'Clock  this  afternoon  will  consider  of 
that  matter.

currence. 

A  Memorial  of  William  Pepper  ell,  Esq;  Charles  Chauncy,  Nathanael  Balston^ 
and  Addington  Davenport,  praying  that  payment  may  be  ordered  of  the  Sum  they 
agreed  with  a  Committee  of  this  Court  for  in  March  173 1.  for  a  certain  Coach- 
House  and  Land  in  the  occupation  of  His  Excellency  the  Governour,  according 
to  the  terms  agreed  on;  and  also  that  they  may  be  allowed  Interest  thereon,  or 
that  they  may  take  the  liberty  to  make  Sale  of  the  Land  &c.  for  the  reasons 
mentioned.  Read. 

According  to  the  Order  of  the  forenoon  the  House  entred  into  the  Considera- 
tion of  that  part  of  His  Excellency's  SPEECH  which  relates  to  the  Supply  of 
the  Treasury,  and  after  a  considerable  time  spent  therein,  the  Question  was  put, 
Whether  it  be  convenient  for  the  House  at  this  time  to  prepare  a  Bill  for  Supply  of 
the  Treasury,  in  any  other  way  than  has  been  projected  by  the  Bill  already  passed 
both  Houses  for  that  purpose  this  Session?  It  pass'd  in  the  Negative. 

Then  the  House  Adjourn'd  till  to  Morrow  Morning  Nine  o'  Clock.

A  Message  from  His  Excellency  the  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  Attendance  of  this  honourable  House 
in  the  Council  Chamber.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and 
His  Excellency  made  a  SPEECH  to  both  Houses,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtain'd 
a  Copy,  and  then  with  the  House  return'd  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Excellency's  S  P  E  E  C  H  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

YOU  are  sensible  there  has  been  no  Money  in  the  publick  Treasury  for  more 
than  two  Years  past,  and  I  now  think  proper  to  observe  to  you.  That 
since  your  last  sitting,  the  Agent  has  transmitted  to  this  Court,  His  Majesty's 
Royal  Order  in  Council,  in  Answer  to  your  Address,  and  the  Resolution  and 
Order  of  the  Honourable  the  House  of  Commons  of  Great  Britain,  in  Answer 
to  your  Memorial,  which  you  will  find  so  full,  and  in  such  strong  Terms,  as  (I 
think)  leaves  no  Colour  for  suspending  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  from  an 
Expectation  of  any  Thing  further  from  Home,  respecting  this  most  necessary 
and  important  Affair. 

Gentlemen, 

You  may  remember  I  laid  before  the  Assembly  in  April  last,  a  Letter  from  the 
Honourable  Col.  Dunbar,  mentioning  his  Intention  of  removing  from  Frederick's 
Fort,  and  from  off  the  Lands  in  and  about  Pemaquid;  I  am  now  to  inform  you, 
that  I  have  received  a  Letter  from  that  Gentleman,  a  few  Days  since,  which  the 
Secretary  shall  deliver  you,  giving  an  Account  that  he  has  fully  comply'd  with 
his  Majesty's  Royal  Orders,  and  that  the  Fort  is  now  without  Officers  or  Men 
to  take  the  least  Care  of  it:  And  that  there  is  also  a  great  Number  of  his  Majes- 
ty's Subjects  on  those  Lands  in  very  difficult  Circumstances  for  want  of  the  Care 
and  Protection  of  this  Government,  and  for  which  they  have  made  earnest 
Application  to  me:  I  must  therefore  now  desire  you  to  look  back  on  your  re- 
peated Sollicitations  to  His  Majesty  respecting  that  Country,  and  to  consider 
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your  great  Obligations  of  Duty  and  Gratitude  to  the  KING  for  his  Goodness  in 
hearing  and  granting  your  Request;  and  then  I  would  hope  you  will  no  longer 
let  that  Fort  and  Country  continue  desolate  and  neglected,  as  at  this  Day;  but 
that  you  will  do  what  may  be  reasonably  expected  for  the  Honour  of  the  KING's 
Government,  in  the  Protection  and  Encouragement  of  the  Settlements  there.  — 
And  you  will  do  well  to  consider  of  the  Reasonableness  of  making  an  equitable 
Reimbursement  to  the  Hon.  Col.  Dunbar  of  his  Expence  in  Rebuilding  the  Fort, 
Barracks,  ^c. 

You  will.  Gentlemen,  go  thro'  what  is  necessary  to  be  done  at  this  Time,  with 
all  the  Dispatch  you  can,  that  you  may  the  sooner  return  to  your  several  Homes 
at  this  busy  Season.

'TN  Obedience  to  Your  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the  2ist.  of  last  Month, 
1  'referring  to  this  Committee  the  humble  Representation  and  Address  of 
'the  Council  and  Assembly  of  your  Majesty's  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
*in  General  Court  Assembled.  The  Lords  of  the  Committee  have  met  and 
'taken  the  same  into  their  Consideration,  and  do  find  that  the  said  Address 
*  contains  a  Complaint  against  the  i6th.  and  ^oth.  Instructions  given  by  your 
*[  57  ]  Majesty  to  Jonathan  Belcher,  Esq;  Governour  of  that  Prov- 
ince, which  Instructions  they  humbly  pray  your  Majesty  would  be  pleased  to 
'recall. 

'Hereupon  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  humbly  inform  your  Majesty; 
'That  by  the  i6th.  Instruction  the  Governour  is  required  not  to  give  his 
Assent  to  or  pass  any  Act  whereby  Bills  of  Credit  may  be  Struck  or  Issued  in 
lieu  of  Money,  without  a  Clause  be  inserted  in  such  Act,  declaring  that  the 
same  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  said  Act  shall  have  been  approved  and  con- 
firmed by  your  Majesty,  except  only  for  the  Annual  Support  and  Service  of 
your  Majesty's  Government,  not  exceeding  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  in  such 
Paper  Bills.  And  this  Permission  to  continue  only  until  your  Majesty's  fur- 
ther Pleasure  should  be  known  thereupon.  And  the  Governour  is  likewise  to 
take  especial  Care  that  no  more  than  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  of  such  Bills  be 
ever  Current  at  one  and  the  same  time. 

'And  by  the  ^oth.  Instruction  the  Governour  is  required  to  take  care  for  the 
future,  that  no  Money  be  raised  or  Bills  of  Credit  issued,  but  by  Act  or  Acts 
of  Assembly,  in  which  Act  or  Acts  one  or  more  Clauses  of  Appropriation  may 
be  inserted,  but  that  the  passing  all  Accounts  for  payment,  and  the  Issuing  of 
all  Monies  so  raised  or  Bills  of  Credit  be  left  to  the  Governour  or  Commander 
in  Chief  of  the  Province,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council,  ac- 
cording to  their  Charter.  Subject  nevertheless  to  a  future  Inquiry  of  the  then 
present  or  any  other  Assembly  as  to  the  Application  of  such  Moneys. 

'This  being  the  Substance  of  the  said  Instructions,  the  Lords  of  the  Com- 
mittee think  it  incumbent  on  them  to  lay  before  your  Majesty  the  Reasons 
upon  which  these  Instructions  were  originally  grounded,  together  with  an  ac- 
count of  the  several  Applications  that  have  been  made  to  your  Majesty  by  the 
Assembly,  against  the  said  Instructions,  with  the  Proceedings  that  have  been 
had  thereupon. 

'And  first  with  regard  to  the  i6th.  Instruction,  It  appears  that  a  most  per- 
nicious Practice  had  for  many  Years  prevailed  in  several  of  your  Majesty's 
Plantations  in  America,  of  passing  Acts  for  striking  Bills  of  Credit  and  issuing 
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'the  same  in  Lieu  of  Money,  in  order  to  Discharge  their  publick  Debts  and 
'for  other  purposes,  from  whence  great  Inconveniencies  having  arisen,  His 
'late  Majesty  thought  proper  in  the  Year  1720,  to  send  additional  Instructions 
*to  all  His  Governours  in  America,  (and  amongst  the  rest  to  Col.  Shute,  the 
'then  Governour  of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay ,)  to  restrain  them 
'from  giving  their  Assent  to  any  Act  for  striking  or  issuing  Bills  of  Credit,  with- 
'out  inserting  a  Clause  in  such  Act  to  prevent  the  same  taking  Effect  till  ap- 
'  proved  by  the  Crown,  excepting  Acts  for  raising  and  settling  a  publick  Revenue, 
'for  defraying  the  necessary  Charge  of  Government  in  the  respective  Provinces. 

'That  under  Colour  of  this  Exception,  the  Assembly  of  your  Majesty's  Prov- 
'ince  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  continued  to  pass  Acts  for  striking  and  issuing 
'Bills  of  Credit,  whereby  a  greater  Number  of  such  Bills  were  circulated,  and 
'the  publick  Debt  increased.  And  as  the  Provision  made  for  the  gradual  Dis- 
' charge  of  these  Bills  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Publick,  their  Credit  was  so  far 
'sunk  that  Three  Hundred  and  Forty  Pounds  of  them  was  only  equal  In  value  to 
'One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  which  could  not  but  tend  to  the  great  Detriment 
'of  the  Creditors  of  the  Province,  to  the  entailing  a  heavy  Load  on  all  the  Estates 
'there,  and  to  the  Loss  of  the  British  Merchants  trading  to  the  Massachusetts- 
'5ay.  [58] 

'In  order  therefore  to  remedy  these  Inconveniencies  and  to  put  an  effectual 
'Stop  thereto  for  the  future,  your  Majesty  was  pleased  In  the  Year  1727,  when 
'the  late  William  Burnet,  Esq;  was  appointed  Governour  of  this  Province, 
'to  Instruct  him  not  to  Assent  to  any  Act  for  the  issuing  new  Bills  of  Credit, 
'without  inserting  a  Clause  to  prevent  such  Act  taking  effect  till  your  Majesty 
'should  approve  thereof.  Which  Instruction  subsisted  till  the  Year  1730,  when 
'your  Majesty  was  pleased  to  appoint  Jonathan  Belcher,  Esq;  to  be  Governour 
'of  this  Province,  who  having  represented  that  in  order  to  supply  the  annual 
'Service  of  the  Government  it  was  absolutely  necessary  to  Issue  a  further 
'Quantity  of  Paper  Money,  your  Majesty  was  graciously  pleased  to  allow  him 
'to  Assent  to  the  issuing  any  Number  of  new  Bills  of  Credit  for  the  current  Serv- 
*Ice  of  the  Year  not  exceeding  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  in  value.  Provided  that 
'no  more  than  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds  of  such  Bills  shall  be  ever  Current  at  one 
'and  the  same  time,  which  being  added  to  the  aforementioned  Instruction  given 
'to  Mr.  Burnet  formed  the  16/A.  Instruction  now  complained  of;  and  your 
'Majesty  was  pleased  at  the  same  time  to  require  Governour  Belcher  to  take 
'care,  that  the  Bills  of  Credit  then  standing  out,  should  be  called  in  and  sunk 
'according  to  the  Periods  and  Provisions  of  the  respective  Acts  by  which  they 
'were  issued. 

'That  notwithstanding  this  Indulgence  of  your  Majesty  to  the  People  of  the 
'Massachusetts-Bay,  it  appears  that  in  173 1,  the  Assembly  of  this  Province 
'Addressed  your  Majesty  to  give  them  leave  to  Issue  a  greater  quantity  of  these 
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'Bills,  and  to  defer  the  calling  of  them  in  to  the  distance  of  Eleven  Years,  repre- 
'senting  that  every  Year  within  that  time  was  greatly  incumbred  with  Debts. 
*But  this  Committee  having  humbly  represented  to  your  Majesty,  that  the 
'allowing  the  Governour  by  the  said  Instruction  to  Issue  Thirty  Thousand  Pounds 
'in  such  Bills,  was  a  Condescention  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  and  ought  to 
'have  satisfied  the  said  Assembly,  especially  as  they  had  not  informed  your 
'Majesty  by  their  Address  what  Funds  they  had  or  might  propose  to  establish 
'for  discharge  of  such  New  Bills,  and  in  what  proportions  and  by  what  meth- 
*ods  the  same  should  be  cancelled,  and  likewise  that  the  Governour  was  not 
'restrained  by  the  said  Instruction  from  assenting  to  any  Act  for  increasing  the 
'Paper  Currency,  -provided  there  were  a  suspending  Clause  inserted  in  the  said 
^Act  to  prevent  the  same  taking  Effect  till  your  Majesty  should  have  approved 
'thereof:  Your  Majesty  was  pleased  to  declare  your  Royal  Pleasure  not  to 
'make  any  Alteration  in  the  said  Instruction.  And  as  the  present  Application 
'is  of  the  same  Nature  with  the  former,  and  as  no  new  Reasons  are  offered  by 
'the  Assembly,  The  Lords  of  the  Committee  do  humbly  Report  it  as  their 
'Opinion  to  your  Majesty,  that  no  alteration  ought  to  be  made  in  the  said  i6th. 
'Instruction. 

'That  as  to  the  occasion  of  giving  the  Thirtieth  Instruction  relating  to  the 
'manner  of  Supplying  the  Treasury  with  Money,  and  the  method  of  Issuing 
'the  same,  The  Lords  of  the  Committee  do  humbly  Report  to  your  Majesty, 
'That  in  the  Year  1729  the  Agents  for  the  House  of  Representatives  presented 
*a  Petition  to  your  Majesty  in  Council,  containing  several  Articles  of  Complaint 
*  against  the  then  Governour  William  Burnet,  Esq;  and  amongst  others,  that 
'he  had  refused  to  agree  with  the  Assembly  in  the  methods  proposed  by  them 
'for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  for  the  current  Service  of  the  Year.  This  Pe- 
'tition  being  examined  into  by  the  Lords  of  this  Committee,  they  found  that 
'the  method  so  proposed  by  the  said  Assembly  for  raising  Money  was  by  way 
'of  Resolve,  and  that  in  such  Resolve  they  had  reserved  to  themselves  a  Power 
'of  Determining  what  Accounts  should  or  should  not  be  paid  even  after  the 
'Services  had  been  performed,  and  before  the  Governour  was  at  liberty  to  Issue 
'any  Money  for  payment  of  such  Accounts;  which  method  of  raising  [59] 
'Money  appeared  to  the  Committee  to  be  very  improper,  and  not  warranted 
'by  the  Charter  granted  to  the  said  Province,  no  power  being  thereby  given 
'to  raise  Money  but  by  Act  of  Assembly.  And  it  further  appeared,  the  Issuing 
'and  Disposing  of  all  Moneys  when  raised  is  by  the  said  Charter  left  to  the  Gov- 
'ernour  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council.  And  the  said  Agents 

*  attending  this  Committee  upon  such  Examination,  did  admit,  that  the  method  of 
*the  House  of  Representatives  in  these  particulars  ought  to  be  regulated,  and  engaged 
Uo  write  to  the  said  House  to  acquaint  them  therewith.  This  gave  occasion  to  the 
'Issuing  the  30th.  Instruction,  Requiring  the  Governour  to  take  care  for  the  future 
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that  no  Moneys  should  be  raised  or  Bills  of  Credit  Issued  hut  by  Acts  of  Assemblyy 
in  which  Acts  one  or  more  Clauses  of  Appropriation  might  be  inserted.  But  that 
the  passing  all  Accounts  for  payment  and  the  Issuing  of  all  Moneys  so  raised, 
or  Bills  of  Credit,  should  be  left  to  the  Governour  with  the  advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Council,  agreable  to  the  Charter  of  the  Province;  subject  nevertheless 
to  a  future  inquiry  of  the  then  present  or  or  any  other  Assembly  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  such  Moneys. 

'That  notwithstanding  this  Instruction  was  framed  strictly  agreable  to  the 
Charter,  and  even  to  the  Opinion  of  their  own  Agents,  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  173 1,  presented  an  Address  to  your  Majesty  in  Council,  complaining 
thereof,  and  praying  your  Majesty  to  recall  the  same,  which  Address  having 
been  maturely  considered  by  this  Committee,  their  Lordships  did  thereupon 
humbly  Report,  that  if  your  Majesty  should  withdraw  your  Instruction  upon 
this  Head,  the  Assembly  of  this  Province  would  be  in  possession  of  a  Power 
superiour  to  any  which  the  British  House  of  Commons  lays  claim  to  in  Cases 
of  the  same  Nature,  and  which  the  Assembly  had  fallen  into  the  practice  of,  in 
direct  contradiction  to  the  tenour  of  their  Charter,  by  which  Charter  tho' 
they  are  impowred  to  raise  Money  by  Acts  of  Assembly  for  the  Support  and 
Defence  of  the  Province,  yet  the  Distribution  of  that  Money  is  by  the  same 
Charter  expressly  reserved  to  your  Majesty's  Governour  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Council,  and  that  therefore  no  Alterations  ought  to  be  made  in 
the  said  Instruction,  which  Opinion  your  Majesty  was  pleased  to  approve,  and 
to  Declare  that  no  Alterations  should  be  made  in  the  said  Instruction. 

'After  this  Declaration  of  your  Majesty's  Royal  Pleasure,  it  was  to  have  been 
expected  that  the  Assembly  would  have  paid  a  dutiful  regard  thereto,  and 
been  fully  convinced  that  the  method  they  had  taken  was  contrary  to  the 
tenour  of  their  Charter.  But  it  appears  by  the  present  Address  of  the  Council 
and  Assembly  to  your  Majesty,  that  they  still  insist  upon  Recalling  of  the  said 
Instruction,  as  not  agreable  to  their  Charter;  wherefore  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  thought  it  proper  to  direct  your  Majesty's  Attorney  and  Sollicitor 
General  to  consider  of  the  said  Thirtieth  Article  of  your  Majesty's  Instructions 
to  Governour  Belcher,  and  Report  to  this  Committee: 

'  Whether  the  same  be  agreable  to  the  Charter  granted  by  their  late  Majesties  King 
WILLIAM  and  Queen  MARY,  in  the  Third  Year  of  their  Reign,  to  the  Inhabit- 
ants of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay? 

*In  Answer  whereto  they  have  given  their  Opinion  in  the  following  Words, 


"We  are  of  Opinion  that  the  said  Thirtieth  Article  of  His  Majesty's  In- 
"structions  to  Governour  Belcher,  is  perfectly  agreable  to  the  said  Charter, 
"the  Power  of  imposing  Taxes  which  includes  the  whole  Power  of  raising  Money, 
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"or  issuing  Bills  of  Credit,  which  is  only  one  method  of  raising  Money,  being 
"granted  to  the  General  Court  or  Assembly,  and  ought  to  be  ex-[  60  ]ercised 
"only  by  Acts  of  Assembly:  As  to  the  issuing  and  disposition  of  the  Money 
"after  it  is  granted,  the  words  of  the  Charter  are  very  plain  that  it  shall  be  by 
"the  Governour  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  for  His  Majesty's 
"Service  in  the  necessary  Defence  and  Support  of  the  Government  of  the 
"Province,  and  the  Protection  of  the  Inhabitants;  and  tho'  it  is  added,  ac- 
**  cording  to  such  Acts  as  are  or  shall  he  in  Force  within  our  said  Province^  yet  we 
"conceive  the  true  meaning  and  construction  of  those  words  to  be,  that  the 
"Money  should  be  applied  according  to  such  general  Clauses  of  Appropriation 
"describing  the  nature  of  the  Services  for  which  it  was  given,  as  should  be  men- 
"tioned  in  such  Acts,  but  not  to  restrain  the  Governour  and  Council  from 
"making  such  a  Distribution  upon  the  particular  Articles  of  those  Services, 
"or  from  passing  the  Accounts  or  paying  the  Persons  by  whom  such  Services 
"should  be  performed  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  fit,  consistently 
"with  the  general  Clauses  of  Appropriation.  But  such  Distribution,  Accounts 
"and  Payments  will  be  subject  to  future  Inquiries  to  be  made  in  a  regular 
"method,  by  the  Assembly  or  House  of  Representatives,  as  to  the  Application 
"of  the  Money,  and  the  consistency  thereof,  with  the  Appropriating  Clauses, 
"for  which  a  proper  Reservation  is  made  by  the  Instruction. 

'The  Lords  of  the  Committee  do  therefore  humbly  offer  to  your  Majesty  as 
'their  Opinion,  that  no  Alteration  ought  to  be  made  in  the  said  Thirtieth  In- 
'struction.  And  their  Lordships  cannot  but  observe  to  your  Majesty,  that 
'these  repeated  Applications  of  the  House  of  Representatives  upon  Points, 
*  some  oj  which  have  been  given  up  by  their  own  Agents,  and  all  of  them  more  than 
'once  been  under  your  Majesty's  Consideration,  and  determined  by  your  Royal 
'Instructions,  and  subsequent  Orders  in  Council  thereupon,  are  Instances  of 
'great  undutifulness  to  your  Majesty;  and  that  the  Power  insisted  upon  by  the 
'said  Assembly,  in  not  suffering  the  Governour  to  issue  any  Money  for  the 
'Maintenance  of  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  your  Majesty's  Forts  and  Garri- 
'sons,  for  the  necessary  Repairs  of  the  Fortifications,  and  for  the  Payment  of 
'other  Demands  for  Services  actually  performed,  before  they  have  examined 
'the  particular  Demand  of  each  Person,  and  agreed  to  the  Payment  thereof, 
'evidently  shews  that  their  design  is  to  assume  to  themselves  the  Executive 
'Power  of  the  Government  of  the  said  Province,  and  has  a  direct  tendency  to 
'throw  off  their  Dependence  upon  Great  Britain,  which  is  so  necessary  to  be 
'maintained  even  for  their  own  Preservation:  And  their  Lordships  take  leave 
'further  humbly  to  represent  to  your  Majesty,  that  if  the  said  Assembly  shall 
'still  persist  in  their  refusal  to  Supply  the  Treasury  of  the  Province,  so  that 
'neither  the  Soldiers  can  be  paid,  the  Fortifications  kept  up,  the  Dignity  of 
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'your  Majesty's  Government  supported,  nor  the  Security  of  the  Province  pro- 
'vided  for,  they  will  be  answerable  for  all  the  Consequences  of  their  own  ill 
'Conduct. 

HIS  MAJESTY  this  Day  took  the  said  Report  into  Consideration,  and  was 
pleased  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council  to  approve  thereof.  And  His 
Majesty  doth  hereby  Declare  and  Signify  His  high  Displeasure  at  these  re- 
peated Applications  upon  Points  which  have  been  already  maturely  Considered 
and  Determined  by  His  Majesty  in  Council.  And  His  Majesty  doth  likewise 
hereby  renew  the  Declaration  of  His  Royal  Pleasure  formerly  Signified  in  this 
behalf,  that  no  Alterations  be  made  in  the  Sixteenth  and  Thirtieth  Articles  of  the 
Instructions  given  to  Jonathan  Belcher,  Esq;  His  Majesty's  Governour  of 
the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay.  Whereof  the  said  Governour,  and  all 
others  whom  it  may  Concern  are  to  take  Notice  and  Govern  themselves  ac- 
cordingly. W.  Gary.  [  61  ] 

Whereas  this  Court  formerly  gave  Order  for  the  calling  in  the  Bills  of  Credit  on 
this  Province  Signed  by  three  Hands  only,  many  of  which  may  be  still  outstanding: 

Voted,   That  the  Treasurer  be  further  allowed  and  impowred  to  receive  any 
of  the  said  Bills  (not  counterfeit)  any  time  within  twelve  Months  next,  and 
deliver  other  Bills  on  this  Province  in  lieu  thereof. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

A  Petition  of  Mr.  Richard  Lord  in  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Berwick,  in  the 
County  of  York,  praying  that  the  Lands  of  the  non-resident  Proprietors  may 
be  subjected  to  a  Tax  to  be  applied  in  part  discharge  of  their  Minister's  Salary, 
for  the  reasons  mentioned.  Read  and  referred  to  the  next  sitting  of  the 

Court,  that  so  the  non-resident  Proprietors  of  Lands  in  Berwick  may  have  an 
opportunity  to  shew  cause  why  the  prayer  thereof  should  not  be  granted. 

Joseph  Wadsworth,  Esq;  brought  down  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  both 
Houses  appointed  on  the  Petition  of  the  westerly  part  of  Roxbury,  as  entred 
yesterday,  signed  by  order  of  the  Committee  Samuel  Thaxter,  Pass'd  in  Coun- 
cil, viz  In  Council  August  2^th.  1733.  Read  and  Ordered,  That  this  Report 
be  accepted,  and  that  the  Western  part  of  the  Town  of  Roxbury  be  erected  into 
a  Precinct  accordingly.  Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  concur'd. 

Ordered,  That  every  Member  of  the  House  be  and  is  hereby  required  to 
Attend  his  Duty  without  fail,  on  the  first  day  of  the  next  sitting  of  the  Court, 
on  pain  of  incurring  the  Displeasure  of  the  House,  there  being  Matters  of  the 
greatest  Consequence  and  Importance  to  the  Publick  under  Consideration; 
and  that  the  Clerk  give  notice  to  the  absent  Members  of  this  Order. 

Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  an  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  in  further 
addition  to  an  Act  for  making  effectual  Provision  for  calling  of  Precinct  and  Parish 
Meetings.  Read  and  Resolved,  That  the  Bill  pass  to  be  Enacted. 
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A  Petition  of  Isaac  Learned  of  Oxford  in  the  County  of  Worcester,  for  himself 
and  associates,  praying  that  their  Petition  of  the  second  of  July  1730,  for  a 
Grant  of  six  Miles  square  of  Land  lying  North  of  the  Equivalent  Lands,  may 
be  revived,  and  that  they  may  obtain  a  Grant  thereof,  for  the  reasons  mentioned. 
Read  and  Ordered,  That  the  Petition  be  referred  to  the  next  sitting  of  this 
Court. 

Whereas  James  Oglethorpe,  Esq;  a  Member  of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain 
is  now  at  Georgia  near  South-Carolina,  and  expected  here  in  a  short  time: 

Voted,  That  Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Cooke,  Major  Brattle,  Mr.  Thacher,  Mr.  Welles, 
Mr.  Gushing,  Mr.  Hall,  Mr.  Webb,  and  Major  Bowles,  be  a  Committee  from 
this  House  to  congratulate  that  honourable  Gentleman  upon  his  arrival  at 
Boston,  and  in  their  name  and  behalf  acquaint  him  that  the  Assembly  are  well 
knowing  of  the  many  good  Offices  he  hath  done  this  Province;  in  that  when  the 
Interest,  Trade  and  Business  thereof  hath  been  under  the  Consideration  of  the 
British  Parliament,  he  hath  in  a  distinguishing  manner  consulted  measures  to 
perpetuate  the  Peace  and  lasting  Happiness  of  this  Government;  And  as  his 
worthy  and  generous  Actions  justly  deserve  a  most  grateful  and  publick  Acknowl- 
egement,  to  assure  him  that  this  Country  will  retain  a  lasting  remembrance  of 
his  great  Benefactions,  and  that  a  Recognition  of  the  favours  they  have  so 
frequently  received  from  him,  is  the  least  the  House  can  offer;  and  earnestly 
desire  a  Continuation  of  his  good  will  towards  this  Province.  [  62  ] 

Edward  Goddard,  Esq;  brought  down  the  Vote  of  yesterday  for  a  Committee 
to  prepare  Instructions  &c.  in  the  recess  of  the  Court,  and  transmit  them  to 
Mr.  Agent  Wilks,  Pass'd  in  Council,  viz.  In  Council  August  z^th.  1733.  Read 
and  concur'd,  and  Samuel  Thaxter,  William  Dudley,  Thomas  Gushing,  Ezekiel 
Lewis,  and  Francis  Foxcroft,  Esqrs;  are  joined  in  the  affair,  and  that  any  seven 
of  the  Committee  be  a  Quorum.  Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  concur'd. 

Joseph  Wadsworth,  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Gyles  Dulake  Tid- 
marsh  Executor  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Samuel  Appleton  late  of 
Boston,  deceased,  praying  as  entred  yesterday,  Pass'd  in  Council,  viz.  In 
Council  August  2Sth.  1733.  Read  again,  and  it  appearing  that  Mrs.  Anna 
Appleton  has  been  duly  served  with  a  Copy  of  this  Petition,  Ordered,  That 
the  prayer  of  the  Petition  be  granted,  and  that  the  Petitioner  be  and  hereby  is 
impowred  to  enter  the  Action  within  mentioned  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Superiour 
Court  of  Judicature  accordingly,  and  the  Justices  of  the  said  Court  are  impowred 
and  directed  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  as  though  it  had  been  entred  on 
the  first  day  of  the  Court's  sitting.  Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  concur'd. 

Francis  Foxcroft,  Esq;  brought  down  the  Petition  of  Mr.  Timothy  Sprague 
of  Maiden,  with  the  Vote  of  the  House  thereon  yesterday,  Pass'd  in  Council, 
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viz.  In  Council  August  z^th.  1733.  Read  and  non-concur'd,  and  Ordered,  That 
the  Petitioner  serve  the  Town-Clerk  of  Stoneham  with  a  copy  of  this  Petition, 
and  that  he  give  in  his  Answer  thereto  on  the  first  Thursday  of  the  next  sitting 
of  this  Court.  Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  concur'd. 
Mr.  Welles  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  zid.  currant,  to  consider  that 
part  of  His  Excellency's  SPEECH  relating  to  Pemaquid,  made  report  thereon 
according  to  order,  which  he  read  in  his  place,  and  then  laid  it  on  the  Table, 
and  the  House  voted  an  acceptance  thereof;  and  Ordered,  That  the  following 
Message  be  sent  to  His  Excellency  the  Governour  in  answer  to  that  part  of 
His  Excellency's  SPEECH  relating  to  Pemaquid  at  the  opening  of  the  present 
sitting  of  the  Court,  viz. 

May  it  please  your  Excellency, 

THE  House  have  very  carefully  considered  that  part  of  your  Excellency's 
SPEECH  relating  to  Col.  Dunbar,  and  the  Buildings  he  has  erected  at 
Pemaquid  called  Frederick's  Fort;  and  they  readily  and  joyfully  acknowlege 
His  Majesty's  great  Justice  and  Goodness  in  confirming  the  Jurisdiction  of  this 
Province  over  those  Eastern  Lands,  and  shall  treat  the  People  on  them  with  the 
same  Care  and  Justice  as  other  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  in  the  rest  of  the  Prov- 
ince, and  who  have  the  same  Provision  for  Justice  by  Courts  established  in  the 
County  to  which  they  belong,  as  well  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  lately  appointed  by 
your  Excellency  living  near  Pemaquid,  as  other  parts  of  the  Province  have. 

But  as  it  has  been  heretofore  thought  upon  the  most  mature  Consideration,  that  it 
would  be  of  little  or  no  Service  to  the  Province,  and  a  great  Charge  and  Burthen  to 
establish  and  support  any  Fort  at  Pemaquid,  so  this  House  cannot  but  think  it 
would  be  laying  a  heavy  and  unnecessary  Charge  on  the  People  we  Represent,  who 
are  already  under  a  great  and  almost  insupportable  load  of  Debt,  to  fix  upon  them 
the  Expence  of  a  Fort  or  Garrison  as  your  Excellency  recommends,  especially  now 
in  time  of  profound  Peace;  as  also  considering  there  are  already  established  three 
Forts  and  two  Truck-Houses,  with  Officers  and  Men,  in  that  Country,  some  East- 
ward and  some  Westward  of  Pemaquid.  [  63  ] 

And  as  to  reimbursing  Col.  Dunbar's  Charge  in  the  Buildings  at  Pemaquid,  as 
that  Gentleman  was  no  ways  employed  by  us,  it  is  surprizing  he  should  expect  any 
such  thing  from  us.

Forsamuch  as  the  earnest  endeavours  of  this  Government  to  settle  the  Line  between 
that  fart  of  this  Province  late  the  Colony  of  Plymouth  and  the  Colony  of  Rhode- 
Island,  have  proved  ineffectual;  and  inasmuch  as  it  was  agreed  and  ordered  by  both 
Governments  that  there  should  be  a  suspension  of  all  Processes  as  to  Rates  and 
Taxes  l^c.  to  the  last  Wednesday  of  August  past,  but  not  longer  in  case  there  was 
no  award  given  in  under  the  Hands  and  Seals  of  the  Commissioners  for  settling 
the  Line  aforesaid.  And  whereas  the  Inhabitants  on  said  Gore  were  originally 
settled  by  this  Province,  and  have  been  ever  since  in  their  possession,  and  ought  not 
to  live  without  Government,  much  less  in  open  defiance  and  contempt  of  His  Majesty's 
Government: 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  this  Court,  and  the  Authority  thereof.  That  the  Sheriffs 
and  Under-Sheriffs  of  the  Counties  of  Suffolk,  Bristol  and  Worcester,  be  and 
hereby  are  impowred  and  required  to  take  such  aid  as  they  may  think  necessary 
to  assist  them  in  serving  any  lawful  Writs  on  any  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Gore, 
and  also  to  seize  and  bring  to  Justice  any  that  shall  oppose  them  therein;  as 
also  that  the  Constables  of  the  Towns  of  Attleborough,  Wrentham,  Mendon, 
and  Bellingham,  be  impowred  to  command  all  aid  they  may  think  necessary 
through  the  Province  for  gathering  any  Taxes  levyed  according  to  the  Laws  of

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

SOme  time  in  August  last  I  communicated  to  you  a  Letter  I  had  received  from 
the  honourable  Col.  David  Dunbar  respecting  Frederick's  Fort  and  the  Lands 
at  Pemaquid;  since  which  I  have  another  from  that  Gentleman  on  the  same  head, 
a  copy  whereof  I  have  directed  the  Secretary  to  leave  with  you:  I  have  also  lately 
had  Applications  from  several  of  the  Inhabitants  there  for  the  Protection  of  this 
Government.

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Excellency  directs  the  attendance  of  the  House  in  the 
Council  Chamber.  Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  give  his  Consent  to  the  Enacting  the  following"  En- 
gross'd  Bills,  viz. 
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An  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  in  further  addition  to  the  several  Acts  or 
Laws  for  the  Settlement  and  Distribution  of  the  Estates  of  Intestates.

'thereto,  and  I  desire  your  Answer  (upon  the  Oath  you  have  taken  as  Coun- 
'cellors)  to  the  following  Question: 

*  Whether  the  said  Bill  be  consistent  with  and  agreable  to  the  Royal  Charter,  and 
Conformable  to  His  Majesty's  Royal  Instruction  now  read  to  you? 

'These  things  I  desire  for  my  better  Satisfaction  in  proceeding  on  this  Im- 
'portant  affair.  October  ^^ist.  1732-  /•   BELCHER. 

"In  Council  October  31J/.  1733.     Read  and  unanimously  Resolv'd  in  the 
"Affirmative,  /•  Willard,  Seer. 

*By  this  you  will  see.  Gentlemen,  that  His  Majesty's  Council  (chosen  by  and 
'among  your  selves)  are  fully  in  Opinion,  that  His  Majesty's  Royal  Orders  in 
'this  affair  have  been  guided  by  his  wonted  Wisdom  and  Equity,  since  He  has 
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'requir'd  nothing  but  what  is  consistent  with  and  agreable  to  the  Royal  Charter. 
'How  much  Strife  had  it  prevented,  and  how  great  a  Charge,  and  how  happy 
*had  it  been  for  this  Province  if  former  AssembUes  had  come  into  the  same 
'wise  and  just  way  of  thinking  you  are  now  fallen  upon?  [  102  ] 

Gentlemen^ 

*I  take  very  kindly  your  Expressions  of  Gratitude  in  return  to  my  sincere 
'Endeavours  for  the  true  Interest  and  Service  of  this  Province,  in  the  Inter- 
*view  I  had  at  Falmouth  with  the  several  Tribes  of  Indians,  and  I  am  glad  to 
'tell  you  that  I  receive  frequent  Accounts  of  our  reaping  the  fruit  of  it  in  a 
'firmer  Peace  and  Friendship  with  those  Nations. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 

*I  take  notice  you  have  been  lately  making  Provision  for  paying  those  to 
'whom  you  have  been  Indebted  for  some  Years  past,  and  I  cannot  therefore 
'avoid  repeating  what  I  have  mentioned  once  and  again  respecting  the  Orphans 
'of  your  late  Governour  (Mr.  Burnet)  You  may  remember  there  was  a 
'Grant  made  him,  but  a  few  days  before  his  Death,  of  Six  Thousand  Pounds  for 
'his  past  and  future  Services;  but  it  pleased  Almighty  GOD  to  take  him  out 
'of  the  World  after  his  being  in  the  Government  about  Fourteen  Months,  and

'prevent  any  further  application  in  this  reasonable  alEfair,  and  I  can  assure 
'you  that  the  doing  it  will  have  a  good  tendency  to  the  establishing  you  in  the 
'Royal  Grace  and  Favour. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives, 

'His  Majesty's  Service  in  my  other  Government  will  soon  demand  my  attend- 
'ance  there,  and  I  am  sensible  the  affairs  of  the  Country  Gentlemen  at  this 
'Season  may  suflFer  by  their  being  detain'd  too  long  here;  I  shall  therefore  in 
'a  few  days  give  the  Court  a  Recess,  and  shou'd  be  glad  you  wou'd  in  the 
'mean  time  give  dispatch  to  any  affair  you  may  think  of  immediate  necessity 
'for  His  Majesty's  Honour  and  Service,  and  for  that  of  your  Country.

THE  Petition  of  Grace  Balch  and  Joseph  Bools,  praying  as  entred  the  first 
currant.  Read  and  referred  to  the  next  May  Session, 

Thomas  Gushing,  Esq;  brought  down  the  report  of  the  Committee 
of  both  Houses  appointed  the  17th.  ult.  on  the  Projection  of  the  Merchants  and 
Traders  for  emitting  Bills  or  Notes  on  their  own  Credit,  viz. 

In  obedience  to  the  foregoing  Order,  the  Committee  having  had  a  due  con- 
sideration thereof  are  of  opinion  that  the  Notes  projected  by  a  number  of  Mer- 
chants &c.  will  not  have  a  sufficient  Security  in  them  to  the  Possessors  unless 
the  Signers  of  them  be  jointly  and  severally  bound,  and  that  Mr.  Richard  Glarke 
be  better  described,  and  that  better  provision  be  made  for  him  that  may  be 
necessitated  to  bring  an  Action  in  case  of  failure  or  defect  at  any  of  the  periods 
of  payment:  And  whereas  this  Government  have  some  time  since  express'd  to 
the  Governour  of  Rhode-Island,  desiring  him  to  send  the  Acts  and  Votes  directing 
a  large  Emission  of  publick  Bills  of  Credit  on  that  Colony,  and  no  such  Acts  or 
Votes  have  yet  been  received,  and  a  considerable  number  of  Merchants  and 
Traders  of  the  Town  of  Boston  have  represented  that  if  those  Bills  should  obtain 
a  currency  amongst  us,  it  will  tend  greatly  to  depreciate  the  publick  Bills  of 
Credit  of  this  Province,  and  prove  very  prejudicial  to  the  trade  and  business 
thereof:  That  therefore  His  Excellency  be  desired  to  issue  a  Proclamation  advis- 
ing the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  of  the  Mischiefs  and  Losses  they  will  neces- 
sarily suffer  in  case  the  said  Bills  obtain  a  currency  among  us.  Which  is  humbly 
submitted  by  order  of  the  Committee,  Samuel  Thaxter.

And  I  believe  every  one  that  considers  it,  must  think  it  wou'd  be  an 
extraordinary  Thing  for  any  Number  of  private  Persons  to  issue  such  Notes  before 
they  have  obtained  Leave  from  the  Government  for  their  proceeding  in  an  Affair^ 
which  so  much  affects  all  the  Estates  and  Trade  of  this  Province.

the  Materials  for  the  Work  must  be  procured  as  soon  as  possible.    You  will  also 
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do  well  to  consider  the  present  Condition  of  the  Forts  or  Batteries  in  the  Towns 
of  Boston,  Charlestown,  Salem,  and  Marhlehead,  and  of  those  on  the  Eastern 
and  Western  Frontiers:  And  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
I  doubt  not  will  now  make  such  a  Supply  of  Money  as  may  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  the  Services  I  have  mentioned. 

Gentlemen, 

Whatever  you  can  propose  for  the  Safety  and  Defence  of  His  Majesty's  good 
Subjects,  will  (according  to  my  power)  find  my  chearful  Consent,  and  I  hope 
your  present  Sitting  will  be  carried  on  with  such  Peace  and  Unanimity,  as  will 
convince  the  World  that  the  true  Interest  of  the  Province  is  your  sincere  Aim 
and  Endeavour.

Capt.  Howard  from  the  Committee  appointed  yesterday  on  the  Memorial  of 
His  Honour  the  Lieut.  Governour  Captain  of  His  Majesty's  Castle  William, 
made  report,  which  was  read  and  accepted  and  Voted,  That  some  addition  of  pay 
be  made  to  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  in  order  to  encourage  able  bodied  Men  to 
inlist  into  the  Service,  and  that  at  the  next  Establishment  provision  be  made 
with  a  suitable  bounty  for  a  new  Enlistment,  and  likewise  that  the  Gunner  when 
His  Excellency  appoints  one  have  some  encouragement  given  him  to  instruct 
the  Quarter-Gunners,  Serjeant,  Corporal  and  Soldiers  the  art  of  traversing 
levelling  and  pointing  the  Great  Guns,  so  that  whenever  the  Castle  shall  be 
attack'd  a  sufficient  number  of  Gunners  may  be  at  hand  to  manage  and  direct 
the  Soldiers  which  His  Excellency  shall  think  proper  to  send  to  the  Castle  upon 
such  an  occasion;  and  for  the  better  training  and  instructing  the  said  Garrison 
in  the  art  of  traversing  the  Great  Guns,  that  a  number  of  Great  Guns  with  Shot 
be  allowed  to  be  fired  at  a  Mark  once  a  Month  at  least. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Joseph  Hiller,  Esq;  came  down  with  a  Message  from  His  Excellency  to  acquaint 
the  House  that  the  Secretary  not  being  at  the  Board  through  Indisposition,  His 
Excellency  was  pleas'd  to  signify  his  pleasure  by  him  to  the  House  that  he  ex- 
pected their  attendance  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Excellency  gave 
his  consent  to  the  Enacting  an  Engross'd  Bill  Entitled  An  Act  for  repairing  His 
Majesty's  Castle  called  Castle  William,  and  for  supplying  the  Treasury  with  Bills 
of  publick  Credit  for  defreying  the  Charge  thereof.  [  143  ] 

After  which  His  Excellency  made  a  SPEECH,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtain'd 
a  copy,  and  then  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Excellency's  S  P  E  E  C  H  is  as  follows,  viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and  House  of  Representatives, 

I  Am  glad  you  have  agreed  to  the  Repair  of  His  Majesty's  Castle  William, 
and  to  a  Supply  of  the  Money  for  that  Service  in  such  a  manner  as  is  agreable 
to  the  C  H  A  R  T  E  R  of  this  Province,  and  to  the  K  I  N  G's  Royal  Orders  to  me. 
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I  hope  you  will  still  go  on  to  the  other  Articles  I  recommended  for  the  Protec- 
tion of  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  of  this  Province. 

I  have  received  Petitions  from  several  Places,  setting  forth  the  necessity  of 
their  being  put  into  a  posture  of  Defence,  which  Petitions  the  Secretary  shall  lay 
before  you. 

As  Castle  William  is  the  Key  of  this  Country,  it  will  be  prudent  to  look  into 
the  state  of  the  Stores  of  that  Fortress,  and  to  consider  of  a  better  Establishment 
of  that  Garrison,  the  last  Inlistment  being  Expired. 

The  Ships  are  quickly  expected  from  Great  Britain,  Provision  should  therefore 
be  made  for  laying  in  a  good  Stock  of  Powder  on  their  arrival,  and  in  the  mean 
time  to  secure  what  can  be  had  for  the  Service  of  the  Publick. 

I  having  lately  made  a  thorough  Settlement  of  the  Militia  of  the  Province 
with  all  the  Care  I  possibly  could,  and  the  Military  Spirit  seeming  to  revive 
among  us,  I  would  recommend  to  you,  in  order  to  the  having  good  Appearances 
in  the  several  Regiments,  and  that  the  Men  may  be  under  the  best  Discipline, 
the  raising  the  Fines  of  Delinquents,  Fifteen  Shillings  now  not  being  equal  to 
what  the  Fine  originally  was. 

Gentlemen, 

These  Things  are  of  Importance  to  the  Safety  and  Welfare  of  the  good  People 
of  the  Province,  and  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  give  them  their  just  Weight  and 
Consideration,  and  on  which  I  have  the  greater  dependance  from  the  good  Agree- 
ment that  subsists  at  present  in  the  Legislature,  and  which  is  so  necessary  to  our 
common  good  at  this  critical  Juncture.  Let  us  then  go  on  with  united  Strength 
in  pursuing  what  will  best  of  all  secure  the  Honour  of  His  Majesty's  Government 
and  the  lasting  Tranquility  of  this  Country.

Serjeants  and  Corporals  and  private  Centinels,  they  be  able  bodied  good  effective 
Men:  Provided  also,  this  duty  be  by  the  foremention'd  several  Officers  per- 
formed, viz.  that  the  Captain  be  upon  the  Place  at  least  three  days  in  a  Week, 
and  as  oft  else  as  necessary  occasions  call  for  him,  except  in  case  of  Sickness, 
-or  something  extraordinary  happen,  or  such  other  time  or  times  as  he  obtain 
leave  for,  from  the  Captain  General  or  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time  being:

''Pay  of  the  Members  of  the  Great  and  General  Court  or  Assembly  of  this  Province, 
"the  first  Clause  in  the  Act  for  Ascertaining  the  Number  and  Regulating  the 
"House  of  Representatives  made  in  the  fourth  Year  of  King  WILLIAM  and 
"Queen  MARY,  enjoining  each  Town  within  this  Province  having  forty  Fami- 
"lies  to  send  a  Person  to  represent  them  in  the  General  Court,  was  repealed 
"and  made  null  and  void,  and  that  no  Provision  is  made  by  Law  to  oblige 
"any  Town  to  send   a   Representative,   which   may  be   found   inconvenient: 
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"Upon  which  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  Do  humbly  Report  to  Your  Majesty 
"that  the  above  mentioned  Act  of  the  iph.  of  His  late  Majesty  which  repealed 
"the  said  first  Clause  in  the  said  Act  of  King  WILLIAM  and  Queen  MARY 
"appears  to  this  Committee  to  have  been  only  a  temporary  Law,  and  to  be 
"now  expired:  And  that  upon  the  Expiration  thereof,  It  is  their  Lordships 
"Opinion  the  said  first  Clause  in  the  Act  of  King  WILLIAM  and  Queen  MARY 
"did  revive  again,  and  is  now  in  force.  As  this  intirely  destroys  the  Reason 
"given  for  this  new  Act,  their  Lordships  humbly  propose  that  your  Majesty 
"would  be  pleased  to  signify  your  disallowance  of  the  said  new  Act. 

HIS  MAJESTY  this  Day  took  the  said  Report  into  His  Royal  Consideration, 
and  was  pleased  with  the  Advice  of  His  Privy  Council  to  approve  thereof,  and 
to  declare  his  disallowance  of  the  said  Act;  and  pursuant  to  His  [  171  ]  Majesty's 
Royal  Pleasure  thereupon  express'd,  the  said  Act  is  hereby  Repealed,  declared 
Void  and  of  no  Effect:  Whereof  the  Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  His 
Majesty's  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  for  the  time  being,  and  all  others 
whom  it  may  concern  are  to  take  notice  and  govern  themselves.

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Settlements  &c.  upon  which  said  Lands  were  granted,  which  it  never  was  sup- 
posed a  deceased  Claimer's  Heirs  (in  ordinary  cases)  could  or  would  receive, 
where  there  were  more  than  one,  on  the  Conditions  of  the  Grant,  but  where 
there  were  divers  descendants  of  a  Person  that  had  a  Right,  they  would  agree 
and  consent  it  should  belong  to  one  only;  but  whereas  in  some  cases,  by  reason

descendants  or  heirs  would  be  intitled  to  in  the  Land,  if  said  Land  descended 
according  to  the  Law  of  this  Province  for  the  Settlement  of  Intestate  Estates, 
and  also  pay  what  Charge  any  of  said  descendants  may  have  been  at  to  prove 
or  bring  forward  such  Claim;  and  if  any  dispute  shall  happen  about  the  Person 
or  Charge,  the  Settlers  or  Grantees  in  each  of  the  Towns  shall  fix  and  settle  it 
by  a  major  Vote:  The  Committee  is  further  of  Opinion,  that  the  Seven  Years 
for  settling  the  Towns  granted  to  the  Narragansett  Claimers,  as  well  the  two 
first  as  five  last,  be  computed  from  the  first  day  of  June  next.
